Walter Tschinkel, a professor of biology at Florida 
State University, really digs his work-sometimes he has 

no choice. 

Some of the ant colonies which he "evacuates" to 
document their nest huilding design, size and habits, are 
as deep as fifteen feet, and that requires a lot ol 
painstaking shovelling 

"It turns out 1 like digging holes," Tschinkel said. 

Not all ant nests will Tschinkel tackle, though. He said 
the 35 foot deep nests of the Leaf Cutter ant are better 

Tschinkel said his interest in biology began at an early 
age and seemed to focus on insects because they were 
plentiful and easy to collect. In college, he began working 
on chemical communication of beetles and gradually 
moved into insect behavior with the emphasis on ants 
"Surprisingly . there's little information on social 
insects other than bees," Tschinkel said. "There are 
•20,000 to 30,000 species of ants They're a dominant 
economic factor in many different ecosystems and 
agriculture So understanding them is important "

A series of commercials sponsored by Florida's Voice 
for Choice began airing on television last Friday, but not 
all Floridians had the opportunity to watch them. 

Celebrities such as Ally Sheedy. Leonard Nimoy, 
F.sther Role, and Morgan Fairchild donated their time 
and faces, free-of-charge, to the organization. The 
commercials, which cost $15,000 to make, are 36-second 
head shots of the actors promoting freedom of choice. 
Fairchild filmed two commercials, one of them a 
60 second shot. 

"We used stars that are known for their pro-choice 
i nice," said Paige Carter-Smith, executive director of 
Florida's Voice for Choice. "The theme of them is this 
is not a choice for the legislature to make. This ia a 
personal choice." 

But not many people may get to see the clips. Carter 
Smith said the commercials are being banned by ABC 
NBC, and CBS affiliates throughout the state. 

Cartar-Smith said WCPX and WOFL in Orlando, 
WTVJ and WCIX in Miami, WJKS and WNFT in 
Jacksonville, WFLA and WTOG in Tampa are some of 
the stations that have banned the commercials Attempts

Voice for Choice paid $25,000 to a Miami station to 
air Fairchild's one minute commercial 

Carole Griffin, president of Big Bend Right to Life, said 
both pro-choicers and anti abortionists have the right to 
air commercials. 

"They have the right to put ads on the air like anyone 
else," Griffin said. "We're hoping to get free ads when 
they're having to pay for them We are going to ask for 
free ads under the Fairness Doctrine." 

According to Florida State University law professor 
Mark Seidenfeld, the Fairness Doctrine, which is a 
regulation of the Federal Communications Commission, 
is practically obsolete, 

"The Fairness Doctrine itself in its full form is no 
longer in force," Seidenfeld said. 

Director of North Florida Women's Health and 
Counseling Services, Lynn Rosenthal, said she thinks 
the pro-choice commercials should air everywhere. 

"I think it's ridiculous a television station would refuse 
to accept advertisements that could make a positive 
contribution to current issues," Rosenthal said

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Complications cause 
visit to hospital

A woman who suffered complications 
during an abortion and was rushed to a 
local hospital Saturday is on her way to 
t, according to Lynn Rosenthal. 
^ ■ of North Florida Women's Health 
and Counseling Services. 

The unidentified woman was taken by 
ambulance to Tallahassee Memorial 
Regional Medical Center as anti-abortion 
protesters picketed the clinic the same 
day. The picket was scheduled as one of 
several activities to precede the upcoming 
abortion special session. 

"The woman is recovering quite well," 
Rosenthal said. "It is rare that we 
transfer anybody to a hospital But when 
it is necessary we do it." 

Both Ro» enthal and Bob Loveil 
Tallahassee Memorial administrator on 
call, declined to provide specifics about the 
nature of the complication. Lovell 
explained that the woman's family 
requested confidentiality But he did say 
it would be "a safe assumption" that the 
woman is still a patient at the hospital 
According to Rosenthal, the clinic staffs 
ability to send the woman to the hospital 
is evidence that abortion must remain 
legal and accessible. 

"When abortion was illegal, women who 
suffered complications during the 
procedure were often turned away from 
medical care," she said. 

Rosenthal also emphasized that further 
restrictions on abortion are not necessary 
and that they would not have made a 
difference in this particular case. 
"We feel very good about the quality of

Stab in the dark 

Two people were stabbed early Saturday 
morning when an ex boyfriend decided to 
pick up some of his belongings from his 
ex-girlfriend's house, according to 
Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesman Phil Kiracofe 

Kiracofe said 21 year old Andre Hicks 
and a friend, whose name is being witheld 
because he is a witness, went to Regina 
Tucker's house at 1200 Central St. 

"He went there to pick up clothes he had 
there," Kiracofe said. "Tucker was 
sleeping on the floor of a bedroom with 
her baby and there was a man on the 
bed." Kiracofe said 

According to Kiracofe, Hicks started an 
argument with Antonio Johnson, the man 
sleeping on the bed Hicks then allegedly

care that we offer," she said 

Mike Heller, vice president of the 
Tallahassee Christian Action Council, 
and one of approximately 250 protesters 
at the clinic this weekend, granted that 
the incident "was probably an unusual 
occurrence." 

But he called for regulations that would 
establish standards for clinics that are 
similar to those met by out-patient 
surgical centers. 

"If there is a possibility of complications 
we need to have regulations." he said. 
"This is the type of thing we would like 
to evaluate as regards regulation." 

Tallahassee Police Department Lt 
Michael Langston said the Saturday 
protest was peaceful and that no arrests 
were made But he said he expects a large 
number of both ant i abortion and pro 
choice activists to flood Tallahassee as the 
special session draws near 



hit 21-year-old Tucker with a flashlight

"Hicks was stabbed several times by 
Tucker." Kiracofe said. "He was stabbed 
once in the heart, a couple of times in the 
neck and once in the hand " 

Johnson received a stab in the buttocks 
according to Kiracofe, but police aren t 
sure who stabbed him. 

"We think Johnson was stabbed by the 
person with Hicks, but we are not sure, 
Kiracofe said "There was so much 
stabbing going on. our investigators are 
still trying to figure it out." 

Kiracofe said Hicks was taken to 
Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical 
Center When asked if charges were being 
pressed Kiracofe said, "since Hicks was 
an intruder, there uninvited and initiated 
the attack, there will be no charges "

vainglorious pat on the back to itself 

And ironically, Sunday's special was the very same kind 
of hot aired, contrived show biz schmaltz fest the original 
cast was famous for sending up. * 

I know, I know That was then and this is now "Then" 
we would have asked, who's the culprit responsible for 
putting that worm from the big apple, Donald Trump, in 
the front row for this sacred celebration of the show whose 
poignant irreverence wanted to make people like Trump 
irrelevant?

Was he out 
on location filming Scrooged 11 or did he have some other 
reason for foregoing the celebration'' 

The highlight of the evening was undoubtedly the clips 
from the original 1975 1980 cast But if you have cable 
you've more than likely seen them recently enough on 
Nickelodeon SNL repeats run seven nights a week, from 
10-11 p.m. 

And you couldn't help but feel sorry for those SNL foot 
soldiers who weren't originals or that rare Post -original 
success story— Eddie Murray, Joe Piscopo, Martin Short 
or Billy Crystal— and who will become, at best, question 
in later versions of the board game trivial pursuit 

Missing was the incredible exhilaration of watching the 
old taboos get struck down by the intelligent irreverence 
of the original Not Ready for Prime Time Players All in 
all a mawkish, awkward evening.

Mort Sahl's revenge 

Coincidentally, last Monday night PPS broadcast an 
excellent documentary on the political satirist Mort Sahl 
Sahl is credited by many critics as being the most political 
satirist since Will R«gcis, if not Lenny Bruce. His 
trademark was to walk on stage with a newspaper and 
satirize the front page Sahl's influence can be seen every 
evening when Johnny Carson does the same thing from 
cue cards. Sahl was so good that John Kennedy hired him 
a joke writer for his presidential campaign. 

The documentary traced Sahl's rise as a fast talking 
comedian and his fall— or blackball ing-as a result of his 
outrage at the cover up of the murder of President 
Kennedy.

student senate is scheduled for 
Wednesday. The Seminole Party took 28 
s.ats outright last Wednesday, while 
Action took five Two independents also 
won their seats. 

FSU Elections Commissioner Ray 
Malloy explained that the reason for the 
lack of polls was because of a lack of poll 
workers. Last Wednesday Malloy and his 
deputies were forced to work polls across 
campus. 

"The students body wanted to vote but 
it didn't want to help out by being poll 
workers," Malloy said. 

Malloy advertised for poll workers yet 
the ad print was so small some candidates 
think it may have gone unnoticed. 

Last Wednesday there were no polling 
places at several schools around campus. 
There was a poll at one contested sight for 
a short period according to Mallov 

"I sent my deputies to set up a poll at 
the music building around 2:30 and they 
received so many complaints from 
candidates that I told them to close the 
poll," Malloy said " These complaints 
included why weren't you open earlier 
and it's too late, the voters have already 
gone home "' 

But some party members say despite 
the problems students should have still 
gotten a chance to vote. 

"That's ludicrous!" said Action member 
Tom Vertich "There is no excuse for 



taking away a student's right to vote " 

The Monarchy party sent a press release 
much to the same effect stating, "Your 
King (Andrew Arvesen) believes 
numerous students were unable to make 
their choices known." 

But with the last election costing 
students $6000 not all the parties are as 
quick to jump on the protest bandwagon. 

"The Seminole party will not ask for a 
recall because the parties were all equally 
effected," Student Body President Sean 
Pittman said "We can drag this out and 
aggravate the students more but the 
Seminole party doesn't feel it's 
necessary." 

Vince Campbell, campaign manager for 
the Seminole Party, said the election 
should not be overturned because of 
mitigating circumstances. 

"The mistakes the commission made 
didn't effect the overall election 
considering the margin of votes the 
Seminole party won by." Campbell said 
"The head commissioner Ray Malloy was 
confirmed only two weeks prior to the 
election, the Action party senate which is 
protesting the election confirmed him, 
and pollworkers quit or did not show up 
the day of the election The question to 
ask is if either party won by the margin 
we did—would they protest the election 7 '' 

Barring a new election, the Seminole 
Party will be in a runoff Wednesday for 
21 seats. The Action Party will be vying 
for 14 of those seats, while the Monarchy 
Party is in contention for 7 others

"1 v... ( nously considering to be a photographer," 
Tschinkel said "But I thought it would be easier to be 
a scientist as a photographer on the side, than the other 
way around It's just a hobby now." 

His on the side photographs have appeared in colle^ 
textbooks and magazines over the years, including recent 
work in Scientific American and a picture of a Fire Ant 
queen in this year's March issue of Dtscnuer magazine. 

Tschinkel is also an accomplished artist and wood 
craftsman His illustrations have appeared in textbooks 
and his woodworking skills provided the desk and 
shelves in his office within the Unit I Biology building 

The office alao contains a small coffee table which 
Tschinkel built from wood salvaged from the first high 
school m Tallahassee. He said the tree rings in the grain 
of the wood can be traced back to the 1780's. 

Tschinkel's research in entomology, the study of 
inMCta, has brought him to many exotic places, including 
Costa Rica, Belize and the tropical forests of Honduras 
In South Africa, he studied how insects use chemicals 
for defense while teaching at Rhodes University in 
Orahamstown 

"You'd be amazed at the size of the trees and the 
diversity of life in the rain forest*," Tschinkel said 
"There are creatures everywhere, but hidden from 



view— unless you know what to look for " 

Last year, Tschinkel was looking for ants on a hike 
in Katayovik, Alaska, but never expected to find any. 
The ants he found near the Eskimo village turned out 
to be the northernmost colony of ants ever found in North 
America. 

"I was on a backpacking trip, strictly for pleasure." 
Tschinkel said. "I'm always looking for opportunities to 
study biology so I was just looking around to see if their 
were any ants this far north. I wanted to see how far they 
went." 

Tschinkel didn't get a plaque or a trophy for his find, 
but the specimens he recovered are on display at Harvard 
University in the Museum of Comparative Zoology 

Tschinkel has taught biology at FSU for 19 years and 
hasn't had an inclination to do anything else but teach 
He said that's what he's best at. 
"A professor is an entrepreneur and a useful tool for 
society," Tschinkel said. "I'm well suited and serving a 
purpose. A lot of people think that the purpose aj I 
university is just to teach-but the true purpose is to 
learn What makes a professor good is his ability to find 
and explain new knowledge." 

Tschinkel teaches Animal Behavior, Animal Diversity 
Lab and Insect Biology courses to students at FSU, But 
he said his favorite classroom is the natural world and 
he's still learning 
"Occasionally, I get stung by fire ants, but it's no big 
1 Tschinkel said "It comes with the territory."

said And FSU wants to make sure that they do. 

"If we get a computer that they aren't interested in 
then we're left out in the cold," Lannutti said. "We want 
to make sure that they find our selection acceptable S«i 
finally, it's up to the D O E " 

When ETA Systems went bankrupt. Control Data 
Corporation, which owns the business, agreed to continue 
maintenance of the $20 million computer even though 
they were no longer in the supercomputer business. But 
without the manufacture of new parts, development of 
new technology and technicians to do major work, the 
future of the ETA 10 fizzled 

Lannutti said the ETA 10 is unfinished-lhe company 
dropped out before it had completed the sojtwnir tor it. 
FSU was stuck with a unique computer that needed 
unique software and nobody to design it 

"When the computer works— it works O.K. but it 
(iiM'sn t work all the time." Lannutti said "We need a 
machine that works all the time with a company to fix 
it when it doesn't ." The university does have the abilm 
to make little fixes-just enough to keep it going. 
Lannutti said The loss of a company backer has made 
expanding the computer's abilities to keep up with the 
university's needs impossible 

'The computer crashes sometimes, but it's been slowly 



gaining ground." said John McCalpin, a grad student 
at FSU who uses the ETA 10 for ocean modelling 
research "It had the potential to be a very powerful 
machine, if only the company had stayed in business 
Under the circumstances, a new computer will be 
welcomed." 
Other researchers agree. 

"I feel we'll be doing better if we upgrade to another 
computer," said Tiruvalam Krishnamurti. who does 
research on hurricanes "But if ETA Systems had 
continued to upgrade it to the massive and extremely 
fast computer it had planned it would have been better." 

But a new computer will not benefit everybody 
McCalpin said there > a small tfroup of researchers, 
called the Grant Challenge Project, that use 50 percent 
of the computer's capability They have specially 
designed programs that allow them to better utilize the 
computational speed of the ETA 10. 

With these programs, the ETA 10 is one of the fastest 
machines around and replacing it with a domestic 
computer only one third as last would affect those on the 
Grant Challenge Project. McCalpin said 

"We get really good use out of it, "said Tony Kennedy 
researcher on the Grant Challenge Project. "It's one of 
the fastest machines— but it doesn't have a future A new 
computer is not going to be a disaster, it just means we'll 
have to make some changes It might be slower than the 
ETA 10, but we d be much happier with a computer that

For the first time ever, Notre Dame received every first 
place vote, achieving a perfect 120 point total. For the 
last two weeks, the Irish had totaled 1 19 votes. Flambeau 
Staff Writer Rodney Page, who had been voting for 
Nebraska on top, finally changed over to the Notre Dame 
side of the fence after this weekend's games 

Miami and Nebraska stayed in the next two slots, but 
Auburn fell from fourth to No. 10 after losing to Ten- 
nessee 21 14. Clemson, a 21 17 loser to Duke, took the 
biggest tumble of the week, dropping from No. 6 to No 
14. 

Colorado moved up a spot to No. 4, and Michigan mov- 
ed up two places to round out the top five. Tennessee took 
the biggest move forward, going from No. 12 to No. 7, 
one spot behind Arkansas 

Southern Cal and Alabama, tied for No. 8, and No. 10 
Auburn rounded out the Top 10. 

Florida State, which didn't play, received seven votes— 
the same as last week. But the Seminoles actually mov 
ed up a few steps closer to the Top 20, as the highest rated 
team bIbo receiving votes. 

Arizona, which had been ranked No 14, dropped from 
the poll after losing to Oregon 16 10 No 19 Washington 
State (an 18-17 loser to Southern Cal.) and No. 20 
Georgia (which lost to South Carolina 24 20) also drop 
ped from the poll. 

New to the Top 20 are No 18 Virginia (which beat 
William and Mary 24 12), No 19 Air Force (which spank 
ed Colorado State 46 21 ) and No. 20 Illinois ( which was 
idle).

FSU student 
supreme court 
can halt runoff

The Florida State University student supreme court will 
hold an emergency hearing tonight to decide whether or 
not last week's student senate election should be declared 
invalid and if Wednesday's runoff election should be 
cancelled 

Student senator Patrick CaJcutt, a third year law 
student, officially filed protest Monday against FSU 
student supervisor of elections Ray Malloy and asked that 
the court issue an injunction preventing the runoff from 
going on as planned 

Calcutt alleges that numerous violations occurred in the 
student senate election on Sept. 27 He charges that polls 
were either not open or open only during part of the day, 
and that many pollworkers were untrained and showed 
partisan support. 

"Numerous statutory violations occurred which made it 
difficult if not impossible to insure each student at Florida 
State University an opportunity to vote," Calcutta 
written protest says 

Malloy refused to comment on the protest, deferring all 
questions to Acting Student Government Attorney 
iviicnaei oenz nut nenz saiu ne was only tne assistant 
atto r ney general and that he probably would not be 
representing Malloy.

United Faculty of Florida has brought an unfair labor 
practice charge against the Board of Regents, but BOR 
officials deny the charge, saying that it's "just 
propaganda." 

Vft representatives charge that the BOR, which 
oversees Florida's nine public universities, is violating 
collective bargaining laws by not allowing faculty at the 
state s m h(nil> to have any input in who receives monetary 
awards for outstanding undergraduate teaching and 
advising 

In June, the Florida Legislature allocated $1 1 million 
to the state university system to be used for one time 
faculty awards of $7,500 each Under the collective 
bargaining laws. UFF is allowed to negotiate on wages 
compensation or other conditions of employment Staff 
the state union considers the awards as wages, union 
officials say the awards should be included in the collective 



"We think that even though these awards do not goon 
the base salary, we still believe that that is within what 
the Legislature meant by within terms and conditions

Leaders of the movement to safeguard abortion rights 
would be shortsighted to stop at just ensuring that women 
will have access to abortion, according to Feminist 
Women's Health Center Co-director Brenda Joyner. 

Joyner, one of four speakers at a panel discussion on 
abortion held at the Florida State University law school, 
cautioned activists that the abortion debate is only one 
small segment of the larger drive to restrict women s 
control of their bodies. , .

Joyner "If it doesn't stop here what we will see is a 

precedent that no doubt will be followed by every state 

in the union."

Until Connecticut enacted a statute concerning abortion 
in 1820 there were no laws in the United States to restrict 
the procedure, he said. And, the Connecticut law was only 
"a pure health regulation" at that. 

It was not until 1860 that systematic regulation of 
abortion was introduced, he said, but the debate in those 
times centered around the effects of abortion, not the 
status of the fetus. 

The tone of such documents reveals that "the motive 
(for the regulation) is surreptitious and that is just 
rank sexism," Gey said. 

In recent years, Gey explained, the courts have used two 
"themes" to defend the right to abortion. The first is the 
belief that a person has a right to determine what is 
morally right for herself. The second proposes that an 
individual has a right to maintain her bodily integrity 
But justices have also ruled that there are limits t- -

"I don't want to be like, Hey 
Meanie,' but I just want them to 
change their name," Grossman said 
"My top priority is to alert students 
as to what Big Brothers/Big SiltH H 
does since we desperately need Big 
Brothers 

Big Brothers/Big Sisters of Greater 
Tallahassee is an affiliate of the na 
tionsJ Big Brothers Big Sisters 
organization, according to Grossman 
Volunteers for the program are 
carefully screened before they are 
matched with a child 

The screening process is one of the 
organization's greatest strengths, 
Grossman says, and she's concerned 
about confusion with the FSU pro 
gram because those volunteers don't 
undergo as stringent a screening 



Big Brothers/Big Sisters volunteers 
have all been through a personal in- 
terview with a trained caseworker, a 
police check, a psychological inven- 
tory, a driver's license check, a home 
visit and a child abuse check before 
they ever meet their matches, 
Grossman said. 

Hornsby said the FSU organization 
is different from Big Brothers/Big 
Sisters: "Our program entails most- 
ly tutoring. We don't want the 
students taking them (the children) 
off campus too much." 

Big Brothers/Big Sisters, on the 
other hand, stresses quality time 
shared between the volunteers and 
their matches. 

"We ask volunteers to spend a 
minimum of three hours a week with 
their child," Grossman said. Addi 
tionally, the bonds between 
volunteers and the children are ex- 
pected to last a long time and are 
often quite strong 

To avoid animosity between the 
FSU organization and the national 
organization, Hornsby expressed in 
terest in working with Grossman to 
find an acceptable alternative to both 
parties. 

"We'll see what we can ac- 
comodate," she said. "I don't think 
it's any big deal." 

John Dalton, vice president for stu- 
dent affairs at FSU, said he had 
spoken to Grossman but had not had 
the opportunity to follow up with the 
students 

"I think she has a legitimate con 
cern that an effort should be made as 
so not to confuse the two organize 
tions," Dalton said. "I think 
something can be worked out infor 
mally."

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Blackmail 



The Florida State Legislature is embarrassed by the fact that our state 
has one of the highest high school dropout rates in the nation. To solve 
the problem, they've come up with an ingenious solution-blackmail. 

The new law, which took effect Sunday, bans any minor who is not in 
school from possessing a driver's license. 

Sound pretty coercive? Indeed But is it necessary? Our lawmakers think 
so. 

But while the number of high school dropouts in Florida (30,000 last 
year alone I is indeed embarrassing, it is embarrassing not in itself, but 
because it points to failures in society (in the educational system, families, 
social programs, etc.). The dropout rate is high because we have problems, 
not vice versa Blackmailing teenagers to keep them in school, therefore, 
may serve to mask certain symptoms, but it won't solve anything In 
practice, it may even make things worse 

One of the strongest objections to the new law is that many students 
who would normally drop out of school will remain solely to keep their 
driver's licenses, and keeping teenagers in school who have no desire to 
learn will only disrupt the educational process 

These students won't pay attention in class. And why should they? They 
don't need to keep their grades up. As long as they are officially enrolled, 
they can fail, get suspended, even get put on academic or disciplinary 
probation, and still be allowed to drive Such a student is at best a waste 
of classroom space, and at worst a troublemaker who takes quality time 
away from students who really want to learn. 

And aside from the burden on ot her students and teachers, we also have 
to ask ourselves what benefit this will have for the student him/herself. 
Will the student really learn to appreciate the value of an education 
through blackmail? Blackmailing someone may make them do what you 
want them to do, but it won't make them appreciate it Most likely they'll 
end up resenting what they have to do even more This law, therefore, 
promotes only the value of a driver's license, and not of an education 

It also fails to deal with the real problems. A high dropout rate points 
to societal failures Teenagers drop out of school because society is failing 
them in certain ways. They have problems, in other words, either at home 
or elsewhere, and it is here where we need to focus our attention. 

Better health care for young children is one example As Republican 
Gov. Garrey Carruthers of New Mexico said at last week's education 
summit in Charlottesville, "If they would give us a 5 year old that was 
healthy and alert, the system would be much more productive." 

Now granted, the new law does provide money to hire more guidance 
counselors to talk with potential dropouts, and this "one on one" counseling 
is extremely important, but it would be more productive if it were financed 
by itself. Blackmail, in this case, is not only self defeating, but also 
ely expensive. Indeed, the first year's $6 million spent keeping 
i of students' enrollment status for drivers licenses could be utilized 
i more productively if it were put into concrete social programs, like 
and outreach programs. 
n't improve the statistics overnight, and our state legislators 
want things to look better fast "Get that dropout rate down now," they're 
implying "Who cares if children aren't getting a quality education Who 
cares if inadequate health care and a lack of social programs are creating 
a generation of sick, misguided youth. As long as we can get those statistics 
up, we'll feel better " Such a narrow outlook is dangerous.

Peace Corps volunteer 
recounts another world

In Tallahassee, thousands of students are 
returning to school. If this were the African 
coast, travelling would be radically 
different. After two years in the Peace 
Corps, I can attest to that. 

When I was a student in Tallahassee, and 
wanted to go on a trip, I called the airlines. 
If I did not have the money, there was 
always old, reliable Greyhound. Barring 
any incidents, I could arrive at my 
destination on time But travel outside the 
states isn't always as simple. 

As a Peace Corps volunteer, I was posted 
in Togo, a small, obscure country in West 
Africa about 3000 miles from the shores of 
Florida. Togo is a former French colony 
with a population of 3 million inhabitants. 
It is sparsely populated on the northern 
savannahs, while the majority of the people 
live in the humid, coastal south. 

Travelling took on a whole new meaning 
in Togo. There are airplanes, but my 
modest $300 volunteer stipend did not 
allow for luxury travel. The taxi de brouMt 
(bush taxi) was my primary means of 
transportation Traveling by a bush taxi is 
an experience not to be missed while in 
Africa. 

In Togo, a bush taxi is usually an old 
Peugot 504 station wagon, a Japanese 
mini van, or a bachee, an old pick up truck 
with a wooden top and two long benches 
covered with sponge and wrapped with 
hard plastic for comfort. The mini van is 
the more comfortable mode of 
transportation. It is usually new and safe 
The same cannot be said for the bachee The 
bachee has an open back, which allows the 
unpaved roads to leave you covered with 
dust. 

I travelled extensively throughout Togo 
and other parts of West Africa One day I 
had a meeting in the northern province of 
Kara, about 150 miles northeast of 
Kpalime (Palimay), the town in which I 
lived I hopped on my Yamaha DT 100, 
kick-started it, and left home three days 
early I spent the night in Atakpame with 
Chnstophe, a Peace Corps volunteer. 
Atakpame was located near the national 
highway that would lead me north The 
motorcycle ride was thrilling The road sits 
at the foot of the rolling Akposso 
mountains in the plateau region, Togo's 
greenest and most fertile region, where 
coffee and cocoa are kings. Riding through 
the plateau, I knew what Jack Nicholson, 
Peter Fonda and the gang were feeling as 
they cruised America 

The next day I awoke early and 
continued my journey First, 1 went over 
to the taxi station I wanted to arrive early 
enough to spend time with some friends 
whom I had not Been for a long time. As 
I approached the station, I was swarmed 
by a host of young boys who were called 
"apprentices." All were fighting for my 



shouted at me as they tried to guess my 
destination I looked at the one who 
shouted Kara, and gave him my bags 
Then, I sat and waited. 

The taxi station is an African version of 
a Greyhound bus terminal without walls. 
It is physically less intimidating, but, 
nevertheless, hostile Kind and gentle 
young men— like the apprentices— become 
aggressive beasts The taxi station in 
like all others in Togo, is

unpaved and dusty It is a huge open lot 
where women dress in colorful African 
traditional pagnes and sell their goods. 
They are persistent, because competition 
is stiff. It is not uncommon to have five 
loaves of bread shoved in your face, along 
with handkerchiefs, pills and syrups that 
supposedly cure anything from malaria to 
impotency 

One of my favorite cure-alls was the 
pierre noir (black rock ) that is often sold by 
well-dressed, eloquent men The black rock 
cures everything If one dares question the 
rock's legitimacy, the seller's wrath can be 
dangerous. I know from experience. 

When 1 questioned a merchant about the 
black rock's wonders, he accused me of 
"acting like a white person," the most 
piquant insult that an African can inflict 
upon another person 

1 waited at the station for three hours. 
Finally, I called the apprentice who had 
taken my bag "Quand ett -ce qu'on va 
partirV I asked "Tout de suite," which 
means anything from a three to six hour 
wait, was the response. I knew I was in 
trouble 

The apprentice is a hustler, one of many 
young men who are fleeing village life and 
agriculture work for the quick buck and 
fast life of the city Unfortunately, it is 
more a dream than reality In fact, life in 
the city is callous and impersonal 

Life for an apprentice is not easy. 
Hustling is the only way to make money 
because most apprentices are students, and 
thus not entitled to any pay They have a 
tendency to overcharge for services, since 
they are the only ones that handle luggage 
It is not uncommon for apprentices to 
reserve the comfortable and preferred front 
seats for foreigners, most often whites or 
mid level functionaries, in return for a 
modest gratuity 

Apprentices seldom drive cars Starting 
the ignition is the closest they get to being 
behind the wheel— at least for several 
years. 

I was perspiring profusely in the station 
A woman walked by with a platter of 
cooked Agouti, a bush rat that is a delicacy 
in Togo Agouti is to Togolese what caviar 
is to Westerners A man sitting next to me 
bought a piece. My stomach turned as I saw

the beast's eyes staring at me and its teeth 
bared for attack I sat patiently, and pored 
over a Robertson Davies novel, desperately 
trying to escape the sordid environment 
I closed the book, and went to get 
something to eat. Rice and beans is the 
volunteers' favorite— inexpensive and an 
excellent source of protein It is served in 
a multi colored enamel, Nigerian bowl. I 
ate heartily and washed it down with a 
grand lager, Togo's finest contribution to 
the world. 

I went back to my seat and noticed that 
there were some activities near the Kara 
taxi The apprentice was on top of the 
vehicle tying the luggage After a six hour 
wait, we were on our way 

The apprentice came over to duly remind 
me that he had saved me the front seat. As 
I reached in my pocket to tip him, a soldier 
walked up, going to Kara Much to my 
dismay, I was sent to the back of the 
bachee Actually, to have him along was an 
asset If there were any irregularities, he 
could help the bus pass a myriad of security 
checks. 

The driver got behind the wheel We were 
on our way. About half a mile out of the 
station, we stopped The driver got out and 
went to the police officers to show his 
registration and insurance papers. These 
stops were ubiquitous in Togo During a 
journey, one could be stopped a down 
times If the president is travelling up 
country to his estate in Kara, his home 
region, the trip is even more arduous It 
takes twice as long, due to 
checkpoints 



As we were driving along, somebody 
flagged the taxi down "Langabou 1 ," (his 
destination) he screamed to the driver The 
car was full to capacity when we left the 
station. That did not deter the driver from 
picking him up About 12 miles ahead 
there was another would-be passenger Thr 
driver picked him up too. People 
inch by inch until finally there \ 
seat-to the discomfort of the trainee-for 
the newly arrived passenger The 
apprentice was sitting in a semi upright 
position, knees and shoulders bent, his 
neck elongated like that of a home plate 
umpire 

It was getting progressively hotter in the 
car. The smell of people so close together 
is fetid Even though the driver was driving 
at neckbreak speed, the situation was still 
unbearable. The wind was hot I felt 
et dripping on me "What I 
I thought to myself But it wasn't 
goat urine 
A woman sitting next to me handed me 
hf.r scarf Too little too late 

The driver, like the apprentice, is a 
hustler. Drivers rarely own their cars 
Their pay is as meager as their pupils 
They earn extra money by overloading tht 
cars It's not rare for cars to be loaded to 
twice their capacity 

I arrived in Kara at dusk, not knowing 
what I was going to do Luckily, I ran into 
Sam, a volunteer posted there, and we went 
over to the Chateau, a local restaurant 
popular with volunteers and expatriates 
There, we discussed Togo 
lagers.

According to Anderson, the BOR decides 
how much award money to distribute to 
each school after reviewing proposals 
submitted by the administration Once 
the award money is allocated, 
administrators decide which individuals 
get it.

Then the winners are selected through an 
extensive screening process FSU 
I"Yesident Bernie Sliger does have the 
final say on who gets the teaching awards, 
but Nast has served on the committee for 
two years and he said Sliger has "never 
deviated from the list we submitted."

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PANAMA CITY, Panama-Panamanian 

authorities Monday released a former vice 
presidential candidate and eight others who were 
arrested and detained in a garrison for nearly 24 hours, 
the armed forces said. 

"After being questioned by competent authorities, Dr. 
Ricardo Arias Calderon and other persons have been 
freed," said a statement from the Panama Defense 
Forces, headed by military chief Gen. Manuel Antonio 
Noriega 

Arias Calderon and eight others members of his 
opposition party were arrested Sunday on charges of 
promoting a campaign to starve the government of funds 
and distributing leaflets promoting the opposition's "Not 
One Cent More" campaign aimed at ousting Noriega, 
who has been indicted on drug trafficking charges by two 
federal grand juries in Florida. 

Arias Calderon is president of the Christian 
Democratic Party, Panama's largest political group that 
is allied with the U.S. backed Civil Democratic 
Opposition Alliance. Many foreign observers said ADOC 
won the May 7 elections annulled by the Noriega 
controlled government 

PRAGUE, Czechslovakia-Hundreds of East 
German refugees seeking passage to the West defied 
threats of beatings and intimidation by police Monday 
and sought shelter in the West German Embassy, only 
hours after thousands of their countrymen were 
evacuated to freedom. 

A fresh influx of about 1,000 refugees refilled the 
embassy grounds Monday, many of them playing 
dramatic cat and mouse games with police who tried to 
prevent them from reaching the gates. Some scaled the 
8 foot high iron fence surrounding the compound as 
police clutched at their legs. 

Prague residents acted as Wxikouts and taxi drivers 
helped smuggle some di spi rate East Germans past 
police and into the safety of the embassy, refugees said 
More than 6,000 East Germans who had occupied the 
embassy grounds last week were carried to West 
Germany on "freedom trains" from Prague and Warsaw, 
Poland after communist East Germany agreed suddenly 
Saturday to give them proper exit documents 

HAIFA, Israel— A moderate earthquake shook the 
Mediterranean coast between Tel Aviv and Beirut 
Monday, rocking tall buildings and rattling windows but 
causing no serious damage or injuries. 

The earthquake, measuring 4 2 on the Richter scale, 
was centered off the Lebanese coast between the cities 
of Sidon and Tyre, said Avi Shapira, director of Israel's 
seismological center. 

LONDON. England-A drunken man was lucky to 
escape with barely a scratch after being run over by 
a high speed express train in Southern Kngland, police 
said. 

British Transport Police in Bristol, 1 19 miles west of 
London, said Monday that Terrenee Frampton-Carter 
was taking a short cut across the tracks Friday night 
and either fell or laid down 



William Tee said the 43 year-old man 
apparently was too drunk to know the express Cardiff 
to Portsmouth passed right over him. "It would appear 
the train might have passed over him while he was 
between the rails," Tee said. 

Frampton Carter, who cannot remember the incident, 
was treated for a small cut and a concussion, police said.

Today Tallahassee bids farewell to David Crook, 
sculptor, former Florida State University art teacher, 
director of the 621 Gallery and honorary Mayor of 
Railroad Square. 

Crook is a low key personality, but there is an intensity 
behind his calmness. That intensity shows not only in his 
art, but in his dedication to the realization of Railroad 
Square and the 621 Gallery as open accessible spaces for 
artists and those who appreciate art to gather. 

The entrance to the 621 Gallery, designed and 
constructed by Crook, exemplifies his attitude toward his 
art as necessarily interactive The brick work and planted 
palms warm the industrial structure and invite the 
gallery visitor to come see and linger, both inside and out. 

As we chat outside the gallery on a cool September 
night, visitors, artists and friends filter through the 
twilight, pausing to look at the paintings on display, 
smoke a cigarette, or just chew the fat. Characters with 
names like White Trash and the Manson Brothers drive 
by and wave to the Mayor of Railroad Square. Drawing 
in the patrons is important to Crook. 

"I want to give people a place to be," he explained The 
621 Gallery provides that, as do Crook's sculptures. "All 
my sculptures deal with space or settings for human 
interaction, he said "Sculpture inside and out. On one 
level there is a personal experience of actually being a 
part of the sculpture, and on another level there is a more 
analytical experience which comes from standing back 
and observing someone else interacting with the space." 

Last year's Blue Moon installation-sculpture at 621 gave 
Tallahassee art lovers a chance to walk all over Crook's 
art and they loved it This scale version of the moon's 
surface was constructed of two tons of red clay plus steel, 
burlap, and paint and paper 

Many of Crook's sculptures are designed to be walked 
on and through. One of the most interesting was an 
installation called Blue Riverbed, constructed in St Louis, 
during Crook's tenure at Washington University 

"I stacked three levels of 2x4s in a room , "he said "As 
you walked into the room they were all ordered at 90 
degree angles, stacked, not nailed down Toward the back 
of the room, with the ragged ends of the boards, I made 
a riverbed pattern with foam rubber and water beneath 
the wood So it was really stable when you came in, but 
then when you walked to the end and got down on the 
bottom level, it went squish under your feel " The room 
was lit with blue light, adding to the mood of the 
sculpture. 

When you look at or walk into Crook's sculptures, it is 





your own experience, not the artist's, that you feel and 
retain. "I want people to see something more than my 
personal experience in my art Art shouldn't be only 
psychological, although it is in part," he said "Art isn't 
a way for the artist to work through or express their 
personal problems At some point art I 
rather than representation " 

Sculpture, < 
ideas. 

"Sculpture is the most real art form there is It takes 
place in real time and space It is what it is, not an illusion 
or a representation of something else," he said 

These ideas flow naturally into the type of work for 
which Crook is known His ideas took seed years ago in 
a small central west Georgia textile town where Crook 
"lived to leave " "I decided to be a sculptor when 1 decided 
at 14 to be an artist because sculptors are like jazz 
musicians," he said, "they do everything, they do 
anything Sculpture is the most open-ended art form " 

From the small town he went to Athens, Georgia during 
the heyday of that city 's rise in the counter culture He 
received a BFA in 1983 from the University of Georgia

and completed his MFA in 1985 at Washington University 
in St. Louis. 

It was in Athens that Crook began creating interactive 
art Using large rectangular muslin panels and cotton cord 
from his hometown textile mill, Crook installed his first 
large piece at a closed down baseball bat factory outside 
Athens. 

"The building's been torn down now It's too bad, it was 
a beautiful old place," he said. 

He continued expanding and refining his ideas and skills 
at Washington University and came to Tallahassee in '86 
to accept a position as a Teaching Laboratory Specialist 
in Studio Art at Florida State. He became involved with 
Railroad Square and the 621 Gallery when he rented 
space at the industrial park to create sculpture. 

The renovation of 621, after five years of life under the 
direction of Rick Batten followed by three years of vacancy 
and deterioration, was spearheaded by Crook 

"Nan Boynton, the owner of Railroad Square, always 
wanted it to be a gallery, something she could give back 
to the community," Crook said "But when we came in 
to start work, there were holes in the walls big enough 
to drive cars and trucks through!" Crook's dedication 
shows today in the gallery and as he prepares to leave 
Tallahassee he is concerned about its future 

"I don't know what the future will bring financially for 
621, but I'm sure the new directors will have to show the 
initiative to make all the dreams come true " Local artists. 
Rick Batten and Deborah LaGrasse are taking over when 
Crook leaves. 

As for his own future, Crook is looking forward to 
working full time on his own art. He'll be taking up 
residence in New York City and working to complete an 
ambitious series of models for projects to be completed in 
various landscapes including the Arizona desert His 
interest in things extra terrestrial will continue as well 

"I became interested in the planets when doing The 
Bedroom Scene, a theatrical piece about how information 
and communications play a part in day to day life," he 
said The life size work included a clock used as a chair, 
a blaster used as a desk and a newspaper rug with original 
articles printed on it. 

"To balance the room I used bouncing earth and moon 
balls," Crook said He would like to create an entire 
bouncing solar system, and has the energy to do it. 

Crook claims that when his battered green pickup hits 
New York, "I'm not wasting any time, I'm going to get 
up the first morning and go straight to work in the 
studio." Given a little time, the artist may become the 
Mayor of Queens, but his title as Honorary Mayor of 
Railroad Square will always remain. 
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In Country is a 
film about healing

Of late, the American 
film scene has been inun 
dated with movies about 
the Vietnam War It's as if society had deemed Vietnam 
an open subject after a decade of turning its back on the 
war and its veterans. Platoon and Full Metal Jacket were 
followed by lesser attempts at bringing the war home 
to our somewhat open minds. 

Logically, movies about the effects of the war on its 
victims must follow. In Country is one of the first of these 
on the scene. 

In Country is based on the sophomoric novel of the 
same name by Bobbie Ann Mason. The book is full of 
the clutter of popular culture Hardly a page passes 
without mention of MTV or Coca-Cola or Bruce 
Springsteen. 

Norman Jewison, director of Moonstruck, brought the 
story to the screen, eliminating the clutter and in the 
process making a passably good film. 

But the film still has structural problems.lt stagnates 
in the little town of Hopewell, Kentucky, giving its cast 
little to do 

Bruce Willis plays Emmett. He looks the part of the 
traumatized Viet Nam vet with his grizzled Fu Manchu 
moustache. He avoids all legitimate job opportunities 
and is basically just waiting to die. 

Willis' performance is a surprise. He deftly shows 
Emmett as a man who has been shattered by the war- 
a man who can do little to save himself from recurring 
nightmares of the war and the bruises and rashes that 
appear on his body for no apparent reason. 

Willis also adds one of the best scenes of the movie if 
not of his career. A terrible thunderstorm terrifies 
Emmett to the point of tears During the scene he suffers 
from flashbacks and its apparent that the tears in Willis' 
eyes are real. 

Sam, played by Emily Lloyd, the great young 
from England, is Emmett's niece. She lives in a run 
house with her uncle and takes care of him. 

After finding a box of letters sent to her mother from 
her father, who died in Viet Nam, Sam begins to question 
Emmett and anyone who will listen about her father and 
the war. 

Lloyd's performance is strong, but her English accent 
bleeds through— she can't quite get her mouth around 
the hard consonants of the southern drawl. 

One of the most touching scenes of the film occurs 
between Sam and Tom, one of Emmett's vet buddies, 
played by John Terry The two are in bed together, but 
Tom is stopped by the images he sees in his head He 
can only lay in Sam's arms and weep 

Few scenes in the film are as intimate or as well 
constructed. Jewison was given very little to work with, 
but he took advantage of what he could 

The movie ends when Sam, Emmett and Sam's 
grandmother, played by Peggy Rea, travel to 
Washington, D C They want to find the name of Sam's 
father at the Viet Nam Memorial 

This is the best part of In Country. The Memorial, 
which stirs emotions in the audience, brings out all of 
the pain and suffering and even joy in these three 
characters. Then they can begin to put the scars from 
the war behind them 

This is what the movie is all about— learning to cope 
with the destruction that Viet Nam caused The film is 
a memorial to both those who died in Viet Nam and to 
those who came home 

In Country is not a great film But if you have ever 
wondered what it's like to be in Sam or Emmett's 
situation, then the movie is well worth seeing.

Sylvester Ronald Mitchell missed the 
last two days of work and hadn't called 
in sick, school officials said When he went 
into the administration office of Killearn 
Lakes Elementary School late Tuesday 
morning, the 24 year old custodian told 
officials he was resigning and going to 
visit relatives in Missouri. 

While one witness said he "looked 
calm," Mitchell allegedly told the head 
custodian he was "mad, and i 



going to get hurt." 

And instead of getting in his car and 
leaving school grounds, authorities say 
Mitchell, a school employee since January 
of 1988. drove to the back of the school, 
entered the cafeteria with a rifle at his 
iide, and without saying anything shot a 
co worker in the head as nearly 100 
children and teachers looked on. 

Leon County ShenfTs Department 
undersheriff Larry Campbell said 
Mitchell is accused of killing 35 year old 



Harley J. Colvin, a father of three, who 
had been working at Killearn Lakes 
Elementary since last year It is the first 
time in the history of Leon County that 
there has been a murder on school 
grounds 

Campbell said Tuesday that while there 
had been some speculation that Colvin 
and Mitchell had some earlier altercation 
that had cost Mitchell his job, a motive for 
the crime remains unclear

control there would have been a lot of dead people." 

According to students who were involved in the 
accident, the van was totaled.

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FSU Panama branch 
reports all are safe 
despite coup attempts

While journaligta and experts were attempting to make 
sense of Tuesday's failed military coup against General 
Manuel Noriega in Panama, the director of Florida State 
University's college programs was keeping abreast of the 
situation through contact with officials at FSU's Panama 
campus. 

Although classes were cancelled at the FSU school, 
students, teachers and staff were all safe, according to 
Robert Coyne, director of the FSU program. 

United Press International reported late Tuesday that 
loyalist troops crushed the rebellion against Noriega 
headed by mid-level military officers The officers 
temporarily took over military headquarters and 
demanded the resignation of Noriega. The attempted 
coup, which began with heavy gunfire about 8 a.m. 
Tuesday morning was quelled by 1 p.m. 

The wire service also reported that Noriega appeared 
on national television early Tuesday evening to 
announce that his troops were still in power and to accuse 
the U.S. of masterminding the attempt. 

"For weeks we had received this information that now 
(Americans) were going to penetrate, trying to confuse 
medium-level officers," said Noriega, surrounded by 20 
military officers and government officials. He said 
loyalist forces now controlled the country, adding, "We 
will maintain this order " 

In Washington, a State Department spokesman 
confirmed the coup attempt apparently had failed and 
that the U.S. government was "now looking at 
consequences, trying to sort through the evidence." The 
White House emphatically denied U.S. involvement in 
the attempt to oust Noriega 

Coyne said FSU's Panama branch probably wouldn't 
be affected severely by the failed coup because of the 
school's "unique situation." 

According to Coyne, the FSU Panama Branch is 
located on a U S. military installation where no violence 
took place during the fighting. 

Classes were cancelled, however, Tuesday evening for 
the approximate 800 students who attend the school 
Coyne said classes have only been cancelled twice before 
in 32 years. 

The decision to close the school for the evening resulted 
from concern for those students who would have to 
commute through potentially dangerous parts of Panama 
City to get to the base 

A dawn-to-dusk curfew imposed after the clash by 
Noriega also accounted for the school's closing. 

"I did talk with one of our faculty members in 
Panama," Coyne said. "In his opinion, things will 
stabilize in a few days That Panama would erupt into 
a civil war is unthinkable." 

The culture of the Panamanian people would not be 
favorable toward such a war, said Coyne, because 
Panamanians are not generally violent and don't glorify 
conflict. 

Students and faculty at FSU in Panama are now 
mostly residents of the area-either Panamanians or 
employees of the U.S. Department of Defense— but a few 
years ago, professors from the Tallahassee campus filled 
positions there on a rotating basis 

Frederic Faust, a criminology professor, taught in 
Panama for four months in 1981, and he said he tries 
to keep up with events in that country. 

Faust, who serves on a committee for international 
concerns with Coyne and other FSU faculty, said the 
committee discussed the state of affairs in Panama at 
iU last meeting. 

Because of instability in the area, professors from 
Tallahassee are not currently being rotated to Panama, 
according to Faust. 

"Dr Coyne said it wasn't stable enough to send anyone 
down for the fall," Faust said. "The last word I had, 
things were pretty unstable down there,"

National Organization for Women President Molly Yard 
warned Tuesday that teenagers will suffer the most if 
further restrictions are passed during the Florida 
Legislature's upcoming special session on abortion 

Yard, who made Tallahassee one of the stops in a tour 
of several states considering new abortion legislation- 
calling her tour the "Freedom Caravan for Women's 
Lives "-said that teenagers are particularly at risk if 
abortion rights are limited because they do not have access 
to information about birth control. 

"Nobody has talked to them labout contraception i, and 
we do have teenage pregnancy rampant in this country." 
Yard told the more than 200 people who attended the 
gathering at City Hall "Kids don't know about birth 
control techniques. That such ignorance is out there is 
appalling ." 

According to Yard, Florida has the sixth highest rate 
of teenage pregnancy in the United States The figure is 
particularly alarming, she said, because a teenage girl is 
more likely to die in childbirth than an older woman, and 
even if she carries the pregnancy to term her child is more 
likely to die in infancy than a child bom to a woman over 



20 years of age. 

Of those surviving, very few will advance in their 
education, with only about nine in 46 children born to 
teenage mothers every day in Florida graduating from 
high school. Yard said. "I think it's not only a crime, I 
think its an obscene way to treat kids." 

The NOW president blasted lawmakers for adopting the 
parental consent law which is now being reviewed by the 
Florida Supreme Court 

Citing statistics that indicate that more than half of all 
teenagers seeking abortions already go to abortion clinics 
with one or both parents. Yard challenged legislators to 
think about "who we are protecting." 

Teenagers who do not consult their parents do so for lack 
of communication in the family or because they are afraid 
of abuse, she explained 

"I suggest to you that in some cases we are protecting 
the abasive parent." Yard offered. 

NOW National Vice President Patricia Ireland said the 
abortion issue has mobilized people who have not 
previously been active in the pro choice movement More 
young women and men are now taking an active role in 
NOW. leading to a dramatic increase in the group's 



membership, she said 

Ireland asked audience members to raise their hands 
if the program was the first pro-choice event they had 
attended; nearly half of the audience did so. The response 
in other states, she said, has been the same. 

The surge of public support for abortion has caused 
politicians to reconsider their stand on the issue, Ireland 
said 

"All across the board they are down playing and soft 
pedalling their previous anti abortion positions," she said 
"I will tell you that Governor Martinez is not immune 
to this shift." 

Ireland encouraged the audience to push for the 
legalization of RU 486, the abortifacent commonly 
referred to as the "French pill," which has been used by 
12,000 women in France 

The drug is also thought to be effective in the treatment 
of glaucoma, breast cancer, and in reducing the size of 
certain brain tumors. 

Approval of the drug, she said, would force a redefinition 
of the abortion debate 

"(RU486) is less risky, it is a more empowering 
procedure," she said "It will revolutionize this process " 



Abortion debaters at FSU haggle over definitions

The students at Florida State Univei 
face "the most important moral issue since 
slavery" in dealing with the issue of 
abortion, according to Rosemary Bottch- 1 
vice president of the national pro-life group 
"Feminists for Life " 

"It's going to be up to you, the young 
people, to decide about the issue," Bottcher 
told a group of about 70 who attended a 
debate on abortion as part of the American 
Studies Guest Lecture Series. 

The debate, a week before a special 
session of the Florida Legislature to 
consider changes in the state's abortion 
laws, pitted Florida Flambeau General 
Manager Rick Johnson, arguing for pro

"The first chore is to define human 
being,'" said Bottcher, who began the 
debate by citing the Oxford dictionary

in determining what is human. 

"If you find something on the beach, you 
don't go to a lawyer and ask him what it 
is, you don't go to a preacher You ask a 
scientist, "she explained. 

She claimed that life begins at 
conception, and she showed portions of a 
film which depicted human development 
from conception to the twentieth week of 
pregnancv 

"Nobody really believes that . fetus is a 
person." responded Rick Johnson, who is 
also a third-year student at the FSU 
College of Law "It is a rhetorical 
hyperbola." 

"In different religions we have different 
notions about when life begins.'said 
Johnson "It is not a scientific question " 
Abortion, according to Bottcher, is not an 
acceptable way to deal with unwanted 
pregnancies. 

"I think there are other ways to solve the 
problem/ she said "It is impermissible to 
kill human beings except th the gravest of 



Johnson argued that pro life advocates 
accept abortion in certain cases-'the big 
four are rape, incest, the life of the mother, 
and my daughter." 

He also said abortions will continue— at 
the price of a woman's safety -even if they 
are outlawed 

"Illegality will not reduce the number of 
abortions being performed," said Johnson 
"It can only make abortion deadly, 
unsanitary, and dangerous." 

Bottcher disagreed "I believe most 
women will obey the law," she said "The 
fact that abortion is legal means to many 
people that it is also acceptable " 

She also said the safety of abortions has 
increased only marginally since the U.S. 
Supreme Court's Rue | Wade decision 
which gave women the legal right to 
abortion Citing statistics that place the 
number of deaths in 1972 at 38 women and 
the number of deaths in 1973 at 20. she 
argued that deaths from complications 
during abortions have steadily decreased 
since World War II because of the invention 
and widespread use of antibiotics which 



prevent intection, tne main cause of death 
in abortion cases 

Student reactions, in an open 
and answer section after the debate. 



"I disagree with you that the fetus is not 
a person,"' argued junior Becky Moninger, 
referring to Johnson's comment, "The fetus 
is a person " Lisa Rosen, a sophomon 
majoring in English, had a different 
opinion 

'It's definitely not a thinking, viable 
being until it's out," she said "I 
don't think it's anything until it's born." 

BoiM students said that unwanted 
children became abused children, and that 
abortions prevented these children from 
suffering 

Bottcher said the arguments were 
illogical "The proposed solution to child 
abuse is to kill the child before it is born- 
she observed 

Johnson said the issue boiled down to one 
of the rights of the individual. 

"We are all inescapably pro^hoice," he 
•aid "The question is pro individual choice 
versus pro^government i

Making sense 

There's still much to be learned about 
the brain and how it perceives 
information. Mike Meredith, professor of 
biology at Florida State University, it 
discovering that there's still much to be 
learned about how information is received 
in the first place. 

We take for granted that we have five 
senses-taste, smell, touch, sight and 
sound-but there may be even more 
senses that we're not aware of. 

"All vertebrates have this nerve that's 
of a totally unknown nature," Meredith 
said. "It's mostly imbedded into the 
olfactory (or sense of smell) nerve and 
originates from the most anterior part of 
the primitive part of the brain " 

The nerve, s.mply called nervus 
terminalus, seems to be related to the 
senses of taste and smell, but is an 
independent system that has developed 
certain tasks of its own, Meredith said. It 
might be chemically sensitive to stimulus 
that the olfactory nerve is not tuned to, 
or have a hormonal function, or may 
control dilation of blood vessels in its 
proximity 

Meredith said these aspects have been 
discovered with varying degrees of 
emphasis on it* attributes in many 
different animals. In goldfish, if the nerve 
is severed, their mating behavior is 
disrupted because they rely on chemical 
communication that the nerve is 
apparently sensitive to. 

"Humans may have use of all its

functions, but it's not emphasized so we're 
not aware of it," Meredith said. "Nobody's 
been able to determine for sure what it 
does." 

Name that vibration 

John Albright, professor of physics at 
FSU, said there's a lot of science that goes 
into musical instruments so they can 
make music— not noise. 

A string stretched between two points 
and plucked doesn't make much of a 
sound, Albright said That's because a 
string doesn't have much surface area 
contact with the air and doesn't have a 
large air moving capacity-thus not much 
sound. 

In order to improve the volume and 
quality of the sound, Albright said a 
string needs to be in contact with a large 
surface to pass on its vibrations to. 

"Suppose you have a fire that's failing 
and you want to get it going," Albright 
said. "You wouldn't try fanning it with 
a straw-you'd use a big piece of stiff 
cardboard." 

Most stringed instruments have bridges 
where the strings are attached to the 
body Albright said the bridge transfers 
the vibrational evergy of the string to the 
body causing it to resonate and push the 
surrounding air back and forth The 
movement of the air is what we perceive 
as sound 

Albright said that's why instruments 
like guitars and violins have broad bodies

Mitchell then walked out the back door 
of cafeteria and squeezed out two rounds 
toward the playground where about 50 
schoolchildren were, Campbell said None 
were wounded 

The sheriffs office got the call about a 
shooting at the school at 11:38 a m. 
Twelve minutes later, Mitchell was 
apprehended by sheriffs deputies at a 
roadblock within 200 feet of another 
school five miles i 
Campbell said 

"They didn't know 
headed," Campbell said "But in a 
abundance of caution they decided to stop 
him before he got near the school." 

Campbell said that at first Mitchell 
came up with his rifle, but dropped it after 
two deputies each shot one round into the 
hood and frame of the car. Even though 
Mitchell surrendered to deputies, he 
wrestled with them and suffered a cut to 
the chin when his head hit the pavement 

Deputies found two rifles inside the car 
M.tchell had rented, including one 
weapon deputies found out he had

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Anti-tax committee files 
lawsuit against election

A political action committee that 
opposed the Sept. 19 Leon County sales 
tax referendum has filed a lawsuit in the 
2nd Circuit Court asking that the 
referendum results be thrown out. 

The People Against Tax Revenue 
Mismanagement and members affiliated 
with the group filed the suit Monday 
afternoon. They allege that local 
governments committed fraud in order to 
help pass the extra one-cent sales tax. 

"We believe the integrity of the election 
in K ess was compromised," said the 
group's chairman, Danny McUaniel "The 
issue is the fairness of the election." 

The sales tax referendum was passed by 
a 61 percent majority of the nearly 24,000 
people who voted Beginning Dec. 1, the 
sales tax in Leon County goes up from six 
cents on the dollar to seven cents. The 
$267 million generated over the 15 years 
of the tax will be used to build roads and 
a new jail. 

The suit filed by the anti-tax group, 
whose leaders are members of the Leon 
County Republican Executive Committee, 
says that the city and county waged an 
illegal advocacy campaign, that the ballot 
language was misleading, and that 
county employees worked illegally on the 
campaign 

The suit also charges that the Count il 
for Tallahassee's Future, a development 
and real estate group that helped the 
campaign, should follow political action 
committee laws. The suit also alleges city 
and county officials broke the Sunshine 
Law. 

"The two things that bother me the 
most were the ballot wording and the UM 



of public funds and public employees to 
campaign for the tax," McDaniel said. "In 
short, it's pretty disgraceful how the City 
and County have conducted themselves." 

The suit is not filed against either 
Tallahassee City Commissioners or Leon 
County Commissioners. Instead it names 
the Leon County Canvassing Board, the 
official entity that certifies elections 

The canvassing board is composed of the 
county commission chair, the Leon 
County Supervisor of Elections, and a 
judge 

On Tuesday County Commission Chair 
Gayle Nelson refused to comment on the 
suit "Once a suit has been filed, I only 
speak through an attorney," she said 

County attorneys had only gotten the 
suit on Tuesday afternoon and could not 
comment However, when queried before 
the September election about the ballot 
wording. County Attorney Ben Wilkinson 
said, "I'm secure enough to take the ballot 
language all the way to the Supreme 
Court." 

Leon County Supervisor of Elections Ion 
Sancho said the suit contained "serious 
charges" that could only be resolved by 
a judge. 

"I think they have some legitimate 
concerns, but they have to prove fraud 
They have to prove that there was this 
illegal intent," Sancho said. 

Sancho also said since the group alleges 
a conflict of interest on behalf of the 
county attorneys that he will ask the 
canvassing board members to seek 
independent counsel. He also said he 
would "look into" the charge that the 
Council of Tallahassee s Future should be 
I as a PAC 



Pro-choicers plan speak out

Lynn Paltrow, a lawyer for the national 
American Civil Liberties Union 
Reproductive Rights division in New 
York, will be one of four guest speakers 
who will talk at a pro-choice "speak out" 
Wednesday at the Florida State 
University Ballroom, said Alex Jaeger, 
associate director of the Center for 
Participant Education 

Jaeger, who helped put together the 
event, said it was organized in 
anticipation of the October 10 special 
■anion of the Florida Legislature called 
by Gov Bob Martinez to impose further 
restrictions on abortion following the 
Webster V. Reproductive Health Services 
case 

"It's kind of like a rally to get people 
excited, mad. thinking about (the issue), 
Jaeger said. 

Melanie Simmons, director of CPE, said 
the speak out would have a panel format 
'it will involve abortion as it connects 
with other issues," she said 

Jaeger said the speak out would involve 
many different facets of the abortion

Paltrow, who is one of two nationally 
recognized feminist leaaers who will be 



speaking at the rally, has a background 
in constitutional law, and is a widely 
published lawyer on women's civil rights 

Paltrow said she will speak about the 
threats to reproductive freedom in Florida 
and the United States. 

"I'm going to discuss not only the costs 
of new restrictions, but how attacks on 
reproductive rights hurt women and 
children, why students need to be 
outspoken, and what the special session 
might do " 

Paltrow said she sees a need for a new 
generation of political activists who are 
not afraid to speak up for the rights of 
women, poor people, and children 

"There is an abysmal lack of choices for 
women in Florida, whether or not to have 
a child I want to emphasize the 
importance of students taking an active 
roll and demanding what they need to 
ensure healthy reproductive lives." 

Also speaking will be Loretta Ross, the 
national self-help program director of the 
National Black Women's Health Project, 
and two local speakers, Linda Grey and 
Brenda Joyner, co directors of the 
Feminist Women's Health Center. 

The Pro-Choice speak-out is a free 
event sponsored by the Center for 
Participant Education and FSU 
Students for Reproductive Rights.

Dan ton's Death 
explores opposites

Virtue and vice, love and marriage, and morality and 
politics are each mutually contradictory yet, 
complementary concepts. These couplings are also the 
major themes of George Buchner s Danton's Death 
Originally written in 1835, the play was adapted and 
translated by Florida Sate s own John Franceschina, who 
also co-directed the adaptation with Tom Palmer and 
helped Joseph Hayden, W.A Mozart and Hector Berlioz 
with the music. 

The scene is revolutionary France during the infamous, 
bloody, Reign of Terror The moderate political body, the 
Girondists, has been ousted by the radicals, the Jacobins, 
who prodded, pried and pummelled their way into power, 
like most politicians. The plot unfolds to reveal the 
events surrounding the demise of a leader of the 
Jacobins, George Danton, a self-styled hero of the 
Revolution. 

The sustaining elements in the interminable first act 
are the set and the music simultaneously, the blocking 
of the actors, the acting of select members of the mob, 
and Kim Pereira's superb portrayal of Robespierre Also 
of note is the character Lucille, played by Angela D. 
Owens, whose singing voice rivals the grand all 
pervasive rendition of "Le Marseille" which rings 
throughout the events in the ears of the actors and 
audience— often entirely too loud To hear Owens' voice 
is to know that life offers many pleasures to the 
sensualist; she enhances her acting, as well as the first 
act, with a brief musical phrase 

Upon entering the theatre the audience is treated to 
a minimal, open curtain setting decorated with slide 
projected imagery Two white flats on each side of the 
stage are placed at angles which draw the eye to the 
center, larger backdrop, also painted white. Five minutes 
before the performance begins, the slides are changed 
twice to show the sequence of events leading up to the 
time of the play The selection of the slides, a 
combination of sculpture and period engravings, are 
as deftly handled as they are appropriate to the scenes 
depicted When the lights come down on the house, the 
images on the flats changed to "paint'' the flats as the 
walls of a fashionable eighteenth century apartment 
Christopher T Lau, et al deserve Kudos extraord mare 
for this engaging, innovative set; it's surreal and 
effective. 

During the first act, the most interesting aspect of the 
central character's acting is the movement of the actors 
Often the actor addresses the audience directly, in an 
aside, which serves to further include the house in the 
play As a result, an age old technique is given new life 
by the skilled direction of Franceschina/Palmer 

The acting is not as adept as the set and direction 
Jeffrey Beyer's performance as Danton is sincere, albeit 
uneven, wooden and whining Although Danton comes

across as a sardonic libertine, which explains part of the 
interpretation of the character, he does not inspire hatred 
or disgust, merely indifference. This sense of apathy may 
also be due to the fact that the adaptation of the firBt 
act drags, slowing the plot down to the speed of an 
annoying dripping faucet The colloquial diction so 
characteristic of Danton's dialogue makes him appear 
to be a solipsistic adolescent, not a savvy, tainted rogue 
Danton's foils. Camille (Darren Bagertiand Herault 
(Bradford C Crews), offer fairly respectable 
performances except that you can't hear them The 
problem of projection is not exclusively limited to Bagert 
and Crews; Matthew J F Cloutier, whose dual 
performance as the first citizen and St Just also suffers 
considerably because he simply does not "speak from the 
diaphragm " The intent of each of these actors is 
apparent; they concentrate, work hard and yell when 
need be Fortunately, the act is salvaged by the mob 
scenes, and ultimately, singlehandedly by Kim Pereira 
as Robespierre. 
The moment Robespierre walks on stage the play 
his Pereira's portrayal is commanding, 
I in elegance The control Pereira

This is part I of a three part series about Cuba. 
• • • 

Cuba is an island caressed by the warm waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico, the Caribbean and Atlantic Oceans, 
soaked in tropical rain from April to August, steamed 
by an average 95<* humidity, and scorched by a sun 
which teaches people to move slowly-in the shade. And 
it's only 90 miles off the coast of the Conch Republic 

When 1 arrived in Cuba in June this year I came from 
the Yucatan peninsula, Mexico and was floating with 
the champagne served in flight. Fortunately the Cuban 
reputation for scrutinizing luggage and conducting body 
searches proved wrong; they didn't search us down to 
our knickers nor did they look into our pockets or 
luggage— they hardly even checked our passports! 

Instead, with my friend as freight on my airport dolley 
I tried to run down every German I could find by the 
baggage conveyor— there were so many. During this rush 
we finally ran into our supposed-to-be-the guide for the 
week during our stay in Havana. 

Yes, indeed, we brought ourselves a guided tour. 
Coming from Mexico that was the only way to get a visa. 
So after a fight with our principles on the proper way 
to approach a country. "So, none of these wretched 
travel agencies are going to sell us just the round trip 
air fare." I said. 

"Well, we could always go with the package which will 
include airfare, accomodations and food for eight days," 
said my friend. 

"Never ever! We are travellers, not tourists! Where is 
your spirit of adventure 9 " I asked. "One week in a 
government hotel in Havana, heh' > No way Jose." 

Well, in the end we decided to go anyway-we even 
slept in our hotel room a few times and munched our way 
through the 
tours.

Our first 48 hours were spent exploring and 
photographing Havana, which has been Cuba's capital 
since 1538. 

The Old Town is M, crumbling old and tells many tales: 

• about the conquistadores, whose conquests are 
mainly on the dark side since the Spaniards managed 
to abolish almost the entire Indian population while 
introducing slaves from Africa to the New World 

• about colonial times when trade was flourishing, the 
palace was ruling and Havana's nightlife was world 




• about La Revolucion which now boasts the faces of 
"Che" Guevera and Cuba's national hero Jose Marti 

"What do you think," I asked my friend at we 
examined one of the houses that lined the street, "Is this 
a 300 year old house capable of accomodating 100 people 
or is it 100 years old with 300 people trying to live in 
it?" It was wild to see how many families have been 
squeezed into these houses Not only did the apartments 
get divided vertically, we even saw, through the high 
windows, rooms cut in half horizontally What used to 
fit one Spaniard now seems to be large enough for four 
Cuban families including grandparents and cousins 

UNESCO declared Old Havana a world heritage sit* 
in 1986, which means many historical buildings and 
plazas will be restored; hopefully every other living 
quarter of the grand colonial houses will get some 
attention as well 

These restoration projects are very much needed; it is 
easy to see that Old Havana has a sewage problem which 
makes its port one of the most polluted harbors in the 
world Aside from that, the boardwalk stretches for 
miles, inviting you to stroll even further 

The Old Town is easy to explore by foot-the most 
interesting way to get around-although the bus system 
is excellent too Fortunately there are only a few private 
cars roaming the narrow streets for they would just add 
to the problem of a city too old to accomodate modern 
traffic. 

My friend and I were delighted by a street scene 
dominated by 50 's Chews and Pontiacs reflecting a time 
long passed, yet somehow kept alive 

"The new Soviet spare parts seem to fit the old 
American cars, with the help of a Hungarian 
hammer," we were told by the proud lifetime owner of 
a fantasy shaped Pontiac Another standard form of 
transportation is Russian motorbikes-many with 
antiquated sidecars-and bicycles modestly priced for 
around 37 U.S. dollars, one size fits all. 

The Cubans we met were as curious about us as we 
were about them The conversations throughout our trip 
were always inspiring, as most Cubans are welleducated 
and interested in just about any place you can name and 
informed about what's going on in the world Compared 
to the small talk carried on the States, this was a real 
treat Besides, Cubans have to study English for at least 
six years, while American's don't even require a second 
language 

With these first impressions, we left Havana to explore

Supreme Court deals blow 
to upcoming special session

(iov Bob Martinez refused Thursday to call 
off the upcoming special session on abortion 
despite a Florida Supreme Court ruling that 
upheld the right of minors to obtain an 
abortion without parental consent 

Top legislators said the decision in the case 
of a 15-year old teenager known only as T W 
would make it virtually impossible to pass 
further restrictions on abortion during the Oct 
10 13 session But Martinez refused to budge, 
promising instead to do everything possible to 
ensure that the parental consent law comes 
back" 

"The decision in no way impedes the 
program that we have put before the 
Legislature." the governor told reporters 
several hours after the ruling was announced 



"I w ill work with legislators and others to see 
what can be done to rectify the problem." 

House Health and Rehabilitative Services 
Committee Chairman Steve Press (DDelray 
Beach) said the decision would prevent 
legislators from enacting many of the 
restrictions proposed by Martinez. 

"The court makes it clear that the Florida 
Constitution's right to privacy (clause* extends 
to abortion," he said. "If (the governor) wants 
to continue to take the position against 
abortion this is going to greatly restrict his 
intentions " 

Michelle McLawhorn. a spokesperson for 
Senate President Bob Crawford <D Winter 
Haven), said that an already unsettled issue 
has become further clouded by the court's 
ruling 



"fCrawfordi said this morning that he thinks the 
should consider postponing the session until the implications of 
the ruling are understood," she said. "The big problem is that 
it is not clear what they could pass that would be constitutional ." 

Declaring that there were "few more personal or private deci 
sions" that a person has to make, the seven justices unanimous 
ly concluded that the privacy provision adopted by voters in 1980 
covers a woman's right to terminate an unwanted pregnancy up 
until the time when the fetus can survive outside the womb 

The court also ruled on a four to three vote that the right to 
privacy should be extended to minors. In the 18 page opinion the 
justices said that Florida statutes currently allow minors to i

The Action- 
party dominated Florida State University student senate 
chose not to override a veto of the agency bill by Student 
Body President and Seminole Party founder Sean

"Fortunately for the students the timing was right tor 
the senate to step in and make an expression in favor 
of a multicultural component," said outgoing Senate 
President and Action Party member George Fernandez 
said. "This is one of the 52 out of 60 projects from our 
platform that we accomplished." 

The faculty senate will be addressing the issue Oct. 1 1 

Fernandez praised the efforts of the past year's student 
senate, which had passed 131 bills. 

"We are the first student senate I've seen in a while 
that accomplished as much as we did," Fernandez said 

FSU officials were also hand for the meeting Senators 
gave a standing ovation to Jo Messer, assistant to the 
vice president for student affairs, who oversees student 
government. 

"I think our strong working relationship with her has 
played a large part in our success as a legislative body 
this year," Fernandez said.

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Governor stumps at FAMU student gathering

Florida Gov Bob Martinez was hard on the campaign 
trail at Florida A&M University Thursday. 

That's probably how it sounded to 600 FAMU business 
students, anyway, who showed up in their coats and ties 
to hear Martinez, invited to speak at the school's forum 
day, extoll the virtues of Florida during the past three 
years under his Republican leadership. 

Some sat straight in their seats straining to catch every 
word Others fell asleep Some questioned why Martinez 
was there. 

"I have mixed opinions on the governor,'' said 20-year 
old Jarrod McSayles. "I heard the only reason he was 
coming here is because re-election time is coming up. This 



is going to give me a chance to gel a better understanding 
on his political views." 

William Cobb, professional development professor at 
FAMU, said all schools in the university have forum days. 
Schools invite guest speakers who usually tour the campus 
and have individual talks with students. Martinez, 
though, broke the tradition of the foium and left after 
speaking to the students for an hour and a half.

The governor used his time on the podium to tell the 
predominantly black audience that he understands the 



plight of minorities. 

"I'm glad to be here with some of Florida's 
promising students," Martinez said. "We sh 
in common with a minority background." 

Martinez recalled stories of his life in Tampa-his days 
as a school teacher, restaurant owner and mayor-in an 
attempt to inspire the students. 

"I had been a former Democrat and there were those 
that said I couldn't make it on the Republican ticket 
because I was not a true blue blood," Martinez said 

He urged the students: "Know obstacles are there only 
to go over, not to stop you." 

When Martinez finished his speech, he said, 1 hope vour 
careers are full and you find your way in the Florida sun."

It s been a real boost to our ability to help the low 
uu c.me home owner," Housing Foundation Executive 
Director Steve Sharp said. 

According to Sharp, approximately 150 people will be 
working on 12 houses during this year's Octoberfix Those 
who are not actually doing repairs will be busy fixing 



lunches and preparing a "job well done" picnic for all to 
enjoy at the end of the day. 

Nettie Jo Poggie, a Leon County resident whose house 
was repaired last year, heaped laurels on the program 

"They had a good crew here, and did a real good job 
I was very happy," Poggie said.

KacklefT said the Friends of Lloyd will 
appeal the planning commission's 
decision to the Jefferson County 
Commission. 

The planning commission's decision 
came after a presentation by Colonial, and

The Friends of Lloyd said a last minute 
change to the application to add threi- 
smaller additive tanks to the tank farm 
required the application to be 
resubmitted Opponents also asked 
planning commissioners to wait because 
of a pending lawsuit that alleges 
commissioners made decisions that 
violated Florida's government in the 



sunshine law. 

Planning commissioners did add some 
amendments to the zoning change. They 
required Texaco, and part owners of the 
tank farm, Citgo and Amoco, responsible 
for any damages that may occur because 
of the tank farm in the future. Planning 
commissioners also voted to hire an 
inspector for the facility who would be 
paid by Texaco but chosen by the 
commission. 

Rut an amendment to send a binding 
letter to Department of Community 
Affairs to designate the tank 
farm/pipeline a Development of Regional 
Impact was denied by a 7-2 vote. 

"It has a lot of amendments that we 
didn't expect, but hopefully everything 
there we can deal with We're happy," 
said Jim Shamus, President of Texaco 
Trading and Transportation Inc. the 
company that will run the tank farm

decisions about adopting children and 
about medical procedures related to 
carrying a pregnancy to term. They 
reasoned that it would be "selective" to 
require parental consent for an abortion 
and not require it in other instances 

Justices granted that the state has an 
interest in protecting minors and familial 
bonds, but determined that those interests 
were not compelling" enough to

They further suggested that even after 
viability the state's interest must be 
"important" to prevent a woman from 
having an abortion 

For the first time since the T W 
went to trial the court released 
reasons why the girl sought an abortion 
The opinion revealed that T W worked to 
help support her family and that she 
feared a pregnancy would interrupt her 



could do about it In my legal opinion any 
legislation that requires viability testing 
at 20 weeks would be unconstitutional " 
Ken Connor, president of Florida Right 
to Life, characterized the ruling as "a 
defeat for unborn children" and predicted 
that voters would not tolerate the court's 



ill. "It would kill her," she told the court 
American Civil Liberties Union 
Legislative Counsel Charlene Carres 
called the ruling a "very important 
victory for the pro-choice movement." 

Carres said the Florida case has set a 
precedent that other states may follow to 
preserve abortion rights She also added 
that any further restrictions on abortion 
would go beyond the parameters 
established by the court. 

"We already do regulate (abortion) to 
the full extent possible after viability, 
"I don't know what more we 



a case for regulation of abortion clinics 
since teenagers will now be able to obtain 
abortions 

"If the court won't protect them and the 
parents can't protect them, 1 would hope 
the Legislature does protect them," he 
said "I think the Supreme Court is 
spinning the family in Florida on its 
head." 

Connor also disputed the court's 
position that viability does not occur until 
after the second trimester, proposing that 
21, 22 or 23 week fetus is capable of 

living outside the womb 
Florida State University students Alex 
Jaeger and Melanie Simmons blasted 
Martinez for obstinately refusing to 
postpone or cancel the session 

"That he would be willing to waste so 
much money when people in this country 
are hungry and homeless is a travesty in 
this state and an injustice," Jaeger said 
Simmons said "He should admit defeat 
on this subject and really show concern 
for women and children that are (already) 
alive" 

According to Simmons, a pro-rhoict- 
student group will celebrate the decision 
and issuing a call for Martinez to be 
removed from office The group has 
already collected more than 1,000 
signatures on the FSU campus, according 
to group member Eric Highum

Innovative guitarist Klugh 
sets trends for 90's jazz

A couch potato? It can't be 

How could a man who has played with 
musical legends George Benson, Chick 
Carta and Bobby James claim to be a couch 
potato? 

But Earl Klugh. who'll be playing at the 
Moon Sunday night with his 7-piece back 
, said he is just that 



"I stay home a lot and watch cable TV," 
the jazz guitarist said "I also go to the 
movies a great deal." 

Well, it's understandable that a man who 
tours the country almost every year, has 
produced over 20 recordings in the last 
12, and has been nominated for seven 
Grammy awards, likes to relax when he 
finally gets to his country home in Detroit, 



And I'm sure it isn't all couch hanging 
and TV-watching. Klugh mentioned that 
he spends a great amount of time playing 
music at home. 

"I enjoy playing with small groups and 
large bands — especially orchestras," said 
Klugh, who once played with a band called 
The Trio "But I like pjaying the guitar at 
home by myself the best. 

"It really amuses you for hours," he said. 
"As long as I'm healthy and have two 
hands, I know I have a friend for life. It can 
also be a love-hate relationship — and 
frustrating." 

It doesn't take anything special to net 
Klugh frustrated. 

1 get sn a bad mood over the same things 
as anybody else," he said. "But I have to 
be in a halfway decent mood to play I play 
better when I'm happy ." 

Klugh, whose just came out with a solo 
guitar album on the Warner Bros, label, 
can't exactly put his finger on what inspires 
him, he said he has been influenced by 
artists including guitarist Lenny Breau, 
pianist Bill Evans, songwriters Michelle La 
Grant and Burt Bacharach Out of all his 
influences, however, Chet Atkins left the 
biggest impression 

After hearing Atkins, who plays both 
melody and chords on the guitar 
simultaneously, Klugh began to practice a 
range of fingerpicking methods and 
developed his own special style His unique 
sound is said to have set a whole new 
direction for jazz in the 90 s. 

By age 15, Klugh was teaching guitar 
in a Detroit music store. Three decades 
later he speculates on new guitar trends 

a lot 



of different techiques," he said. "In years 
past many people used to just stick to their 
own styles People who used a pick wouldn't 
necessarily fingerpick and jazz guitarists 
wouldn't necessarily play classical. Now 
even rock 'n' roll guys are learning a 
variety I think that helps the level of 
proficiency This seems to be the way of the 
future." 

The jazz star enjoys all kinds of music- 
he even goes to the symphony— but he 
listens to the sounds he grew up with like 
the Rolling Stones New music just doesn't 
do anything for him even though he enjoys 
the high energy of some new bands. 

1 didn't like the Fine Young Cannibals 
recordings, but they were great live," he 
said "They have a fresh approach." 

Out of the countless projects he has been 
involved in, including a collaboration with 
pianist/composer Bob James which 
garnered a Grammy in '80, Klugh 
particularly enjoyed working on the albums 
Ftngerpainting, Heartstring and Crazy For 
You 

But his '88 release Collaboration, with 
Benson, is said to have set the stage for an 
even wider acceptance of his innovative 



Klugh plans to keep on doing more of the 
same — entertaining himself by recording 
albums and touring once a year. Although 
this tour ends in October, Klugh might go 
play in Europe First, however, he'll 
probably go hangout in Michigan and just 
be — a couch potato.

Art exhibit focuses on African- American imagery

"We are caught in an 
network of mutuality, tied in a single 
garment of destiny Whatever affects one 
directly, affects all indirectly " Thus 
wrote the late Dr Martin Luther King, 
Jr in a letter from a Birmingham jail 
The words of this "teacher of peace'' spoke 
to the world and on a less global scale, to 
four teachers who brought their art to 
RailroaJ Square's 621 Gallery this week. 

Martin Payton, Kenneth Falana, and 
Yvonne and Curtis Tucker all share 
King's credo; they all desire to express 
their feelings to others, and at the same 
time, to tell something about the place 
from which those feelings come 

Martin Payton'a sculpture centers 
mainly around music, particularly jazz 
Payton, who is originally from New 
Orleans-one of the great jazz centers in 
America-decided to put "music into his 
visual art" to give praise to jazz greats 
Duke Ellington and Count Basie To 
Payton, they are "the real heroes" of 
African culture in the States, for they 
were able to combine African musical 
elements such as intervals, patterns and 
rhythms with European technology the 
brass instrumenU-to create a whole new 



sound: jazz. 

Payton hopes that the title* of his works 
will help evoke the ideas and attitudes 
referred to in African/ American culture. 
"Savoy," a towering piece that combines 
a totem pole and sculpted animal shapes 
connected by pieces of steel varying in 
size, is named after a club similar to the 
Apollo 

"Jazz greats like Duke Ellington and 
Count Basie played there, and back then 
it was a hot place to be," Payton said "I 
hope that the piece has the same kind of 
funk they had " 

Payton started as a painter but switched 
to sculpture because he "wasn't satisfied 
with merely making the illusion of 
space " The sculptures were created by 
welding steel and many of the forms were 
taken from traditional African art, but 
Payton hopes he has "put more of his own 
voice" into them 

Kenneth Falana started out in art at the 
ripe young age of three drawing pictures 
of nude women. Even though his family 
wasn't thrilled over his choice of subject 
matter, they were still supportive Now 
Falana works with silkscreens and paint, 
among other things and his topics have 
changed too He prefers to educate his

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audiences about the political strife in 
South Africa. The situation there, he said, 
is tragic. 

"I hate to see what's happening to the 
people, especially the children. To see 
children being shot is the very worst part 

for me." 

Falana utilizes color and movement to 
portray his concern about the intense 
violence in South Africa. His complicated 
serigraph "Rubber Bullets'' was created 
from news media photographs and 
images. 

"Bullwhipped" is a gripping portrayal 
of a Black policeman looking solemnly 
over a chaotic scene of people running 
blindly in different directions. What 
pleases Falana most about this work, 
which has been criticized for looking too 
"busy," is that many viewers have told 
him that each time they look at it, an 
image they hadn't seen before appears. 

Falana's desire is to take images that 
are important to him, use them in terms 
of their effect on him then create a place 
for the viewer in the piece. 

Yvonne and Curtis Tucker are the last 
two artists making up this exhibit. 
Although they do work together at 
times— they have a "Collaboration" work 
on display-their views about ceramic art 
are actually worlds apart According to 
Yvonne, she and Curtis are like "Mutt 
and Jeff." 

Yvonne's philosophy is that simpler tl 
better; a philosophy she made up of 
elements from all of the cultures she has 
encountered. The art works she has on 
display are all part of her "Spirit Vessel" 
series behind which lies a concept that is 
both sensitive and beautiful. 

According to African philosophy, 
ceramic jars have a functional form, nut 
only in the literal sense, but also in 
political and social terms. Yvonne's 
foremost desire is to "marry the 
functional and aesthetic." The lids of her 
pots represent the "focal point" and 
parallel the system of proportions in 



African and Greek art that emphasize the 
size of the head. This system says that the 
head is the seat of the soul. Tucker feels 
that her pottery contains the power of 
both the spirits of people and gods." 

"I wanted the lids to be, in a sense, like 
photographs. When you look at a picture 
of someone very close to you, many 
thoughts, feelings and memories of times 
you had with that person come to mind. 
Each lid can be a representation or a 
container for the soul of that loved one. 

"When I sell one of my pots," Tucker 
said, "I try to explain this to the person 
buying it and I tell them that now they 
can take that jar and do the same with a 
person dear to them " 

Needless to say, these jars are created 
with a lot of love. Yvonne has sculpted a 
bird on each lid which symbolizes the 
spirit. 

Curtis Tucker, on the other hand, is 
much more radical, he says His emphasis 
is on history— a very personal one Two of 
his workB, "Lubbock, Texas." (a vase) and 
"Pecos" (a wall plate) are about places in 
his childhood and the memories that he 
has of them. 

Of the two artists, Curtis is the main 
"firing man," the one who does most of 
the pot making. In a telephone interview, 
he described how he felt about that part 
of the process. 

"I don't care what you look like or what 
you're wearing If on the inside there is 
no sensitivity, no spirit, then I don't want 
to know you." Curtis talked more about 
his life philosophy than his actual art 
work, perhaps because the former is the 
essence of the latter. 

"In life, you have to go forward and 
learn There is no other way in life If you 
want to stay where you are, that's your 
problem There's so much more out 
there"

Minimalist guitarists rock Downunder

Whey Pylon played their first jfig in New York City 
in '79, they were given the choice of opening for a hot, 
successful, fully established band, or the then unknown 
British foursome. Gang of Four They picked Gang of 
Four "We had never heard of them before," says Pylon 
singer Vanessa Briscoe-Hay. "nobody really had But 
Michael (Pvlon bassist) had a single by them and we 
really liked it so we chose them over this more popular 
band " 

And such was in keeping with the band's principle that 
playing music for fun. not money, was the virtuous road. 
Indeed, when we look at the history of this Athens 
quartet, it's easy to see how fun and genuine artistic 
integrity became as their sustaining philosophy 

Having nothing more than rudimentary musical skills, 
and all being art students at the UGA, Pylon began 
playing for parties and local clubs without any thought 
of grandeur, They recorded one single, "Cool," on DB 
ids Then, surprisingly, they were noticed by Rolling 
Stone magazine and were being asked to play in cl 
as far away as Philadelphia and New York. 

And the mementum didn't stop there They soon 
released two more, 7 inch singles, two 12 inch remixes, 
and two albums, "Gyrate" ( 1980) and "Chomp" ( 1983) 
In less than three years they went from a local, amateur, 
mi H dance band to the nationally praised "professional" 
purveyors of new American minimalism The sudden 
change was too much for them, and soon after their 1983 
release of "Chomp." they broke up. 

Pressure from fans and booking agencies to do more 
touring, along with increasing managerial 
responsibilities, helped contribute to the band's 
frustration "When we started the band we were in it 



just for the fun," says Vanessa, "and then the business 
aspect really got to be too much, so we used the same 
theory and just gave it up " 

"It (touring) was a vacation for us, a way to travel, see 
the country, and play with our friends,*' drummer Curtis. 
Crowe told a reporter for the Atlanta Journal shortly 
after their reformation "But then, accidently, it became 
business And it was pretty good business, but we 
thought, is this fun or is this business?" 

The growing dominance of MTV and British synth pop 
sounds provided no encouragement either Pylon's raw 
minimalism seemed to be outdated. "We were a pure 
band," said bassist Michael Lachowski. "We had no 
synth, no drum machines, no fashion gimmicks, and I 
thought what we ware doing was the past." 

But since then the band has changed its mind. After 
working for four years as cabinet makers, Kinko's 
Copies managers, and repairmen in bicycle repair shops, 
the members of Pylon longed for the days of rock'n'roll, 
and in December of 1987, they regrouped 

And it was no scam reunion either, no staged post post 
farewell tour set up to make a buck off of someone's 
nostalgia On the contrary. Pylon has come back to 
continue on where they left off, and this time with some 
precautions to prevent last time's frustrations "We used 
to do everything ourselves," says Vanessa, "this time 
around we have people working for us to take care of the 
business side " 

Most likely it wasn't that hard to find people to assist 
them. The time was ripe for a Pylon reunion With the 
triumph of R E M. and the success of Atlanta bands like 
the Indigo Girls, Drivin' N' Cryin' and Dreams so Real, 
simple, guitar based music was (and still is) making a

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FSU's footing to be tested

With its feet somewhat planted after 
MM early-season unbalancing, the 
Florida State football team gets a chance 
to test just how firmly they've rooted 
themselves this Saturday at Syracuse. 

Consecutive wins over Louisiana State 
and Tulane has a bit of optimism 
i ' U' iterated in the Seminoles, who three 
weeks ago were 0-2 and on the verge of 
a nightmarish season Pulling out a win 
over the Orangemen would certainly be 
even more assurance that there's still a 
happy ending possible. 

Time, at least, has been on MU*| side 
The Seminoles, idle last week, have had 
t wo weeks to prepare for Syracuse and get 
some rest after an exhausting first four 
games Problem is, the Orangemen, 2 1 
and ranked 17th in the Flambeau poll, 
have had the same liberty. FSU Coach 
Bobby Bowden believes any extra time to 
get ready for Syracuse is a plus. 

"You have to be at full-steam to play 
Syracuse," Bowden said. "They've had an 
off week and we've had an off week, so, 
hopefully we'll both be ready." 

Though the FSU Syracuse game should 
attract I tfood crowd, only 50,000 seats are 
available at the Orangemen's Carrier 
Dome However, weather won't be a 
problem in the inflated roof arena FSU 
will also get a chance to play on artificial 
turf for the first time this year It's one 
of two games the Seminoles play on non 
grass turfs, the other being at Florida 



"It doesn't bother me-the artificial 
turf," Bowden said. "It's still a football 
game We still have to do the same things 
to win it." 

Things were relatively quiet for FSU in 
its past couple weeks of practice with only 
a few minor injuries occurring Starting 
tackle John Brown suffered a bruise to his 
previously broken leg, but should be ready 
for the game; second-string wide receiver 
Bruce LaSane is also probable with pulled 
abdominal muscles; and Chris Parker, 
who sat out FSU's game against Tulane 
for disciplinary reasons, will be back this 
weekend. 

The Seminoles have faced the 
Orangemen just two-times before, both 
times at Syracuse FSU fell 37-21 to a 
Larry Csonka led Syracuse team in 1966 
and then evened the series with a 28 0 
victory in 1978 Bowden is 5-2 overall 
against Syracuse, playing the Orangemen 
six times while coaching West Virginia 

FSU quarterback Peter Tom Willis is 
ranked seventh nationally in total offense 
with a 279 8 yards per game average 
Willis' feat of back track 300yard 
games in his last two outings was the first 
times a Seminoles quarterback 
accomplished that feat since Gary Huff in 
1971 FSU ranks ninth in the country in 
total offense at 482 yards per game, while 
Syracuse is averaging 353.3. FSU is 
averaging 34.8 points offensively, while 
allowing 23 5. The Orangemen 
25.3 points and allow 13 3

Approximately 30 men and women locked arms 
and prepared to defend a local abortion clinic as 
eight Tallahassee Police patrol cars and several 
vans rushed by with sirens blaring. Clinic staff and 
supporters believed they were about to confront 
members of the radical anti-abortion group, 
Operation Rescue. 

Moments later, they laughed as they realized 
they had only witnessed a practice run by the 
police department's Alpha Field Force— the 40 
officers trained to handle problems during the 
abortion special session. 

Operation Rescue members, known for their 
militant tactics— including clinic trespassing— 
never appeared Saturday But clinic Director Lynn 
Rosenthal realized the reprieve was only 



"We know that they are in town," she said 
"Most of our information is that they will come (to 
the clinic) Monday or Tuesday." 

Rosenthal said she believed the group originally 
planned to protest the clinic that day, but that 
several "scouts" saw the facility was welluefended 
and changed their minds. Linda Grey of the 
Feminist Women's Health Center reported seeing 
the same group of four "scouting" her clinic. 

A rumor that at least one man convicted of 
bombing an abortion clinic is in town has local 
abortion providers doubly concerned. Saturday, 
security was tight at the North Florida clinic- 
anyone approaching the building was i 
by women with pink armbands. And c 
wary of unfamiliar faces. • 

About 20 local anti abortion protesters marched 
along Call Street and on Magnolia Drive under

Attempted murder 

An ongoing argument culminated in an attempted 
murder when a 29 year old Miccosukee man attempted 
to stab a Tallahassee woman Saturday evening, 
according to Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesperson Dewey Riou.

Whatever shortcomings evolution may have as a theory 
are paltry compared to those of creationism. Creationism 
posits no mechanism; is not quantified, nor elaborated 
Its thrust is entirely negative, searching for weaknesses 
in evolutionary theory Since evolution is vast, and (like 
all true science) essentially incomplete, that is easy to do 
No science could provide the unlimited, flawless evidence 
that Dr Gish kept demanding. He could easily have

As session nears, re-election slips farther away for Martinez

Thousands of pro and anti-choice forces will fill the 
streets this week to voice their opinion during the 
governor's special session on the abortion issue But 
Martinez and his bumbling handlers are most worried 
about those people who responded to a recently released 
poll conducted by The Florida Times Union, The Orlando 
Sentinel and the Fort Lauderdale News and Sun-Sentinel, 
The results of the poll-and the probable result of this 
special session— will likely leave the pro-choice movement 
feeling pretty good about itself. And Martinez, fresh from 
the cold shower given to him last week by the Florida 
Supreme Court's startling ruling upholding the right of 
a woman to make her own choice on the matter of bearing 
a child, will probably feel something like a backroom 
abortionist caught in the act by Mike Wallace and 60 
Minutes.

The Schwinger Variational Principle of Scattering 
Theory is used to determine the degree to which 
equipment, such as space shuttles and satellites, can 
withstand high temperatures in the upper atmosphere. 
NASA scientists often work with the principle, but they 
have recently discovered flaws in its application. 

Odom stumbled across the theory while taking a 
Special Problems course with Charles Weatherford in 
the physics department After seeing a magazine article 
in Physical Review documenting false readings 
associated with the theory, Weath rford assigned Odom 
the task of figuring out the problem. 

"We studied the article, analyzed it and discovered the 
problems with the theory that the magazine didn't 
discover," said Weatherford. "I really didn't expect it 
would be such a useful study." 

Odom, 20, shrugged his shoulders and said it was easy. 

"Weatherford went over everything like the terms of 
the equation and what it meant." Odom said "He more 
or less told me what to look for and 1 played around with 
the equation I don't think I did much but save him 
time." 

Odom said he always liked science, with the exception 
of biology, and was reading high school chemistry books 
when he was in sixth grade. 

"I used to read this chemistry book over and over," 
Odom said. "At first I didn't understand it but I began 
to pick the stuff up after a while." 

Odom picked up enough science by the time he finished 
high school to score a 1420 on the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test and be heavily recruited by Princeton, 
Northwestern and University of Florida. 

Odom said he intentionally botched an entrance exam 
for an ivy league college. 

"I don't like it up north, so I wrote a stupid paragraph 
for my test at Harvard," Odom said

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Some tips to help you find 
a competent mechanic 



If it's autumn, it must be lir 
car maintenance. While some people 
jump in. make countless trips to auto 
parts stores and do their own work, 
other motorists concentrate on foot- 
hall games and fall leaves, wishing the 
whole issue would just go away. 

Whatever your feelings about car 
maintenance, one thing is certain: Ve- 
hicles that arc not serviced and pre- 
pared for winter conditions stand a 
good chance of breaking down some- 
time during the cold months. 

To help vehicle owners get their cars 
and light trucks ready for winter driv- 
ing, the non-profit National Institute 
for Automotive Service Excellence 
(ASK) offers the following car care tips 
and advice about finding competent 
auto repair. Some of the maintenance 
tips arc easy to do; others may require 
a skilled auto technician. 

1 Whether or not you plan to do the 
work yourself, read your owner's man- 
ual. In addition to containing infor- 
mation about the vehicle's compo- 
nents, the manual lists the manufac- 
turer's recommended service intervals. 
Follow these schedules. 

2. If you simply aren't the do- 
it-yourself type, find a good repair 
shop and become a regular customer. 
Among the ways to identify a reputable 
establishment: Word of-mouth rec- 
ommendations, a good record with 
local consumer groups, the availability

nicians. Technicians certified by ASE 
have passed national competency 
exams and have at least two years of 
on-the-job experience. Tests are given 
semiannually at over 400 locations. 

Certified technicians wear blue and 
white shoulder insignia and carry per- 
sonalized credentials listing their spe- 
cialties (brakes, engine repair, and so 
on). Employers often display techni- 
cians' ASE credentials in the customer 
service area and post an ASE sign on 
the premises. 

There arc about 235,000 ASE 
certified technicians nationwide in 
dealerships, service stations, inde- 
pendent garages, etc. 

4. Windshield wipers should be in- 
spected and new blades installed if the 
old ones show signs of wear. The 
washer fluid reservoir should be filled 
with a good grade of washer solvent ca- 
pable of resisting freezing. (Never add 
engine anti-frceze to the washer reser- 
voir - it can splash and ruin vourvehi- 
cle's finish.) 

5 Give your car a good washing and 
thorough waxing to help protect its 
finish . 

6. Headlights, turn signals, flashers, 
back-up and brake lights should be 
checked and replaced if burned out. 

7. A weak battery and loose or cor- 
roded cables are certain to cause trou- 
ble in colder weather when you will 
need maximum cranking power.

Florida's oldest bank is a neo-classic

The Union Bank that wan once housed in that remnant 
of neo-classical architecture sitting conspicuously on the 
corner of Monroe Street and the Apalachee Parkway 
across from the Old Capitol wasn't exactly thriving, 
even in its heyday, said David Suhor, a member of the 
education staff for the Old Capitol and Union Band 



"It served planters in this area," Suhor said of the 
original bank "But the bank itself went downhill and 
only did business for about eleven years." 

The first bank in Florida was opened by William 
"Money" Williams in 1828 as a response to the demand 
for better banking facilities following the purchase of 
Florida as a U.S. territory in 1821 

The Union Bank was chartered just five years later 
and the building that housed it is the oldest know bank 
building in Florida 

Although the bank was forced to close in 1843 for a 
combination of reasons including the onset of the second 
Seminole War, bad crops, and an overextension of capital 
as a result of the 1837 depression, the building has had 
several functions since the Civil War 

During reconstruction the building housed the 
National Freedman's Bank It has also been home to an 
Kpiscopal Church, a feed store, a bakery, a newspaper 

i including a shoe factory in 



the late '20s 

Today, the Old Union Bank Building stands as ■ f 
example of the neo-classical style of the day. 

"It was elegant for the time." Suhor said "Especially 
tor Tallahassee, which was still a frontier-like town " 

Formerly located on land now occupied by the First 
Baptist Church on South Adams and Park Street, the 
building was moved to its current location in 1971 when 
Mrs T Aubrey Morse enlisted local support to save the 
structure from being demolished to make room for a 
parking lot

Going into Florida A&M's Mid Eastern Athletic 
Conference match-up with North Carolina A&T, Rattlers 
Coach Ken Riley said his team needed to be consistent. 

They needed to get the offense moving, he said They 
needed to start putting more points on the board and they 
needed to make sure the "real" Rattlers showed up for 
every game. 

And Saturday afternoon in Greensboro, N.C., the

against Miami (in 19841," he said 

Linebacker Kirk Carruthers led the Seminoles in 
tackles for the third time this .season with 12 stops. 
• uruthers, a sophomore, has 62 tackles this year. 

"Kurt Carruthers is one of the true freshman who 
played well for us last year," Bowden said. "He's become 
a leader and he's only a sophomore." 

Freshman sensation Terrell Buckley continued making 
his impact, returing a punt for a 69-yard touchdown 
Buckley, ranked second in the nation in punt returns 
with a 26-yard average before the game, improved on 
that mark with three returns for 88 yards 

Whet her they scored or turned the ball over, one thing 
is certain, FSU's offense was seldom on the field. 
Syracuse had the ball .15 44 compared to the Seminoles' 
24:16 and nearly gained as many yards. But it was FSU's 
quick strike scoring that made the difference. The 
Seminoles tallied their 41 point* in just over a combined

The extra time the defense spent on the field forced 
Bowden to use his second string more than usual 
Twenty seven FSU players had at least one tackle

line." 

FSU quarterback Peter Tom Willis failed in his 
attempt for a third-straight 300 yard game The fifth 
year senior completed 15 of 25 passes for 213 yards with 
one touchdown and one interception Willis is ranked 
seventh in the nation in passing efficiency 

The Seminoles gained 178 yards on the ground, led by 
tailback Dexter Carter's 83 on 14 carries. Carter had 76 
yards on 11 carries in the first half. Fullback Edgar 
Bennet saw all of his action in the first half with six 
carries for 38 yards. In the second half. Amp Lee led the 
Seminoles with 38 yards on four carries Lee also scored 
his third touchdown on just seven carries this season.

University of Florida football coach Galen Hall who 
inherited a probation-wracked program when he replaced 
Charley PeU in 1984, resigned Sunday after an NCAA 
probe revealed new violations. 

Less than 24 hours after a dramatic 16-13 victory at 
Louisiana State that improved the Gators to 4 1, Hall 
was replaced on an interim basis by second year 
defensive coordinator Gary Darnell. 

Florida's football program was slapped with a two-year 
probation in 1984 after being found guilty of numerous 
NCAA violations. Hall did not appear on Sunday's news 
conference, where interim university president Dr. 
Robert Bryan announced the resignation. 

"I have accepted the resignation, effective today, of 
head football coach Galen Hall," said Bryan. "The 
detailed reasons for this resignation are set forth in his 
letter to me. In short, Coach Hall has conceded to me 
his personal involvement in 1987 in helping to solve the 
problems of a player, the details of which assistance are 
outlined in his letter; and the personal payment of 
unauthorized salary supplements to assistant coaches 
from 1986-89. All of these actions are in direct violation 
of NCAA rules; they were also clearly in breach of the 
responsibilities imposed upon him by his contract with 
the university. 

"This resignation results from an investigation jointly 
conducted by the NCAA and the university which began 
a number of months ago Our cooperation with the 
NCAA made sending a preliminary notice of inquiry

If most observers of Florida football didn't expect the 
firing of Gators Coach Galen Hall, then count the coaches 
of the two Tallahassee universities among them.

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Cable TV is coming to FSU dorms

For many years Florida Stale University students and 
administrators have talked about making cable TV 
available in dorm rooms But this year they're doing 
more than talk, as workers begin installing a cable 
system in residence halls. 

The system that is being put in place is not Comcast, 
Tallahassee's local cable company, but a university- 
owned and run system which is less expensive for 
Htudents. 

"We're trying to keep the cost down to $ 10 or less per 
room per month," Telecommunications Director Duane 
Bennett said 

The cable system is similar to those offered at the 
University ofFlorida, Lousiana State University and 
Memphis State The FSU system is comprised of three 



CNN, A&E, ESPN, CHN, MTV, CBN, TLC, DIS, BET, 
TNN, and up to four student channels Among the 
student channels will be a student government-run 
movie channel— their version of HBO— and a college-run 
channel headed by the school of communications 

"A college run channel where students put on their 
own programs will be included," Bennett said "This type 
of programming has been done at LSU very 
successfully " 

Fliers to sign up for cable will be distributed to 
residence hall residents probably in the late fall or early- 
spring semester. Students can also register for cable by- 
using the authorization code on theii FSU phone cards 
Installation will be free for the first 15 days, according 
to Bennett. But afterward there will be a service charge.

Kalashian and Hunt were two of the 
estimated 8,500 anti abortion activists in 
Tallahassee Monday for two days of 
protests tied to the Legislature's abortion 
special session 

The protestors who crowded the 
Tallahassee Leon County Civic Center 
and the Capitol area Monday included 
men and women in roughly equal 
numbers and spanned a wide range in age 
and political experience, but were 
predominantly white, Catholic or Baptist 
and from Central or Northwest Florida 

Also swelling the ranks were 50 Florida 
State University students who marched 
behind a "Students for Life" banner 

Organizers said many of the students 
were affiliated with the various campus 
Christian groups Allied with Big Bend 
Right to-Life and FSU's Institute for 
Conservative Studies, the student efTort 
reformed this month as an ad hoc group 
that will likely not return until another 
such event, they said 

Among the strongest anti abortion 
voices at FSU, said Andy Coleman, a 
senior studying marketing, are those of 
women who have had abortions and now 
regret it Even with those voices, he s;uil 
abortion opponents face an uphill battle 
on campus 

"I would think that most people have 
not really considered that it's a human 
life," he said 

Coleman and a dozen other activists 
interviewed Monday stressed the 
importance of "educating people about 



options besides abortion and about how 
quickly a fetus develops. 

The activists also talked about a variety 
of other strategies, including lobbying 
legislators to tighten abortion 
restrictions, picketing health clinics that 
perform abortions, providing financial 
and counseling support for pregnant 
women who opt against abortion and 
making adoptions easier to arrange. 

The activists were hopeful but sanguine 
about the political possibilities this week 
They said that a "human life 
amendment" to the Florida Constitution, 
if passed by voters, could take care of 
anything legislators leave undone. 

The anti abortion activists said they i 
trying to save human life and reverse a 
trend toward growing U S "immorality " 
"We need to clean up America," said

Eleanor Smeal, who made the accusation, said the recent 
Florida Supreme Court decision declaring that abortion 
is protected under the right to privacy provision of the

"We have the laws and we have the people (on our side) 
Now whether or not we have the political legislators we 
shall soon see," she said. "We feel that we're entering this 
session in a good position." 

Top political leaders in both the House and the Senate 
have said the court's decision will make passage of most 
of the governor's proposed restrictions virtually imposible 
Some, including Senate President Bob Crawford (D- 
Wmter Haven), have suggested that the session be 
postponed so that lawmakers have an opportunity to 
review the implications of the decision. 

But in an earlier press conference Monday, Martinez 
denied that the ruling eliminates the need for the session 

"1 have not conceded defeat," he said. 

Admitting that it will be difficult to get any legislation 
past the committee process, the governor said the issue 
may well resurface in the regular spring session if 
lawmakers refuse to enact further restrictions this Umv 
around 

"It's going to be voted on one way or another, sooner 



or later," he said. "It's not 
an item that's going to go 
away." 

Patricia Ireland, NOW 
executive vice president, 
said that if the abortion 
issue is taken up again in 
April her group will use 
the opportunity to identify 
anti -abortion legislators. 

"In a sense he could be 
doing us a favor in terms of bringing a vote on the floor 
in the spring," she said. 

Ireland explained that vpte counts preceding the special 
session have been "moderately

State senator and gubernatorial candidate George 
Stuart (D Orlando) explained that Martinez' adamant 
ant l abortion stance has already caused the governor a 
"considerable amount of damage" because pro-choice 
activists have made clear their plans to vote out anti 
abortion politicians. 

Stuart, who has campaigned on a pro-choice platform, 
also said that the special session has given his own 
candidacy a boost 

If voters continue to exert such pressure on their 
representatives they will succeed in averting restrictions, 
said Kate Michelman, executive director of the National 
Abortion Rights Action League 

Addressing an audience of prochoice activists and 
abortion providers at the Hilton Hotel, Michelman said 
that 'Martinez shot himself in the foot. . . by 
underestimating Florida's prochoice majority "

Penny Gilmer, an associate professor of i 
Florida State University, said her love for science I 
when she was a freshman in high school. 

"On the wall in my classroom was the periodic table of 
the elements I was fascinated with why the elements got 
smaller as they got heavier," she recalled. 

But Gilmer found that a career in science had its 
drawbacks. Marriages and personal relationships take the

"He had the added advantage of portability," she said 
But when it came down to it, he wasn't portable He 
refused to go with me." 

But personal problems aren't the only barriers for 
women who pursue careers in science related fields 
Unequal pay. condescending attitudes, feelings of isolation 
and a lack of peer guidence were among the many 
problems discussed by FSU faculty members at this year's 
first Women In Science discussion meet in 
night in the Molecular Biophysics building. 

In addition to Gilmer, panelists included 
Nicholson; associate professor of meteorology, Kathenne 

in the department of 



Nutrition, Food and Movement Sciences; Nancy Marcus, 
associate professor of oceanography; Fran James, professor 
of biology; and Laura Keller, assistant professor of biology. 

Women In Science functions as a support group for 
female students and professionals in all science-related 
fields, including math, computers and the misunderstood 
"women's science," home economics. Issues are raised in 
monthly discusaion meetings which address a wide scope 

Wednesday's meeting began with an effort to recruit 
new members, as panelists introduced themselves and 
recalled pitfalls along the road to professional success. 

Like Gilmer, Keller found that academic careers can 
cause problems for married couples. 

"Married people with poet -doctorates find it hard to land 
jobs in the same company," she said "We'd interview at 
a place we knew had two openings, and they'd look at both 
files but interview only one of us."

It's a Friday night. The "Q Dogs" of Omega Psi Phi 
fraternity bark and chant. Kappa Alpha Psi responds 
A§ Ruby Diamond auditorium fills to near capacity the 
traditional bantering erupts into thunderous 
cataphonics Words are no longer distinguishable 
Volume is what matters, and it says "take no prisoners." 
Florida State's annual Step Extravaganza is about to 
begin 

Stepping, unique to black fraternities and sororities, 
is African dance, cheerleading, military drills, gospel, 
hambone, rap music, broadway chorus lines, and popular 
dance all rolled into one It expresses comraderie and 
group identification According to Marshall Shepard, 
pn sident of FSU's Pan Greek Council and an Alpha Phi 
Alpha step team member, stepping also serves to 
preserve the African heritage of American blacks 

As the show begins, the men of Alpha Phi Alpha 
appear in the aisles. The auditorium is charged Ready 
Wearing combat boots the Alphas stomp out 
polyrhythms with the ferocity of African warriors. They 
chant in unison, telling us how great it is to be Alpha 
Men The crowd applauds wildly and screams their 
approval. An amplified bass beat vibrates the balcony 
The tempo is set. 

Alpha Psi Alpha, established at Cornell Univerisity 
in 1906, was the first black Greek organization in the 
United States By 1930 at least six other black 
fraternities and sororities were established nationwide 
As early as the 1950 s stepping was seen publicly on 
university campuses. Since its beginnings it has been 
an integral part of the initiation rites of pledges "going 
over"— becoming full fledged members of an 
organization During the past 30 years stepping has 
evolved into a competitive activity as well. 

H. sides bragging rights, six FSU fraternities and 
sororities are competing for the two impressive trophies 
predominately displayed at the front of the stage. There 
will be two winners: one fraternity and one sorority The 
five judges, all non Greeks selected by the Pan Greek 
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Brothers of Alpha Psi Alpha step through a routine 

Council, will determine the outcome Teams are scored 
on originality, precision, costume, and showmanship 

In addition to steps, which are considered as property, 
fraternities and sororities have trademarks that are 
handed down from generation to generation For 
instance, the Kappa Alpha Psi men twirl, throw and 
catch their signature peppermint striped canes (each one

SAN FRANCISCO— The San Francisco Giants 
defeated the Chicasgo Cubs by a score of 3 2 in the fifth 
game of the National League Championship Series and 
will face their neighbors, the Oakland Athletics, in the 
World Series. 

The Giants' star first baseman, Will Clark, had three 
hits in the pennant winning game, including a tie 
breaking, two run single in the eighth inning Clark, who 
had a record 13 hits in the best-of seven series, was 
named the NLCS Most Valuable Player.

Both Gordon and Gordon-Davis were accompanied by 
Capitol security officers throughout the march and 
afterward Gordon explained that the security personnel 
had been assigned to them by the Seargeant at Arms. 
She was not told if any threats were made against her 
"(The possibility of violence) was enough to alarm 
him," she said. "I think being safe rather than sorry is 
the rule - 
Amidst chants of "Vote Bob out" and "Hey Hey, Ho 
Ho, Governor Bob has got to go," the speakers vowed 
that they would target anti abortion legislators during 
the 1990 elections to ensure that they will not be 
re-elected. 

"Some folks have very short memories, but not 
supporters of women's rights," warned Eleanor Smeal, 
former National Organization for Women president "We 
will remember " 

Smeal commended the Florida Supreme Court for 
delivering a ruling last week which guaranteed Florida 

under the right to privacy provision of the state 
constitution. 

According to Smeal, the governor's call for a special 
session has motivated many people who have not 
previously been involved in the reproductive rights 
movement to become active. That involvement, like the 
ERA struggle, she said, will yield lasting results. 

"Today because of (the ERA* fight there are 10 women 
senators and nine of them are pro-choice. There are 16 
women in the House and 13 of them are pro-choice," 
Smeal said " .In reality (with the session) he has 
galvanized the pro-choice majority of this state " 

In a more somber tone, Smeal recounted the story of 
a young girl who died in another state because she could 
not obtain an abortion without seeking her parents' 
consent The girl attempted to self abort and failed But 
she refused to seek medical treatment for fear of 




"No state is safe, no woman is safe until the right 
to I 
she said. 

Gordon Davis admonished Martinez for calling the 
session under the pretext of protecting unborn children 
and women's health 

"It's a paradox that a governor who calls a special 
session on the unborn is the same governor who just 
vetoed $30 million from the budget," Gordon Davis said. 

In a harsh remonstrance against the 2,500 anti 
abortion protesters present, the senator charged that 
"they don't care how many women lead lives of

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Digging another hole 

Like Frankenstein's monster, Manuel Noriega has turned the 
tables on his creator. But this time, the torch wielding crowds are 
on the monster's side, and it appears he may have the last laugh 
in the wake of a failed coup attempt. 

Noriega is the ugly product of U.S. foriegn policy. With 
Washington's blessing and the CIA's support, Noriega rose to 
power and the Panama Defense Force was armed and trained. He 
also learned supply side economics along the way and apparently 
managed to turn a healthy profit in the drug business. 

Of course, Washington saw, heard and spoke no evil of Noriega 
in return for his commitment to containing communism and 
supplying vital intelligence information. And when his 
improprieties could no longer be contained, Washington tried to 
pull the plug, assuming he'd go the way of Ferdinand Marcos, 
"Baby Doc" Duvalier, the Shah of Iran and any number of other 
petty but profitable dictators 

But whatever else he may be, Noriega's no fool. Rather than bite 
the hand that fed him, he cut it off. Now, the scourge of communist 
aggression has become the scourge of Yanqui imperialism, 
becoming a hero to Panamanian nationalists in the process. 

George Bush has only exacerbated the problem by calling for the 
overthrow of the general. And you can bet that behind closed doors 
the spooks at the CIA have been doing .more than talk about a 
revolution. In fact, it's likely Noriega's right when he claims the 
failed coup was planned north of the border, and as the coup is 
investigated further we may come to see another Bay of Pigs— 
equally ill-conceived but better hidden. 

Either way, it is a no win situation for Washington. Some have 
said that regardless of whether the plans were hatched as part of 
covert U.S. policy, Bush should have taken the opportunity to send 
U.S. troops into the fray to secure the downfall of the crater-faced 
dictator. But doing so would have made only confirmed Noriega's 
allegations. 

By doing nothing, though, the wimp factor has reared ita ugly 
head as critics on the leR and right castigate the president for his 
indecision. 

In this case, however, no decision was the right decision. In 
addition to digging a nautical passage through Panama, the U.S. 
has managed to dig itself into a hole from which there is no escape 
As the situation continues to escalate, we don't need to meddle 
further in the affairs of a sovereign nation. 

That's the kind of behavior that gave birth to this monster in 
the first place. 
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With tempers flaring on both sides of the 
abortion issue this week, and many eyes focused 
on the Tallahassee area, I was appalled to find 
the student government logo tacked on to a full 
page "Right to Life" ad in Monday's Flambtau 
People complain endlessly about the $2 FPIRG 
charge on our tuition, but who complains when 
their money is spent on an ad for a group few of 
our students agree with? How can students 
oppose a non violent environmental charity, yet 
support a group that has admittedly resorted to 
terrorist bombings to get their point across 
(pro-life). 

In the ad, they say they "love you," but they 
don't even know you. How is this? They claim 
"the people who made the laws saying you can 
kill your unborn child won't have to deal with 
the consequences, you will ." They make it sound 
like the pro-choice people are trying to take your 
choice away.

student government, ICS was only 
following the rules in using the logo in its 
advertisement 

Student body statutes require that all 
student government organizations use the 
logo on promotional materials for events 
paid for with money given to them by the 
FSU student senate. 

Chris Erickson, interim director for ICS, 
pointed out that in the past ICS has been 
reprimanded for not using the logo on 
promotional materials and was told that 
noncompliance would result in disciplinary 
action. Erickson added that he did not 
think the logo was misleading and pointed 
out that ICS took credit for sponsorship in 
a paragraph right below the logo. 

Regardless of whether the use of the logo 
is misleading, a resolution passed recently 
by the student senate may ensure that such 
confusion does not occur in the future. On 
Sept. 20, the FSU student senate called for 



a new logo accompanied by a statement 
that the views represented in the 
promotional materials are not necessarily 
the views of student government. 

Student Body Vice President Amy 
Arnc »ld said the new logo should be in use 
soon. 

The other concerns raised by the ICS ad 
may not be easily resolved, however. 

Messer said that student body statutes 
also say agencies may not use their student 
government appropriated funds for 
"contribution to political activity directly 
seeking to affect the passage, defeat or 
status of legislation except as provided by 
Florida law." 

In light of the current special session 
called by Gov. Bob Martinez, Messer said 
that the issue of whether the ad was 
attempting to do just that has been sent to 
Student Body Attorney General Mark 
Arias for consideration 

"It's left up to interpretation," Messer 
said 

But Erickson said the ad was not 
designed for that purpose 



"The goals (of the ad) were two-fold. First, 
to advertise some events and second, to get 
information out to the students. That's one 
of the reasons we (ICS) are here," he said. 

Critics of the ICS ad have also raised 
concerns about the ad's objectivity, and the 
reaction of student government officials 
regardless of whether it was trying to 
influence legislation. 

When another group used the logo on 
fliers expressing a pro-choice position, they 
were given "a lot of flack" by both Arnold 
and Student Body President Sean Pittman 
Tor not expressing both sides of the issue. 
Those fliers, which appeared during the 
summer, called for a meeting of prochoice 
advocates and said to call Jennifer 
Goldberg, associate director of the FSU 
Women's Center, or Melanie Simmons, 
director of the FSU Center for Participant 
Education, for more information 

Goldberg, who has since resigned from 
the Women's Center, said the use of the 
logo and the Women's Center's name in 
conjunction with the pro-choice stance 



almost cost her her job. 

"(Arnold and Pittman) were trying to get 
me out of my job because of the use of the 
logo on a pro-choice flyer," she said. 

Pittman could not be reached for 
comment, but Arnold denied political bias, 
saying she and Pittman merely talked to 
Simmons, Goldberg and Women's Center 
director Bambi Clark, "as we will talk to 
Chris Erickson of ICS." 

"We were concerned about that flyer for 
the same reason we were concerned about 
the ICS ad It took one side of a political 
issue," she said. "SG cannot take a single 
point of view on this complex issue." 

But ICS's Erickson said his agency was 
not created to be objective. 

"We were established to present an 
alternative viewpoint from student 
government," he said. "We give students 
the opportunity to show their opinions; to 
stifle opposition is wrong. But we're 
expected to represent a part of the student 
body We not only have a right to do that, 
we have an obligation to do that."

enormous amounts of energy could be produced through 
fission and that a bomb could be made " 

By the time the commission first met, World War II had 
begun in Europe and the Germans had been working on 
their own bomb project for six months, Ahlquist said 
These things prompted Albert Einstein to write a letter 
to Roosevelt concerning the potential of atomic power His 
effort resulted in the drafting of the Uranium 
Commission, Ahlquist said. 

"Einstein wrote m the letter that a bomb could be 
transported by ship to an enemy's port and the resulting 
explosion would be sufficient to destroy the whole harbor," 
Ahlquist said "He wasn't sure if it could be carried in 
a plane - 
Einstein is often misnamed the father of the atomic 
bomb Ahlquist said Einstein's letter to the president may 
have gotten the ball rolling, but the man who gets the 
credit, Leo Szilard, had a patent on the chain 
for a nuclear bomb in 1934. 



Ahlquist said Szilard enlisted Einstein to approach the 
president Ironically, Szilard was the leader of a group of 
scientists that were against dropping the bomb after its 
completion in 1945. He was also the first to warn of the 
possibilty of an arms race with Russia 

But Szilard's protests went unheeded and on August 6, 
1945, the atomic bomb dubbed "Little Boy" exploded over 
Hiroshima destoying 76,000 buildings and killing 200,000 
people. Three days later, "Fat Man" leveled the town of 
Nagasaki, killing 140,000 

"It's always hard to get the proper perspective looking 
back through history," said Kirby Kemper, professor of 
physics at FSU "The people then were tired of the war 
and wanted nothing more than for it to end They also 
believed that there would be tremendous loss of life 
because Japan would never surrender unless taken by 
force The bomb was believed to be a way to stop them 
without major losses " 

On Aug 14, Japan finally surrendered Ahlquist said 
another bomb could have been dropped on Tokyo if they 
had waited four more days 

Today we have 50,000 nuclear warheads, possibly MN 



And just which countries have the bomb now is 
information that's kept top secret by our government, 
Ahlquist said. 

But the scientists who pioneered the bomb never could 
have imagined the magnitude of the effects their work 
would have on the world. Ahlquist said they were even 
surprised by the power produced in the first atomic 
detonation-four times greater than their calculations had 
preuu tea 

"The bomb may have lessened the threat of war because 
of the horrible consequences of using it," Kemper said 
"Today should be a sobering experience to remember that 
we can do some terrible things and to strive not to do 
them." 

Elaine Roberts, director of Tallahssee Peace Coalition, 
said we should never forget that the bombs are there and 
the dangerous potential they possess 

"I think it's a day to be marked and remembered," 
Roberts said "It's a day people should take stock and 
think about what national security means and the price 
we must pay It's more than just bombs— it's our peace 
of mind "

While legislators were busy hearing testimony in 
the rarified atmosphere of the Capitol building, 
advocates of choice and abortion restrictions 
carried on their own debates outside. This 
particular altercation nearly came to blows 
before police stepped in to separate the factions. 
No violence was reported. The committee 
meetings were much quieter as lawmakers 
listened to testimony and voted down proposals 
that would further restrict abortions in Florida. 



Bills begin failing in committee meetings

While both sides of the abortion issue marched, 
protested and waved their signs. Florida's legislators got 
down to business Tuesday and planned the demise of a 
handful of proposals designed at limiting access to 
abortions 

And as support for what may have been Gov Bob 
Martinez' saving grace— new regulations for abortion 
clinics— appeared to crumble Tuesday evening, lawmakers 
speculated that they may wrap up the special session no 
later than Thursday morning 

The first round defeat for anti abortionists and Martinez 
came in Tuesday's Senate Health and Rehabilitative 
Services Committee, where lawmakers struck down a 
handful of bills designed to restrict abortion in Florida 

The Senate HRS Committee killed bills for a seven day 
waiting period for abortions, prohibition of public funding 
for public facilities that perform abortions, and requiring 
viability testing for 20 week old fetuses After senators 



heard testimony from both sides on the issue every bill 
went down by a 9 3 vote, with Republicans Lincoln Diaz 
Balart. John Grant and William Bankhead dissenting. 

A fourth bill that would have allocated money to set up 
a state adoption center lost because senators who agreed 
with the concept of the bill said it was a bad time to 
consider it 

Sen. Eleanor Weinstock iD West Palm Beach i, chairman 
of the committee, lived up to an earlier promise that no 
hills would survive her committee. 

Grant, the Tampa state senator who sponsored all three 
bills, said he was glad Gov Martinez had given lawmakers 
the chance to debate the issue But he said the final vote 
should have come on the Senate floor 

"It's an issue that's not going away," Grant said " I 
think the majority of people support the legislation that 
was defeated today I think it's a terrible shame that this 
has been killed in committee when it should been voted 
nn the floor where everyone would have had to stand up 
and be counted ." 



What appeared to be Martinez' and the anti abortionists' 
one trump card quickly evaporated Tuesday as both sides 
were unwilling to reach a compromise. 

Senators, including Senate President Bob Crawford <D 
Winter Haven), initially appeared willing to allow new 
abortion clinic regulations to make it out of committee 
and on to the floor 

But the deal fell apart when anti abortionists refused 
to refrain from trying to attach "pro life'' amendments 
to the bill once it would make its way to the floor 

"No one on this (HRS) committee was willing to work 
a deal to allow something to go on," Grant said "That's 
a one-sided deal A deal has to cut two ways." 

Despite setbacks, anti abortionists promised to press on. 

"1 would be open to all options but at this time we 
are not planning to make any concessions," said Florida 
Right to Life President Ken Connor "As long as they have 
not dropped the handkerchief and called sine die, there 
is still a 



Abortion issue causes rifts among believers

George Callahan and Brant Copeland 
never met during Tuesday's abortion 
turmoil, but the two Presbyterian 
ministers clearly were thinking about 
people like each other during the day 

At a memorial service early in the 
morning that commemorated the 19HK 
burial of fetal remains at a local cemetery. 
Callahan bitterly denounced the "sin and 
blasphemy" of religious leaders who 
support abortion rights 

Later in the day. at a religious service 
that backed abortion rights, Copeland 
warned that abortion foes who make their 
case in the name of religion threaten to 
undermine religious freedom m the United 
States 

The comments at the two religious events 
underscored the conflict over abortion that 
has rocked the religious community -both 
this week in Tallahassee and throughout 
the country during recent years 

"This thing could become a religious 
war," said the Rev Richard Bailor, the 
minister of Coral Gables Congregational 
Church who spoke at the abortion rights 
service 

Many of Tallahassee's evangelical 
i feature the slogan Choose Ufe- 
K.lls" on their marquees this 



week But five local clergy spoke at the 
abortion rights service 

Monday's anti abortion events brought 
together Catholic and evangelical 
Protestants who have a tradition of 
mistrust, and yet Catholic Grandmas for 
Choice" marched in Tuesday's abortion 
rights parade 

Each side questioned the motivations of 
the other, and each cited Biblical passages 
to support its views. 

Callahan brought the memorial service 
at Roseland Cemetery near Waverly Hills 
to a close by having fetal remains allegedly 
retrieved from outside a health clinic 
brought forward for the worshipers and the 
television cameras to see. 



He saved a parting blow for those who 
had organized the abortion rights service 

"We will not stand for those who take the 
word of God and blaspheme it," Callahan 
declared 

After the service, Callahan said that 
"there is no religious logic for the abortion 
rights position and cited passages in 
Psalms, Genesis and the Gospels to support 
his position. 

"Either it's the word of God or it s a lie," 
he said 

Callahan argued that Christians who 
back abortion rights do so for "political and 



financial.' not religious, reasons 

Mike Hamblen, an Ocala contractor in 
Tallahassee for anti abortion activities, 
said he thinks ministers may set up "pro 
choice" churches to make money off of 
people who back abortion rights for 
"secular" reasons. 

"They want to accomodate the people. " 
Hamblen said "A lot of people want to go 
to church for outward appearances " 

But Copeland, who helped organize the 
afternoon service that took place at his own 
church. Tallahassee's First Presbyterian 
Church, argued that the 18 clergy who 
spoke did so out of " religious conviction 

"Those who support further restrictions 
(on abortion i do not have a corner on 
morality," Copeland told the worshipers 
Bailor said Americans' traditional 
concern for "individuality" has strong 
religious roots Heather McVoy. a 
ministerial candidate who also spoke at the 
service, said there is no clear statement on 
abortion in the Bible She cited an Old 
Testament passage that she said suggests 
abortion was not considered equivalent to 
murder 

Copeland warned that anti abortion 
advocates have put "constitutional 
guarantees for the free exercise of religion" 
in jeopardy 

"The pro life position originates from the 



conception that life, morally speaking, 
begins at conception," Copeland said "The 
vast majority of religious people don't share 
that conception The agenda (of the anti 
abortion forces) is to enforce their theology, 
m the form of law, on everyone." 

"This is democracy— not a religious 
theocracy," added Bailor. 

Others at the service said anti-abortion 
figures are really after "power," and 
"man made religion" has created rules to 
control women " 

Callahan and Copeland represent 
opposite poles in a debate that has 
increasingly gripped the "main line" 
Protestant denominations -in their case, 
the Presbyterian Church U.S.A. 

Callahan and his wife, Bonnie Callahan, 
have been active in the "Presbyterians for 
Life" faction that has challenged the 
denomination's overall abortion rights 
position 

But Bonnie Callahan said that they have 
made little headway with the "liberals" in 
the denomination, and their church, the 
1,800 member "pro life" New Covenant 
Presbyterian Church in Fort Lauderdale, 
may leave the denomination 

"I'd sooner be an atheist than believe (the 
denomination's view)," 
Callahan

The rape victim who finds herself on 
trial rather than her assailant is often the 
victim of misconceptions that exist about 
rape, according to Patricia Martin, 
professor of sociology at Florida State 
University.

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Exhibit explores the ritual of art 



Dogon warrior

No one knows exactly where the Dogon people came 
from or when they settled in the rocky region aouth of 
the Niger Creek in the Republic of Mali. But their 
settlement in that harsh environment led to the 
development of an art form which influenced modern 
artists such as Picasso and has been the focus of an 
exhibit at the Metropolitan Museum in New York. 
Portions of a similar exhibit are now showing at Florida 
State's University Gallery. 

You would think that transporting the art thousands 
of miles from the context in which it was created would 
lessen it's impact. After all, the average person tends 
to view art as an aesthetic creation apart from the 
culture in which it was created. 

However, the Art of the Dogon, currently showing at 
the University Gallery, resists being viewed as art for 
arts' sake And for good reason 

First of all. the exhibit is composed of art objects which 
the Dogon use in rituals. Second, Hans Guggenheim, who 
owns the collection, was painstaking in his efforts to 
preserve the cultural integrity of the artwork 

In the brochure accompanying the exhibit, 
Guggenheim explains how he was exposed to Dogon art 
while in New York in 1958 

"At that time I had no image of the area where the 
Dogon lived and their sculpture appeared to me like all 
the other works of art I wag studying: as disembodied 
slides or at best, as isolated objects in the glass cases of 
the Museum of Primitive Art 



"Still, I saw in the elongated and ascetic forms of the 
Great Dogon couples and Nommo Sculptures the works 
of the mannerists of Africa, the El Grecos of an unknown 
world inspired by a religious passion as flaming as that 
of the Counter reformation " 

Guggenheim went to Mali shortly after his initial 
exposure, becoming intimately involved with the Dogon 
people. "I no longer saw in Dogon art an analogy to a 
European art form," he writes, "but began to view it as 
a totally different aesthetic related to the harsh and 
rocky environment of which it was born." 

Besides that harsh and rocky environment, Dogon art 
was also shaped by a philosophy which "acknowledges 
the never-ending struggle between the Nommo, the God 
of water and the pale fox, Yourougou, the spirit of 
drought." 

Out of necessity, the Dogon have a symbiotic 
relationship with the earth; they are attuned to the 
earth's rhythms And surviving the uncertainty of this 
rhythm, as Guggenheim writes, " makes the 
planning for the future the condition for survival. No 
wonder the reduction of uncertainty has become a 
dominant theme in Dogon art and culture, the purpose 
of many rituals and a focus of their ingenious 
technology." 

The members of society responsible for the "reduction 
of uncertainty" are the village smiths, the people who 
create the tools with which the land is farmed. The 
are both feared and honored; their ability to

Robert Frost, the poet, spoke of man's relationship to 
nature and people. Robert Frost, the Florida A&M 
offensive lineman, speaks of man's relationship to a 
defensive lineman-and how to turn him into a pancake. 

Frost realizes that he shares his name with a literary 
figure-people remind him enough-but he just tries to 
concentrate on being a football player. 

"I hear that (being compared to the poet) everyday I'm 
thinking of changing my name to something weird," 
Frost said "I'm just a hard nosed player on the field and 
a nice guy off it." 

The fact that Frost, a 6 2, 255 pound junior, is even 
on the field is amazing He suffered a herniated disc in 
his back at birth, the same type of injury that forced 
former NFL star LeRoy Selmon to retire and is 
threatening the Washington Redskins' Doug William's 
career as well 

But Frost continues on without anything to ease the 
pain No pills, no shots, no wraps. But he still blocks with 
authority and gives everything on every play, all in an 
effort to change people's minds. 

"When I first got here I had the reputation of being 
lazy and not being able to take pain," Frost said "Now 
I'm taking a little pain and hopefully I'm changing 
people's altitude about me " 

He's certainly got Rattlers Coach Ken Riley's 
attention 

"If they gave an award for the most courageous player, 
he would win it," Riley said "He's a very heroic player. 
He plays every game very hard." 

And as an offensive lineman, playing hard has a 
different meaning than it might to other players He's 
never caught a touchdown pass He's never run for a 
touchdown and he's never kicked a winning field goal 
But he takes pride in knowing that he has helped cause 
those kinds of things. 

"If I throw the key blocks that allow a running back 
to gain over a hundred yards, then I'm happy," Frost 
said "Also, if the quarterback doesn't get sacked or 
completes over fifty per cent of his passes then I know 
I did a good job " 

He also enjoys putting a defensive lineman flat on his

back or. as th»' offensive linemen like to call it, turn him 
into a "pancake '" 

"I average about three pancakes a game." Frost said 
"I'm outsized almost every game, but the bigger thev 
are the harder they fall "

Ragans spent the last two years watching both Shiver 
and Alphonso Williams set the example at strong safety 
Now, Ragans is the head man and flashing many signs 
that he took good notes. His hard-hit tackling ability has 
been compared to that of Shiver, who is reknowned for 
his earth-shaking stops. 

"Just being in the same sentence with (Shiver) is good 
enough," Ragans said 

However, Ragans remains somewhat in the shadow of 
the rest of the Seminoles' defensive backfield 
Cornerback LeRoy Butler is the star, safety Dedrick 
Dodge isn't far behind, and cornerback Errol McCorvey 
gets a lot of eyes just because he's a freshman and 
because he's filling former All American Deion Sanders' 
spot But the silent Ragans believes in the team concept

Ragans is still developing quite a bit as a player With

said "He's not a flyer (4 6 in the 40-yard dash), but he 
seems to have instinct Sometimes I'd rather have that." 

Success is one thing, but enjoying it is the important 
part Ragans has no problem with this, but he feels a 
lot of sorrow that his mother is somewhat missing out. 
Growing up with her by his aide at nearly every sporting 
event he competed in, a stroke she suffered in 1987 has 



confined her to a wheelchair and left her unable to go 
to most of the Seminoles games. 

"In high school she was always at everything," said 
Ragans, who also played prep baseball and basketball. 
"There would only be two or three mothers at a game, 
but I knew she would be one of them. She even rode the 
bus on the long road trips. And knowing you can't look 
up and see her there now, its pretty tough." 

Ragans remembers other times he had with his close 
knit family. Being the only brother of four older sisters, 
Ragans has tales of many learning experiences Most of 
them center around his sisters' physical prowess nearly 
rivaling his own. 

"They used to play tackle football with some of the 
neighbors. They were bad cookies," Ragans said. "They 
used to double team me sometimes That kind of slowed 
down when I got older " 

Now, Ragans is developing many relationships that 
come with football. One of those is with Andrews, who 
has a hand in keeping Ragans' concentration up when 
playing 

"He's real strict. He's an aggressive coach, but I 
wouldn't want to play for anyone else," Ragans said. "I 
get out there sometimes and I'm lackadaisical and lazy 
and he makes you work." 

Ragans plans after he gets a criminology degree and 
finishes out his eligibility as a football player are just 
another reflection of his laid-back style 

"Right now I don't really have any long-term plans," 
Ragans said. "Just do the best I can while I'm here. I'll 
look into it when I get there."

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind -Baseball fans should savor 
the World Series between San Francisco and Oakland 
because a Purdue University professor says it could be 
the last major leagus game for some time. 

A strike or lockout at the beginning of the 1990 season 
is likely, said professor James Dworkin, associate dean 
of Purdue's Krannert School of Management. Dworkin 
has done extensive research on unionism in professional 
sports, and he wrote a book in 1981 called "Owners 
Versus Players: Baseball and Collective Bargaining." 

"There are a number of reasons why I'm not optimistic 
we'll have major league baseball next spring," Dworkin 
said. "First of all, the contract between the playerB and 
the owners expires Dec 31 of this year, and there has 
been no earnest bargaining to date. 

"That presents a real problem, because the main three 
issues-salary arbitration, free agency and drug 
testing-are very problematic, and they don't involve 
easy solution. It will take some hard work at the 
bargaining table to 1 



Baseball owners are concerned with the escalating 
costs of player salaries, brought on largely by the advent 
of free agency and salary arbitration. 

Free agency has allowed players to market their 
services rather than being bound to one team. Dworkin 
said the average salary of a major league player has gone 
from $29,000 in 1970 to $513,730-pushing the average 



team payroll over $12.3 million annually. 

A player becomes eligible for salary arbitration when 
he has played in the league for three years. If the player 
is unhappy with his team's offer, he can enter 
arbitration, in which team and player submit a figure 
to an arbitrator. The arbitrator must then choose one 
figure; a compromise is not allowed.

No action taken as special session shuts down early

Florida legislators dealt Gov. Bob 
Martinez and other abortion opponents a 
stinging blow Wednesday when both 
houses adjourned without passing any of 
the governor's proposed restrictions. 

Anti-abortion leaders knew early in the 
day that their cause was doomed after the 
Senate Committee on Health Care rejected 
all of the restrictive proposals under its 
consideration by significant margins. 

"Sweet victory," proclaimed former 
National Organization for Women 
president Eleanor Smeal immediately after 
the lawmakers concluded the session "We 
needed a victory We have had too many 
defeats." 

Sen. Dick Langley (R-Clermont) made a 
last minute effort on the Senate floor to 
salvage a clinic regulation bill killed earlier 
by the health care committee Martinez and 
key anti abortion lawmakers had viewed 
clinic restrictions as the only area where 
they might gain any ground. 

But senators denied Langley s motion to 
resurrect the bill in a 22-18 vote, just short 
of the twc^thirds majority needed to 
consider it on the floor. They did agree to 



form a committee to see if further 
restrictions are necessary. 

Indications that lawmakers would not 
advance abortion legislation to the House 



and Senate floors came as early as Tuesday, 
when Sen. Jeanne Malchon (D St. 
Petersburg) broke off attempts to establish 
a compromise that would allow clinic

restrictions to pass out of her health care 
committee 

The rift resulted when Florida Right to 
Life President Ken Connor failed to assure 
Malchon that his forces would not attempt 
to sabotage the bills by tacking on hostile 
amendments once they were on the Senate 
floor 

"These legislators have laughed in the 
face of the majority of Floridians," Connor 
said, vowing to see to it that pro-choice 
legislators are voted out of office "What 
this is going to show other states is that the 
Legislature in Florida is very cynical." 

Connor said he will pursue an 
amendment to Florida's constitution as a 
last resort to restrict abortion in Florida. 
The amendment would override the right 
to privacy statute But House Speaker Tom 
Gustafson (D-Ft Lauderdale), in a mid-day 
conference with Senate President Bob 
Crawford (D- Winter Haven), dismissed the 
constitutional amendment idea as unlikely. 

"A right, having been established, is not 
easily removed," he said.

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Tempers flare over TCC parking I Seminole Gulf

Florida Stale University students often complain about 
parking woes on campus, but at Tallahassee Community 
College, where two public safety officers have been hit 
by angry drivers this year, it's gotten downright 
dangerous. 

Students at Tallahassee Community College say the 
problem is caused by thick congestion during rush hour 
in the main campus parking lot, and that the problem 
could be solved with more exits on Appleyard Drive. 

But school officials more students should start making 
use of other parking areas and exits on campus. 

"When I leave class it takes 20 minutes to get out," 
said Jeff Johnson, a student at TCC. "When people leave, 
it gets congested. They need to open up more spaces going 
out." 

The one way Appleyard Drive entrance on the east side 
of the parking lot is the focus of many students' 
complaints. Johnson said the entrance-which until 1988 
was also an exit— should be made two-way. The fact that 
it's there, and that a security guard is posted to keep 
students from using the drive as an exit, is aggravating, 
he said 

"It just makes you mad, frustrates you," Johnson said 
"They should at least make half of it an exit " 

But TCC spokesperson Jim Nash said the only parking 
problem at TCC is that many students either don't know 
about, or for some other reason fail to use, other exits 
leading from campus 

According to Tom Hanna, vice president for 
administrative services at TCC, the school's front 
parking lot has approximately 1,260 parking spaces. The 
school has a total of 2,000 spaces altogether, he said 

"We believe there is adequate parking (on campusi," 
said Nash. "It's a matter of students learning on their 
own that there are other exits. The Progress Drive exit 
is not used very much Eventually they will catch on " 

Charles Riley, TCC security director, told TCC's 
student newspaper the Talon that the school for years 
ha*, asked the City of Tallahassee to install a traffic light 
at the Appleyard Drive exit, but has been 1 
every time.

Frank Wanza, a security officer who is often posted at 
the one-way entrance, said injuries he received earlier 
this year, as well as those received by security director 
Riley in August, were the result of angry students who 
decided to use the entrance as an exit anyway. 

Riley injured his hand when an obstinate driver 
ignored Riley's instructions and gunned his car past the 
officer, striking Riley's arm and knocking him down 

A positive identification of the driver of the CMC 
pickup truck which struck Riley hasn't been released, 
and no arrests has been made in the case. 

"Students say there aren't enough exits," said Wanza, 
who bruised his leg trying to stop another car from 
leaving through the entrance. The driver who assaulted 
Wanza sped away before any witnesses could make a 
positive identification 

"The one-way was changed from an exit to an 
entrance," Wanza said, "but students don't want to abide 
by that If we're not (posted) there, they still want to go 
out that way." 

"I understand the frustration the students experience," 
Riley told the Taltm, following the Aug 31 incident 
"We're out there to prevent accidents, not cause 
frustration." 

Nash agreed that the incident was unfortunate. 

"Their job is to try to make things run smoothly, not 
make problems for anybody,'' Nash said. "They're out 
there to help."

Paige Carter -Smith, executive director of Florida Voice 
for Choice, predicted that even if some of the governor's 
proposals make their way to both houses, only the least 
restrictive will 



"Life begins at conception— that would be very stupid." 

Pro-choice activists said they did not expect the 
abortion session to promote such divisiveness between 
members of the Republican Party. 

"I find choice supporters everywhere," said Ruth Anck 
of the Florida Abortion Rights Action Council. "It's not 
surprising to find them hiding in the Republican Party " 

According to Anck, Republican female legislators were 
quick to entreat the governor not to call a special session 
on abortion because "abortion crosses party lines." 

Rep. Carol Hanson (R Boca Raton), one of the 
legislators who asked Martinez not to call the session, 
denied that the abortion issue has divided her party. 

"Even though some of us are pro-choice and some of 
us are pro-life, we have a strong committment to the 
party, and the unity of the party," Hanson said. 

Smeal suggested that moderate Republican legislators, 
like Hanson and Sen Marlene Woodson-Howard (R- 
Bradenton), may benefit from the session 

"I think it gives a shot in the arm to moderate 
Republicans," Smeal said. "I think moderate Republican 
women have decided to fight and take back their party."

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"If education has as its purpose ... the preparation of 
students for the world in which they are going to live, 
the multi-cultural component is necessary," he said. 

Although Jones is not a member of the faculty senate, 
he addressed the group at Wednesday's meeting in Moore 
Auditorium.

liberal studies, and others fear the classes will be too

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Apartments offer housing alternative

Building "student specific" apartments is only one 
reason for a move by the Tallahassee Community College 
Foundation board of directors to buy land near the school, 
said foundation administrator Stuart Abbey. 

"The decision is more than just for providing houses," 
Abbey said. "It's a hardnosed way of raising needed 
money for funding scholarship." 

At the foundation's Sept 26 meeting, the board passed 
a motion approving the purchase of Hunter's Ridge from 
Browning Properties of Palatka-a piece of land that lies 
adjacent to land added to the campus last year The 
project is estimated to cost $9 $10 million and would be 
financed by with the help of at 



Rob Browning, of Browning Properties, is project 
coordinator for Hunter's Ridge and will manage the 
apartments. He said he hoped the negotiations would be 
settled in October, and that building should begin on one 
hundred apartments in November. 

The units, he said, would be similar to those at the 
nearby apartment complex, The Gathering 

"These would be town home apartments," Browning 
said. "They'll be fully furnished, built specifically for 
college students." 

According to Abbey, the primary reason for buying the 
land and building student apartments would be to raise 
money for buying equipment, materials and facilities for 
the school not covered by normal state funding. Buying 
the land is a good investment in other ways too, he said 
i the long term and we're banking 



land," Abbey said. "(TCC) is growing 15 percent every 
year. Twenty years from now the college may need that 
land," he said. 

Abbey explained that community colleges in Florida 
are technically forbidden to own dorm housing, but that 
the foundation is a separate entity from the school's 
board of trustees and is able to have the apartments built 
privately. The land would be purchased with the help 
of a tax-free bond issue. Abbey said. 

According to Browning the new apartments would 
house two students to a room and would include a 
kitchen area, a living area and a bathroom The student 
apartment concept, he said, has only recently made its 
way to Tallahassee. 

"It's a modern concept that started in California, and 
has progressed to Florida," he said. 

TCC President Jim Hinson said one advantage of this 
project is that it allows students at TCC to come to college 
without bringing cars. That would ease TCC's parking 
situation in 1 
rises.

The student apartment concept, he said, has only 
recently made its way to Tallahassee. 

Hinson said projects such as these initiated by the 
foundation— a group of twenty three citizens from the 
three counties served by TCC -are important to the 
school. 

"They're in the business of being a support 
organization for TCC," Hinson said. "They raise money 
to carry out their mission of supporting the college."

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Computer problems delay controversial shuttle launch

A malfunction in one of three engine computers has 
delayed the scheduled Thursday launch of the shuttle 
Atlantis until early next week 

"We're looking at a 50 50 chance of a possible launch 
for Tuesday," said NASA Spokesman Ed Medal "We 
should have a final decision by Saturday." 

Medal said the entire component will be replaced to 
ensure the safety of the crew and mission The task 
shouldn't delay the launch very long. Medal said. 

According to United Press International, the delay 
comes after an attempt by anti nuclear activists to get a 
temporary restraining order to halt the launch. Activist* 
claim the Atlantis is carrying a payload that poses a 



potential health hazard in the event of a ChallengerUWe 
mishap. 

U.S. District Court Judge Oliver Gasch rejected the call 
for a restraining order on Tuesday, allowing the mission 
to continue as scheduled. 

Medal said the shuttle has the Galileo space probe on 
board, along with 50 pounds of plutonium 238 used to 
power the probe's activities. The threat of radioactive 
material being scattered about in an Atlantis explosion 
it what has the activist* worried 

"It's not the bomb material— so it's not going to blow 
up," said Kirby Kemper, professor of physics at Florida 
.State University. "I really don't think anything will 
happen They probably have a shield to protect it from 



being ruptured. Planes have crashed with atomic bombs 
in them and the bombs remained intact." 

The main purpose of the five man Atlantis crew is to 
launch the $1.4 billion Galileo probe safetly into space, 
Medal said. Galileo, a self-propelled exploratory craft, is 
designed for a thorough examination of Jupiter and its 
moons-including a probe that will be dropped into the 
planet's atmosphere. 

Despite the attempts of activists to put an end to the 
most ambitious interplanetary exploration mission to date, 
NASA will continue as planned-without any hard 
feelings, either. Medal said.

The shocking truth about storms

Lightning! 

Florida is the lightning capitol of the U.S. It has more 
storms than any state, averaging 70 days of storms per 
year. And it also has the highest number of fatalities 
due to lightning. 

Jon Ahlquist, professor of meteorology at Florida State 
University, said lightning has generated some pretty 
frightening statistics. 

Ahlquist said that at any given time around the world, 
there are 2,000 thunderstorms in progress Since | single 
storm can generate 100 megawatts of power before it 
fizzles, all the storms in progress right now are producing 
several hundred billion watts of electricity. 

Just one bolt of lightning has over a million volts of 
electricity at 10,000 amps In a split second, 5,000 
kilowatt hours of electrical energy are released, Ahlquist 
said It heats the air around it up to a blistering 60,000 
degrees Fahrenheit. The surface temperature of the sun, 
at 12,000 degrees Fahrenheit, is paltry in comparison. 

Ben Franklin never realized just how dangerous his 
fascination with lightning was. but he was flirting with 
disaster Ahlquist said that the year after the venerable 
scientist performed his historical kite experiment, a man 
died trying to duplicate the results. So it might be a good 
idea to keep those kites inside when it's storming. 

Lightning is nothing to be trifled with, Ahlquist said 
It kills 100 to 200 people every year-even more if you 
want to include the fatalitieg from the 10,000 fires that 
lightning starts annually Lightning is also responsible 
for $50 million in timber that's destroyed each year. 
Ahlquist said lightning forms when clouds become

precipitation inside them. Water molecules become 
ionized, or seperated into positive and negative pieces, 
and occupy different regions of the cloud. 

When the charge difference between two points is great 
enough to overcome the resistance, a bolt of lightning 
can leap across the gap Ahlquist said lightning can 
travel miles between origin and destination which can 
be within the cloud, cloud tr>ground or cloud to-cieud 

The flash we perceive as one bolt is actually a 
succession of quick strokes about 50 milliseconds apiece 

Thunder results when the superheated air around the 
bolt expands rapidly, pushing compression waves of 
sound thai we hear as thunder Ahlquist said sound 
travels at about 1,000 feet per second, so every five 
seconds between flash and thunder is roughly a mile. 

"Considering how far lightning can travel, it's not safe 
to be outside even when a storm is far away,' Ahlquist 
said. "If you can hear thunder, you're close enough to 
be struck by lightning."

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Potter draws 
spirits out of clay

Curtis Tucker turned 50 in September, but still 
considers himself a growing child. Like a child he gives 
boundless energy and imagination to his life and art. But 
the innocence of his intellectual and spiritual curiosity 
is complemented by the learning of a rich and full 
lifetime. 

From his childhood home of Lubbock, Texas, to San 
Diego, Chicago, L.A., Miami and finally Tallahassee, 
Tucker has followed the call to experience life at its 
fullest and learn from it all that he can He even credits 
his hometown, laughing as he says, "I learned a lot there 
I learned not to go back to Lubbock!" 

Always pursuing the arts, Tucker was a musician and 
a painter before becoming a full time ceramics sculptor 
in the mid-70's when he and his wife, fellow potter. 
Yvonne Edwards Tucker came to Tallahassee. Trained 
as a meteorologist during his service in the Air Force, 
Tucker finds science and art to be complimentary 
disciplines and draws on his experience in both to create 
and explain his sculptures. 

Art and science are really the same, artists just tend 
to have more freedom," Tucker said "The best artists 
are scientists and the world's greatest thinkers are 
artists. Historically, understanding the i 
of clay was the first science of man." 

Tucker throws his clay on the wheel using this 
combination of art, science and life Just as the wind we 
can t see shapes the air and moves the trees. Tucker 
creates his art following an invisible but not untouchable 
spirit or inspiration. 

"I occupy the invisible space of the wind, the 
atmosphere which has a soul and a feeling," he 
explained "If you follow that and throw a pot from the 
inside, the outside takes care of itself That's the spirit 
of the vessel." 

Seeing a sampling of Tucker's work at the 621 Gallery, 
it's apparent that these ideas are at work for him The 
outsides of his vessels are clearly well taken care of The 
lines are clean and elegant with classic beauty and 
Tucker s mastery of technical skills is impressive The 
surfaces of the pieces show his vivid imagination and the 
wide range of his experience. 

"When Jesus Christ was asked about life He said, 'Go 
down to the potter and he can tell you about life,' Tucker 
said. "You understand life when you work with clay,

when you work intimately with creating art." 

The small vase entitled "Roller Coaster" is a look at 
the life of fish Inspired by a dive in Bimini, this 
whimsical piece is covered with fish riding up and down 
over the invisible currents of the water. 

More serious in mood is "The Wall", a piece whose 
classic lines and soothing colors initially belie its 
message At closer inspection the cream colored glaze 
appears cracked and aging like an ancient wall Slashes 
of blue glaze are the sky, barely glimpsed through the 
wall's openings Tucker explains, "It's the Berlin Wall, 
but really it's any wall that stops people from living." 

Tucker was introduced to his love of ceramic sculpture 
by another great love of his life, his wife Yvonne The 
two met at a dance during her undergraduate studies 
at the University of Illinois when Tucker was a 
meteorologist with the Air Force He started teasing 
about her best friend's reticence to dance with his best 
friend 

"Her first words to me were, 'Negro, are you crazy?,'' 
he said "Right then I forgot about everyone and we just

Sculptors take over 621 Gallery

Square's 621 Gallery is undergoing yet 
another change, but this time it's not the interior decor 
being redesigned but the interior management David 
Crook, the former director, recently left town to pursue 
other interests. He turned his position over to two 
sculptor friends, Rick Batton, who originally opened the 
gallerv. and Deborah LaGrasae. who taught sculpture 
at Florida State. 

Even though LaGrasse and Batton agree that two 
heads will be better than one, UGrasse said. "Right now 
we're in a period of change We're learning to work 
together." 

There is an interesting story behind the present 
arrangement at the gallery Batton is returning to 621 
after leaving in '82 for personal reasons During that 
time, the gallery remained relatively unused until Crook 
took over as director When Crook left, he asked Batton 
to resume his original position and he asked LaGrasse 
because she "just seemed like a natural choice." Even 
though the two are both old friends of Crook's, they never 
officially met until this month 

Despite their relative unfamiliarity with one another, 
Batton and LaGrasse have worked out an agreement. 
LaGrasae will take over the public relations work, while

' is happy with her new position, but she does 
want to expand some of Crook's methods 

"For example," she said, "David never solicited shows, 
but I have begun to send press releases to radio and 
television stations along with the ones already going out 
to local papers like the Tallahaat$ee Democrat and the 
Florida Flambeau" . 

Until now the gallery has been reserved mainly for 
local artists, but LaGrasse plans to extend invitations 
to artists in other areas. 

Batton agrees with the idea, adding one of his own 
"I would like to develop a kind of exchange program 
between 621 and other nearby galleries in which each 
gallery will send artists to display at the other." 

According to LaGrasse, "People in Gainesville are 
already interested in the idea." 

Batton's side of the deal involves curating shows and 
setting up the gallery "That in itself," he said, "is an 
enormous amount of work." 

Apparently luck is on his side, because people have 
been coming to the gallery in increasing numbers to 
volunteer their time. This too is new because Crook never 
dealt with volunteers Batton, however, is enthusiastic 
about involving them

started talking about 
everything ...life, art."

Bad Brains would have confused Karl Marx. 
The man who penned "religion is the opiate of the 
masses" wouldn't know whether to admit that the 
relentless RastafarianB are angry proletariats, imbibed 
and fired up rather than sedated with the spirit of Jah, 
or to denounce them as good punks gone astray. 

And their new album Quickness would only confuse 
him even more. 

With Quickness, Bad Brains have taken the hard 
driving, heavy-metal sound of 85's / Against I further, 
making Living Colour sound like the Bangles. With 
intricate breaks and throbbing guitar and baas pumping 
in unison, Bad Brains convey the spirit of Jah with an 
intensity that reggae has never approached; imagine 
Metallica doing "Let Jah be Praised " 

The voice of Bad Brains' frontman H.R adds to the 
intense spiritual high. On their first release, Banned in 
DC, H.R. is listed on the album credits as "Throat," 
and for good reason. Shrieking, moaning, growling and 
chanting with feverish excitement. H.R. leaves the 
listener with no doubt that he is wholly consumed by 
the spirit. One can barely avoid flopping to the floor like

Back then, in the golden age of hardcore, Bad Brains' 
juxtaposition of punk and reggae worked. The Clash and 
Bob Marley were the first to see that the two philosophies 
are very similar.

Evicted student says her 
speech rights were violated 



UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

NEW HAVEN, Conn-A student 
evicted from her University of 
Connecticut dormitory because other 
students took offense at a perceived anti 
social sign on her door has sued the 
university, charging her First 
Amendment rights were violated, officials 
said Wednesday. 

Nina Wu, 20, a junior at UConn in 
Storrs, charged she was being "punished 
for engaging in pure speech" in the suit 
Tiled this week in U.S. District Court in 
New York 

"I have been subject to stigma 
associated with having been expelled from 
UConn dormitory housing and have been 
made to fear engaging in any open or 
robust discussions on topics that may be 
sensitive or controversial," Wu said in the 
suit. 

The psychology major was evicted and 
barred from campus dining halls after two 
students complained about a sign Wu 
posted on her room door in 1988, the 
lawsuit said. 

The sign identified four categories of 
people— "people who are welcome," 
"people who are tolerated," "people who 
are unwelcome'* and "people who are shot 



on sight." 

The students' written complaints said 
they were offended by the definitions in 
the last category, including "homos," 
"bimbos," "preppies," "men without chest 
hair" and "drunk skunks at 2:30 a.m.,' 
court papers said 

Wu said she posted the sign in 1988 
with "clearly ridiculous references." She 
said the sign was typical of the antics of 
college dormitory life. 

Wu denied using the word "homos" but 
asked the court to assume she did for 
purposes of the free speech case 

Wu said she and other students are now 
wary of what they say and write at the 
school. 

The suit seeks a court order reinstating 
Wu's right to live in student housing and 
to use campus dining facilities. Wu also 
is seeking unspecified monetary damages. 

UConn spokesman Richard Veilleux 
said the school would not comment on the 
suit in line with federal law that prohibits 
colleges from commenting on student 
disciplinary matters

FSU lands a 
super grant for 
superconductors

Researchers at the Center for Materials 
Research and Technology (MARTECHl at 
Florida State University have a super project 
they're working on they claim could have a 
dramatic effect on the world 

The super project is in superconductivity, 
a phenomenon that occurs when special 
conduits are chilled to very low 
temperatures, allowing electricity to travel 
through them without any loss of power. 

"You can think of it as the state when 
materials will carry electrical current 
without any resistance," said Bill Moulton, 
director of MARTECH "Absolutely no 
resistance at all." 

Moulton said that in standard conduits, 
like copper wires, electrical energy is lost to 
resistance as it travels through the wire The 
energy is dissipated in the form of heat. 
Moulton said That's why live wires feel 
warm 

The electrons in the metal don't work 
together as they pass through the wire, so 
they tend to bump into one another, Moulton 
said These collisions create heat which is 
measured as resistance 

But in superconducting conduits, Moulton 
said, something special happens when the 
temperature gets to just a few degrees above 
absolute zero < 450 degrees Fahrenheit), the 
point at which molecular activity stops In 
a superconductor, the electrons travel in 
pairs and don't bump into each other 

Moulton said electrical transmission in a 
superconductor is so perfect that a closed 
circuit would continue to circulate energy for 
eternity -provided the superconducting state 
was maintained 

"It's a whole new phenomenon," said Loui- 
Testardi, professor of physics at FSU and 
member of MARTECH "The

The problems facing the practical use of 
superconductivity stem from the incredibly low 
temperatures the materials must be chilled to before the 
miracle happens Moulton said recent breakthroughs 
with ceramic materials have produced the "hottest" 
results to date— around 120 degrees Kelvin or 210

The governor was squirming. 

Appearing on NightUne, Bob Martinez struggled to maintain his 
composure while Ted Koppel Tired repeated questions concerning 
his knowledge of the political process. But it didn't work. 

While the nation watched, Martinez' claim of victory in the 
special session rang hollow. The governor can crow till he's blue 
in the face, but the bottom line is that no legislation passed, and 
in retrospect Martinez looks even more the fool. 

When the U.S. Supreme Court ruled on the Webster case, the 
governor— who once lobbied in favor of state abortion funding- 
figured he would take the opportunity to jump on the conservative 
bandwagon and turn a hot issue to his advantage. Instead, he 
seriously misjudged the will of the people and showed his ignorance 
of politico in the process. 

Rather than scoring points, Martinez repeatedly dropped the ball 
as he tried to make the Legislature bend to his will and impose 
the morals of a few on the public at large When Senate President 
Bob Crawford and House Speaker Tom Gustafson met with the 
governor and told him legislators were not ready to consider 
abortion restrictions, he didn't listen. When surveys showed the 
public favored choice, he didn't listen. When polls revealed that 
there weren't enough votes to pass anti-abortion legislation, he 
didn't listen.

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Survey says multiple disabilities prevalent in Florida

While many think the blind only have to deal with an 
inability to see, and that deaf people only have to cope with 
an inability to hear, a recent survey conducted by the 
Florida State University Center for the Study of 
Population indicates that is not the case 

Part of a Florida's response to a Congressional mandate 
requiring an analysis of government funded programs for 
the developmentally disabled, the survey found that 50 
percent of such people in Florida suffer from more than 
one disability. 

"At least half of the people we talked to have one 
physical and one mental disability," said Robert H. Weller, 
an FSU sociology professor and a principal investigator 
in the survey. 

Partly because not enough people realize how prevalent 
multiple disabilities are, the survey concludes, there are 
not enough services for Florida's developmentally 
disabled. 

"The report concludes that the services provided by the 
state are either inappropriate, or when appropriate, not 
extensive enough " Weller said. 

The center interviewed 320 people with developmental 
disabilities living in three counties-Dade, Hillsborough 
and Leon. The particular counties were chosen because 
they represent almost 25 percent of Florida's population. 

Weller defined developmental disabilities as chronic 
conditions that individuals develop before reaching 22 
years of age, which interfere with a person's ability to 
perform. Cerebral palsy, spinobifida, autism, mental 
retardation and epilepsy are included in the category 

The problem with multiple disabilities, explained 



Weller, is that they are often worse than the sum of their 
parts. 

"The problem with multiple disabilities is that they tend 
to be multiplicative rather than additive," Weller 
explained. "An example would be if you took an amount 
of gasoline that represented 30 units of energy and a 
match that was, say, five units of energy If you combine 
these two, do you get 35 units of energy or do you get 
something more? In the case of multiple disability, it's 
almost always something more." 

Weller said that the present "slot orientation" groups 
people by disability, which is not effective since each 
individual has unique problems. The result, in Weller's 
opinion, is a "tragic loas of potential" for the community 
and the individual. 

Another problem the survey found is a low level of 
independence among people with disabilities. Even though 
the survey used a liberal definition of "employment,"- 
including such activities as day care training— very few 
people interviewed were gainfully employed. 

Weller cited barriers ranging from inaccessible public 
buildings to social attitudes as the reasons for the lack

Elizabeth Murray, a counseling assistant with the 
state's Division of Blind Services, defended the Florida 
agencies that provide service, According to Murray, the 
division does what it can with the resources available. 



"If you're in a wheelchair, you can't work in a building 
with stairs and no elevator," Weller said. "That isn't fair 
to someone who is otherwise capable of working." 

Halie Nabi, of FSU's Disabled Student Services, 
suggested that skewed social priorities may be 
aggravating the situation. 

"I imagine you could take one or two Stealth bombers 
and make Tallahassee a pretty accessible place and still 
have change left over," said Nabi, refering to the large 
i spent on national defense "It all comes 



"Our budget is never as big as it needs to be to provide 
the services people need," Murray said. "Motivation of the 
clients to do some things on their own is a small problem 
sometimes, but the big one has always been money." 

Weller suggested that a broadening of horizons may 
help. 

"People are judged by what they can contribute to the 
welfare of the group," Weller continued. "We've exercised 
very little imagination in coming up with other ways 
people can be made to feel self worth, 
things beside the labor force?" 

According to the survey, Care Giver Support _ 
which handles services like family counseling and respite 
care, needed the most attention, with only 47 percent of 
those interviewed believing that they had received 
adequate services. Of Vocational Rehabilitation Services, 
only 51 percent felt they received the services they needed. 

Carolyn Lenczyk, senior management advisor for the 
Florida Developmental Disabilities Planning Council, said 
the survey corresponded to a policy analysis which 
reviewed current state policies dealing with 
developmental disability services Lenczyk said the 
planning council will compile a report to be sent to Gov. 
Bob Martinez and various state agencies. 

The report will be used as a source of recommended 
actions for the state planning of disability 



Abortion foes vow revenge at next special session

clinics, and vowed Crawford will be targeted for defeat in 
his campaign for commissioner of agriculture next year 

"We've known all along that Sen. Crawford was pro 
abortion What we didn't know was that he wan anti 



woman and anti health," Connor said during a news 
conference. 

Anti abortion organizations supported tighter 
regulations that Gov Bob Martinez said were necessary 
to protect the health and safety of women seeking 
abortions, 

Crawford did permit a floor vote on a motion to revive 
a regulation bill that was killed earlier Wednesday by a 
Senate committee The vote was 22 18, five votes short 
of the necessary two-thirds margin. 
Michelle McLawhorn, Crawford's spokeswoman, said 
is not opposed to additional clinic 



regulations if it is proven they are „ 

"He is opposed if they 're being passed during emotional 
witch hunts," she said. 

The House adjourned Wednesday without taking a floor 
vote, because House Speaker Tom Gustafson ignored 
members who tried a similar motion.

Those who never indulged in the pleasures of a late 
Sunday breakfast out and never sought a respite from 
the lunchtime fast food strip fare remained unshaken. 

But the disquieting rumors surrounding the recent 
change in ownership of Nature's Way restaurant had 
many faithful patrons wondering where their next 
banana bran pancake would come from. 

Not to worry Owners, both new and retiring, assure 
that no momentous changes are in the offing. 

"Why would I change," said new owner Jeff Makant, 
a recent Tallahassee transplant down from Illinois. 
"Robert's got a formula here that works." 

Makant said he loves the eclectic mix he sees among 
the restaurant's regulars 

"I wouldn't want to change the atmosphere at all-we 
have customers who are lawyers to massage therapists 
to yoga instructors," he said. "It's great." 

Robert Sorrenti, the departing owner of six years, is 
leaving the restaurant business among other reasons, 
to spend more time with his two children, ages five and 
seven. Although he still loves cooking and creating 
healthful dishes, he admits that restauranting is an 
"eight-day a week job," and that he needs a diversion 
at this point. 

"I've just reached a point of burn out; that happens in 
this business after awhile," Sorrenti explained. 
"Jeffs concept for format is the same as mine," the 



former owner assured. "Basically we offer healthy foods 
ranging from strict vegetarian to fish and chicken 
entrees But I draw the line at red meat." 

In an informal survey Sorrenti conducted at his 
restaurant, he found that less than 5 percent of his 
customers were strict vegetarians (excluding any milk, 
eggs or fish from their diets.) So his menu choices, while 
not ignoring the strict vegetarian, will remain geared 
to the indivi dual who wants to eat healthier but is not 
quite ready for the wholehearted leap to bulgar and tofu 
exclusivity. 

"We don't want to intimidate the health food novice," 
added Makant. 

Makant is also a free-lance photographer, and 
suggested some possible aesthetic changes to the 
restaurant down the line. But he was quick to add, "Of 
course, any changes are with an eye to retaining the 
intimate ambience customers have come to expect." 

The one change he does promise is more expedient 
service by increasing the waiting staff. 

Nature's Way currently offers dinners Monday thru 
Friday, with an all-you-can eat special featuring a 
different cuisine each night. Another idea Makant is 
playing with is a formal dining night once a week. 
"Maybe a Friday night seafood idea, something special- 
lobster and crab . .." Makant said.

King Sunny Ade doesn't usually play in dinky towns 
like Tallahassee It's just a fluke that locals will be able 
to catch him at the Moon Sunday night The king of 
Nigerian juju music is used to playing in big cities like 
New York There he made his debut appearance in 1983 
playing with his band The African Beats at the Beacon 
Theater 

That show put Ade on the map in America Before that, 
his talking drums, answer singers and maracas medley 
played to all night dance parties in Nigeria.

Ade has taken advantage of new technological 
innovations and has added synthesizers, a Hawaiian

This modern juju is multi layered Guitar riffs, drum 
noises and soothing voices blend together in rythmic 
patterns which sway along changing grooves The music 
dips, rolls then washes up against an audience,

Musicians combine ancient with new

Renaissance jazz— the very word 
combination compels one to raise 
her i-vebrows in curiosity. Whoever 
heard of jazz being played during 
the Renaissance? Actually, it 
wasn't, Renaissance jazz is a new 
musical concept created by Lauren 
Peloll'l Musique Company. Pelon 
and her (^musicians, Susan Paaeall 
and Fred Nusbaum, will be 
performing this new music 
Saturday night at the Monticello 
Opera House 

So what exactly is this 
Renaissance jazz? According to the 
Opera House's press release, it 
involves "using medieval and 
renaissance instruments to play 
contemporary music... It is a 
unique listening experience." 

And indeed it must be The trio's 
menagerie is composed of 30 
instruments, including medieval 
and renaissance winds and strings 
such as the recorder, guitar and 
lute, and more modernized 
instruments like the vibraphone 
and synthesizer. 

While Pelon herself concentrates 
mainly on the more ancient melody 
makers, Pascall and Nusbaum are 
more attuned to the modern 
According to Pelon, Pascall's 
specialty is the malle^controlled 
synthesizer, a modern invention 
made with rubber bars hooked up 
to a synthesizer She also plays the 



vibraphone, another mallet 
instrument that's similar to a 
xylophone, only larger and made 
with metal bars instead of wooden 

ones. 

Nusbaum's choices of instruments 
are a sort of combination of the old 
and the new. His custom designed 
five string cello bass, which can 
either be bowed or plucked, is so 
rare, he doesn't even know whether 
others exist. 

According to Pelon, the 
arrangements and compositions for 
these unusual ancient/modern 
ensembles are the company's own, 
although they are flavored here and 
there with some international 
influences, primarily Irish and 
South American. 

One piece they will be performing 
Saturday night is a Bach cello suite 
which has been rearranged for the 
vibraphone, electric cello bass 
recorder and scat singing Scat 
singing, used quite often in jazz, has 
to do with singing syllables rather 
than words— basically using the 
voice like an instrument 

The musicians will also be 
playing an original piece, "Eskimo 
Dancers," a song Pelon composed 
while living in Alaska 

Lauren Pelon's Musique 
Company's music spans from the 
eleventh century medieval period to 
the Renaissance And it doesn't stop 
there, it moves on from Baroque up 



to 19th-century English ballads 
popular in Scotland and Ireland 

Surprisingly, despite the musical 
talents (all three sing) these three 
performers possess, none have had 
any formal training other than 
studying music in college. 

"We've mainly learned through 
performing," says Pelon, who has 
been doing just that for the last 15 
years. She and Pascall met five 
yearg ago when they were both 
performing in Pelon's former group, 
"Banished Misfortune." 

Nusbaum, originally from 
Portland, Oregon, joined the 
company during a time when Pelon 
was looking for a cellist 
Apparently, he and his unique 
electric cello bass were the perfect 
addition. 

Saturday night's performance will 
be the last one on this tour before 
the group returns to Seattle, which 
is their home base 

If your appetite for the unusual is 
healthy, take this opportunity to see 
a performance that will most likely 
be a once-in a-lifetime event 
Lauren Pelon's Musique Company

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ALL turns musical chaos into beauty

On the cover of ALL's new album, AUroy's Revenge, 
is a colorful drawing of a smiling, funnylooking cartoon 
guy holding a sledgehammer behind his back and 
pointing to a happy, animated quarternote. On the back 
cover of the album is a drawing of the same quarternote 
bruised and bandaged; it's basically had the hell beaten 
out of it. 

These images serve their function well, for what goes 
on between the front and back cover of this album can 
best be described as a musical demolition. This is not 
to say, however, that the music is destroyed, but I 
that ALL has incredible knack for harnessing i 
by literally beating them into submission 

Combining the power and speed of post-punk hardcore 
with a tightness unmatched by any band in that genre, 
ALL is reminiscent of a Japanese bullet train— faster 
than anything of its kind and containing absolutely no 
unnecessary friction while retaining the ability to stop 
on a dime instantly without squealing the brakes. 

These last two qualities cannot be stressed enough. 'No 
unnecessary friction' means just that Steven Egerton's 
guitar playing contains no wandering feedback There V 
no superfluous sustain trying to hide mistakes and no 
unnecessary, sloppy leads filling in gaps with mediocrity. 
On the contrary, Egerton issues a crisp, chopping guitar 
attack and while at first it may seem wild and random, 
we soon realize that, like an agitated samurai sculpting 
a buddha out of a tree trunk there's a method to the 
madness 

ALL also conjures up the image of a seagull flying over 
an earthquake, for on top of the forceful guitar, bass, and 
drums are soaring vocal melodies that seem to fit and 
not fit at the same time While such gliding vocals do 
not integrate into the instrumental crunch, they 
harmonize Just like a seagull soaring high above the 
tremors of an earthquake is able to look down and see 
the earthquake in its totality, so does the melodic singing 
of vocalist, Scott Reynolds, help us to see the chaotic 
energy of ALL form itself into something amazingly 
beautiful 

Formerly the Dependents, ALL changed its name a 



few years ago when they changed lead singers. But this 
name change also allowed the band to move forward 
musically, reducing their risk of getting stuck in old, 
worn out grooves. 

"I didn't want people to treat us as a nostalgia thing," 
says drummer and founding member BUI Stevenson, 
"We wanted to make a clean break and say 'Ok, this is 
a new band This is new music ' In that way we sort of 
make them (our listeners! not take us or our music for 
granted." 

Even today, the band still utilizes this philosophy, 
preserving their musical integrity and innovation by 
discarding used up sounds and refusing to cater to the 
demands of the public. 

"We've never tried to patsy up to the audience and 
maintain the exact same thing from album to album," 
says Stevenson, "We progress with our music and our 
ideas and we don't suppress that movement And in that 
way we don't break up." 

Having become popular within many of the hardcore 
circles around the country, ALL has been criticized for 
writing what some people have called poppy love songs ' 
And indeed, many of ALL's songs, like many of the 
Dependents songs, are about male-female relationships 
("She's My Ex", "Scary Sad," etc.). But the band does 
not consider selling out to pop culture 

"First of all," says Stevenson. "We're not and never 
were a hardcore band, so they (the critics) can go and 
join the other 50 million people who don't like us We 

that matter to me ' 

ALL has been described as everthmg from "melodic 
hardcore" to "hard and crunchy jiffy pop rock " Whatever 
the case, one thing is for certain ALL is a fresh face in 
the crowd of post-punk bands It's not often you find a 
band that can bang this hard without sacrificing melodv

Traditionally, most schools try to 
schedule an easy target for homecoming 
Somebody they can wipe-out in time for 
the big dance that night. 

Well, it's homecoming at Florida A&M 
and the Rattler's opponent, Delaware 
State, is anything but an easy target. 

In fact, this may be the biggest test of 
the season left for the Rattlers. The 
"experts" predicted that FAMU and 
Delaware State would be the top 
candidates for the Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference title, and so far both teams 
have done nothing to prove them wrong 

Both teams come into the game with 
identical records of 3-2 overall and 10 in 
the MEAC Both teams won their first 
MEAC meetings of the year last week, 
FAMU against North Carolina A&T and 
Delaware State against Bethune- 
Cookman But both teams can't win this 
week, as FAMU Coach Ken Riley is quick 
to point out. 

"Something's got to give this week. 
There are no ties in conference play," 
Riley said. "One team has to win and of 
course I hope that's us." 

In order for the Rattlers to win thev 
must stop Fullback Michael Murray, who 
has had three straight lOOyard plus 
games heading into the contest, and has 
put the ball in the end zone three times. 

Also, Split End Tim Egerton has caught 
14 passes for 207 yards and three 
touchdowns so far in the season and he is 
a big play man as a kick and punt 
returner 

Overall, Hornets Coach William Collick 
likes the way his team has performed 

"We've been able to run the ball with 
authority so far this season behind 
Michael Murray," Collick said "And 
we've been starting to pass the ball as 
well. Our defense has been a little 



inconsistent, however." 

Riley isn't as concerned with the 
defense as he is with stopping the 
Hornet's wing-t offense. 

"They've been very successful with the 
run this year," Riley said. "We've got to 
stop their run The option style offense is 
very tricky and everybody has to do their 
part on defense in order to stop it." 

Offensively, the Rattlers are coming off 
an above average performance against 
N.C. A&T. Tony Ezell completed 18 of 23 
passes in just over three quarters last 
week and Amir Rasul ran for more than 
139 yards, including a 23-yard touchdown 



They also come into the game relatively 
healthy. Linebacker Clyde Montgomery 
returns to the line-up after missing four 
games with an injured leg. Linebackers 
Keith Austin, Chris Blue and Eddie 
Metcalf are alt back and ready for regular 
play. 

The only questionable player is 
receiver returner Howard Huckaby, who

FSU gears up 
for Stop Rape 
Week activities

With an estimated one-fourth of American women 
raped while in college, organizers for Florida State 
University's Stop Rape Week say they intend to 
educate students about the social problem and the 
prevailing attitudes which make it hard to combat. 
. Stop Rape Week, which begins with a press 
conference at Moore Auditorium this morning at 10, 
will feature events designed to inform college men and 
women of the truths and myths surrounding sexual 
assault— especially date rape. 

Student government, the Panhellenic Society, Inter 
residence Hall Council, the Black Student Union, the 
Women's Center and the vice president of student 
affairs' office have all contributed to the week's 
scheduled events. 

Roberta Christie, from the vice president's office of 
student affairs, has served on the planning committee 
for Stop Rape Week for the past several years 

"We are trying to encourage both men and women 
to examine their attitudes in determining why rape is 
an acceptable method of courtship," she said 

According to Christie, in 90 percent of rapes, the 
victim knows her attacker and may be reluctant to 
report it or even acknowledge she was rpped 

"The statistics are very startling and sad," she said 
"The truth is very traumatic things are happening to 
women by their dates." 

Like rape by strangers, date rape is motivated by 
emotions other than love and affection 

"Date rape is more a factor of (men) trying to prove 
themselves to themselves or their buddies," Christie 
said. 

Stop Rape Week will feature a self defense 
demonstration designed to raise awareness of the 
availabihty of such courses. While women are not

The 
messages, she said, cause stress and 
confusion among many teenagers. 

"George Michael sings. Father Figure." 
The message is let me be your father figure 
and run things for you,"' she said 

Montgomery said pop star Robert 
Palmer'^ video for "Simply Irresistable," 
which features 20 women behind him 
provocatively dressed and mannequin like 
sends a message that men are important 
while women are not even individuals 

She said that Cher wearing a see through 
stocking for her video of "If I Could Turn 
Back Time" tells women that if you act 
sexually provocative you can win friends

Charles Madsen, a psychology professor 
at FSU who also practices in Tallahassee, 
agreed that the media has a negative affect 
on teenagers. 

There's no question that that's true," 
Madsen said "If a person doesn't have 
-i r ing moral influences at home, it can be 
quite destructive " 

After years of experience counseling 
married couples, Madsen said he sees a 
direct relation between the effects of media 
on teenagers and marital problems they 
experience later as adults 

"There's often a total lack of regard, 
empathy and compassion (in marriage 
relationships),"' Madsen said "Media give; 
a self satisfaction view in terms of self 
indulgence A lot of people don't take into 
account feelings in a marriage relationship 
I think there's a tremendous amount of 
influence from the media."

Violence and Pornography," aaid television definitely 
influences the perceptions received by teenagers. But 
because of the nature of the medium, problems and their 
solutions must be simplified, he said. 

"The messages tend to be fairly irresponsible," 
Sapolsky said. "It's the nature of the beast. It has to 
simplify to make it palatable," 

According to Montgomery, it's difficult to tell whether 
messages conveyed by the media are perpetuated by the 
media itself, or whether it simply mirrors values already 
in the culture 

"A lot is chicken or the egg; which came first," 
Montgomery said. "(The media) claims they're reflecting 
what exists and what appeals to consumers." 

Sapolsky said media writers and producers proliferate 
stereotypes in their programming "America doesn't 
somehow mysteriously come up with this stuff," he said. 
Sapolsky explamtj that TV programming goes in 



cycles where it has a lot of violent programming that 
reaches a crescendo and then there are a lot of protests 
and the programming backs off of violence Then it starts 
all over with sex. 

"TV basically is going to operate with each of these 
things," he said. 

Jerome Stern, an English professor at FSU who has 
done considerable work in the field of pop culture, said 
the mass media isn't totally to blame for the stereotypes 
conveyed to the public. 

But then again it's not totally guiltless either. 

"You can't say they're blameless and you can't say 
they're the source. By expressing (stereotypes), it 
reinforces them," he said. 

Stern added that American society isn't ready to 
demand that images conveyed by the media be reformed 

"Our culture hasn't moved to a point where the 
majority is sensitive to the insult that is involved in 
stereotyping," he said. "It's a complicated issue, but 
we need to start chipping away at our compliance about 
what messages we send to our kids," Montgomery said 
"I'm concerned about the apathy "

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expected to learn defense techniques at the program, 
organizers said they hope the demonstration will 
motivate women to take classes in selfoefense. 

"(There is) a complacent attitude in dating," Christie 
said. "We don't encourage women to make their feelings 
known." 

By learning selfdefense, Christie said, women can 
protect themselves and. at the same time, feel more 
assertive and in control. 

Jennifer Buchanan, director of the office for women's 
concerns, said Stop Rape Week is important not just for 
educating students, but for "changing attitudes." 

Buchanan said that until people view rape in a new 
light, the problems associated with it will not disappear 

One problem commonly cited by experts is the 
unwillingness of of the victims to come forward. 

"The majority of rapes are not reported," Buchanan 
said 

At FSU, however, measures are being taken to make 
rape easier to report, she said. 

"The FSU police department is extremely helpful in 
helping people report rapes," Buchanan added 

Both Christie and Buchanan said recent cases have 
reflected current attitudes surrounding rape In one such 
case, a jury in South Florida acquitted a man for raping 
a woman because she was dressed provocatively. 

"It just reveals those attitudes that we hold as a 



society-that i 
said. 

Christie added, "It's unfortunate that women who 
press charges are often forced into humiliation." 

Christie said Stop Rape Week will be especially 
important for informing and persuading, but also "to 
underscore that this is a very serious thing for women . .

As the curtain goes up on the 1989 90 
Mainstage season, Florida State' s Theater 
Department is announcing two special 
events: the naming of its theater and the 
establishment of a new scholarship fund. 
As many at FSU are aware, naming any 
building on campus is a delicate process, 
and Dean Gil Lazier safeguarded the 
news until the decision was final. 

The 500 seat Fine Arts proscenium will 
be called the Richard G. Fallon Theater. 
Dr. Fallon is a Dean Emeritus of the 
Florida State School of Theater and an 
expert on Thorton Wilder Before coming 
to FSU, he founded the Asolo Theater in 
Sarasota The scholarship fund is also in 
his name 

Celebration for both events will actually 
take place on December 9th. 

On the Town, the fall opener on 
Tennessee Street, is a product of the 
golden age of American musicals and 
notable for having brought to the fore 
three well known personalities of the 
genre— Leonard Bernstein, Betty 
Comden, and Adolph Green When On the 
Town became a 
during World War II, all I 
in their twenties. 

Set in New York City, On the Town is 
about three sailors, Gabey (John Allsoppi, 
Chip (Jay Douglas) and Ozzie (Mark E 
Stephens), on a 24 hour girl hunt In 
particular, the lads are searching for Ivy 
Smith (Joey Roper!, a.k.a. Miss 
Turnstiles, whose picture has set Gabey 
ablaze The honorable Miss Turnstile- 
title is bestowed on some perky female 
subway rider once a month 
Beyond these three sentences, there is 



not much to say about the plot, which is 
as one expects with most musicals. 
However, the audience should be treated 
to some snappy lines and memorable 
songs as replacements for plot, and On the 
Town doesn't have an abundance of 
either. 

Lynn McNutt. as Hildy Esterhazy, the 
domineering female tazi driver who ropes 
in the reluctant Chip, and Jay Douglas 
are the highlights of this production 
Douglas, allowing himself the be 
womanhandled by the imposing McNutt. 
continues to have an instinct for the 
proper pratfall, and McNutt's voice is as 
strong as her mastery of her part Their 
renditions of "Come Up to My Place" and 
"I Can Cook, Too" are excellent low 
comedy 

A fine addition to the Douglas and 
McNutt scenes is Gretchen Greaser's 
portrayal of McNutt's dingbat roommate, 
Lucy Schmeeler 

Aside from these performances, the 
choreographer and cast seem to be 
working hard to make shadow into 
substance. One number inside a 
makeshift boxing ring towards the end of 
the second act is an especially odd 
infusion of symbolism 

Well, steady Mainstage patrons still 
have Anything (roes to look back on.

The Toughest Job You H Ever Love 
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Yellowman brings 
reggae to the Moon

Fans often remark that Yellowman, the tall Jamaican 
albino DJ/rapper with a busted jaw, occasionally looks 
as if he's going die on stage But they consider that part 
of his sweet charm. 

Tallahasseeans will get to witness a lot more than 
Yellowman's charm at the Moon tonight. Sagittarius, 
a hot reggae band, will also be there opening up for yet 
another smoking reggae trio, The Itals. 

Holy reggae blow-outs. 

Yellowman, born in a ghetto in Kingston, Jamaica, 
under the name Winston Foster, quickly rose up the 
stairwell of fame as his unique, sometimes nonsensical 
rap melodies gained national attention. 

The reggae star is an irresistible prankster in concert 
Besides doing songs like Zungguzungguguzunggguzeng, 
one of his big hits, the King of rap has also been known 
to sing snatches of Let the Good Times Roll and He's Got 
the Whole World in His Hands. 

Part of his concert charm is bragging about how sexy 
and great he is. But Yellowman's megalomaniac ways 
and off the cuff remarks are definitely endearing, not 
obnoxious. 

The reggae oddity began his career as a teenager dee 
jaying for the popular Gemini sound system dances in 
'74 Often the deejays would improvise-speaking, 
chanting, half singing monologues dealing with current 
events, social satire and children's rhymes. 

Yellowman, who admires artists like Michael Jackson 
and The Rolling Stones and who has worked with 
Run/DMC and Afrika Bambaata, got in a little practice 
and look what happened. He has become one of the 
biggest reggae sensations out of Jamaica since Bob 
Marley. 

By the end of the seventies, Yellowman was working 
with a partner known as Fathead Together they created 
a distinctive mix which set them apart from others. The 
duo began rapping and singing a variety of lyrics I 
described as "extraordinarily explicit." 
isn't worried about censorship 

"I think my lyrics are OK," he said in a written 
statement "I'll just keep on doing my own style. I love 
it People love it, ya know Some people may say that 
Yellowman is very explicit but I don't care about it.' 

Yellowman does many things in his I 
mocking presidents and prime ministers But 
isn't his thing 

"It's just to be entertaining." he said. "I i 

in politics I entertain you out of politics in culture and 
rock n' roll— I just try and please everyone." 

Yellowman does a good job at that Unlike moat dee 
jays who can become monotonous after a while, 
Yellowman can keep a crowd juking for up to two

But fans don't have to worry about lasting 
entertainment. Yellowman won't be alone in rocking 
Tallahasseeans at the Moon tonight. 

The Itals, whose Rastafarian name roughly translates 
to mean "pure, natural and unpolluted," have spent 
decades pleasing audiences And when they're not 
performing they're living up to their name. 

"We really do not like the environment of the city," 
said lead singer Keith Porter "We like to live in the 
country and come into the city to do work. You get better 
food to eat out there, you know. More 
fresher air and t ing like that." 

David Isaacs and Ronnie Davis now f 
tunes with Porter Isaacs replaced Lloyd Ricketts three 
years ago The new trio still has the same special sweet 
harmonic blend as the previous group They produce a 
strong sound with a soft edge — a sound which can almost 
be considered a mellow country reggae beat. 

The powerful material the Itals have produced since 
the early 70's is renowned as classic root rock reggae 
Their Rasta philosophy often niters into the music, 
describing hunger, captivity and brutal daily life 

"There is a message in the songs, people," said Porter 

The third album the Itals released in '86 entitled i 
Philosophy went on to become one of the final nc. 
in the '86 Grammy Awards ceremony Since then 1 .., 
artist* have released other albums and have done a lot 
of touring across Jamaica and the United States 

Their performance with Yellowman and the 
Sagittarius band looks to be a reggae extra vanganza So 
don't miss hearing those Rasta messages and watching 
the reggae sex symbol do his stuff-it'll be a very 
interesting evening

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Willis leads FSU in rout

There aren't many things that feel as 
good as putting your money where your 
mouth is. It's something Florida State 
quarterback Peter Tom Willis has been 
doing all season. 

Prior to the Seminoles' 417 victory at 
Virginia Tech on Saturday, Willis boasted 
that FSU' 8 offense is invincible regardless 
of its opposition's defense It seemed 
awfully bold at the time, considering the 
Hokies had the third-best defensive 
numbers in the country. 

But it was strong conviction on Willis' 
part. He's been saying the same thing all 
year. His words: 

"If we execute the way we're 
supposed to, I don't think anyone can 
stop us." 

Use any of the Seminoles last six games 
•s an example, they're all nearly 
comparable to Willis' outing Saturday in 
which he threw for a career-beet 338 yards 
in just three and a half quarters. With just 
a half a season played, Willis' 1,687 l 



passing ranks him ninth on FSU's single- 
ieason chart. The fifth year senior needs 
just 27 yards to overtake Chip Ferguson's 
mark of 1,714 yards from last year. 

"Peter Tom has just surpassed anthymg 
I could have expected from him," FSU 
Coach Bobby Bowden said. "He just keeps 
doing it week after week, he was 
definitely a key (Saturday) and that was 
against a defense that was one of the best 
in the country." 

After the game, Virginia Tech Coach 
Frank Beamer was willing to give Willis 
and his offensive cohorts all of the credit. 

"Willis is a great quarterback and he 
has great receivers," Beamer said "It 
would be difficult to stop them when you 
are playing well. It's impossible to stop 
them when you are playing poorly." 

Saturday's performance gave Willis his 
third 300-yard game of the season which 
ties an FSU record held by Garv Huff 
(1971) and Kim Hammond <1967> Huff 
holds the single season mark of 2,893 
yards which Willis is on pace to break

Stock tumble 
won't cause 
a recession

Friday's stock market plunge was the 
deepest fall since the crash of 1987. but 
local experts say Friday's drop in stock 
market volume does not necessarily signal 
a recession. 

And problems with the fall that some 
said was connected to "junk bonds" did not 
prevent the stock market from recovering 
on Monday The Dow Jones Industrial 
average rose 88 points as a result of the 
fourth heaviest day of trading in the New 
York Stock Exchange's history. 

"1 think we'll be just fine," said Florida 
State University finance profess* 
n. "1 don't see a recession

Brown's comment came in the wake of a 
191 point drop in the Dow .Jones industrial 
average triggered primarily by news of a 
(ailed $fi 75 billion dollar takeover of the 
UALcorp.-the parent company of United 
Airlines. 

To acquire the company, a labor 
management group would have relied 
heavily on the sale of high risk "junk 
bonds,' and the failure has signaled 
problems in the junk bond market 

Leveraged buyouts, financed by junk 
bonds, have been the principal behind 
rising stock prices this year 

But Gary Benesh, also a finance 
professor at FSU, said a drop in the stock 
market as a result of problems with junk 
bonds is not necessarily a sign that there 
will be a recession 

"The stock market generally tells us 
about when a recession comes," Benesh 
said "(Buti I don't think (junk bond 
problems) can forecast a recession or good 
times." 

Brown agreed 

Monday's 88 point rise in the market, he 
said, shows that the situation surrounding 
the junk bonds involved in proposed UAL 
takeover were singular 

"Conditions surrounding the junk bond 
issue were flawed," he said "It looks now 
like other junk bonds will be alright "

Making changes in existing attitudes is 
the key to progress against date rape, 
according to a group of speakers who helped 
kick off Florida State University's Stop 
Rape Week Monday morning. 

Although each of the student leaders and 
university officials who spoke at a pTMl 
conference opening the week addressed the 
date rape problem differently, all agreed 
that changes in attitude are necessary to 
fight the social problem. 

Speaking to a small crowd in the Union 
Courtyard, FSU Student Body Vice 
President Amy Arnold, opened the program 
by outlining three goals vital in facing 
aquaintance rape 

"First, teach women preventative 
measures; second, create a safer campus 
within a large community; and third, 
inform victims of their rights and provide 
places to turn to for physical, emotional, 
and legal help on this campus," Arnold 
said 

Arnold stressed the importance for 
women on campus to feel more comfortable 
about reporting rape 

"I know of many women who haw been 
raped on this campus but have been asham 
ed or afraid to press charges, she said 
"This week is a necessity on this campus." 

FSU President Bernard Sliger followed 
Arnold and said the focus of this year's Stop 
Rape Week date and aquaintance rape- 
is timely and on target with current issues 
"Violence against persons in any form 
has no place on a university campus." 
Sliger said "I regret that our times require 
programs such as this on a college campus, 
but I am delighted so many of you are 
prepared and willing to make that 
commitment " 

FSU Student Body President Sean 
Pittman spoke directly to the men in 
attendance and told them, "It's time for 
men to change their attitudes." 

Rape and aggression tow ard women don't 
just happen, Pittman said, but are the 
results of stereotypes and sexist per cept ion-

Fifty five FAMU students and eight Florida State 
University students were arrested over the weekend and 
charged with possession of an alcoholic beverage by a 
person under 21, according to Lt Bruce Ashley of the 
Division of Alcoholic Beverages and Tobacco of the state's 
Department of Business Regulation 

And that was with only eight of the division's officers 
on duty 

"If we could ha,ve had more available officers, the 



number of arrests could have been higher," Ashley said. 

Ashley said his division's participation in curtailing 
underage drinking at major college events was initiated 
last war when Charles Reed, chancellor ol the Mat, 
university system, asked local law enforcement agencies 
to help monitor underage alcohol consumption 

All students were served with notices to appeal m 
court Ashly said one student was also charged with 
possession of marijuana and another with giving alcohol 
to a minor 

The only non student arrested by the division's officers 
was a sales clerk at Jax Liquors located at 83;) W ( James 
The clerk was charged with the sale of alcoholic I 
to a minor, a misdemeanor charge 



Ashley said all except two of the FAMU student-, wen 
arreted on the university's campus, while the eight FSU 
students were arrested in front of one of the FSU sorority 
house- Me said the FSU students arrested had no 
connection to the homecoming activities at FAMU 
Ashley said all the students were very cooperative 
All the kids were nice They were real easv to deal with 
Ml one KAMI' student stated to me 'I sure am glad to 
see you out here trving to address this alcohol problem . 
he said 

The average sentence for underage drinking is a $75 to 
$150 fine, several hours of community service hours and 
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probation, Ashley said. He added that the form of 
punishment would also depend on the specific case and 
the discretion of the presiding judge. 

Arthur Rich, FSU'b judicial officer, said that he had 
not been notified that FSU students had been arrested 
over the weekend for underage drinking. He said it 
would be unusual if he was contacted concerning the 
arrests. 

"I rarely get a referral from anyone but FSU police. 



I'd be shocked if I heard anything about this formally," 
he said. "None of the outside police agencies regularly 
send me reports." 

Eddie Jackson, FAMU director of public relations, said 
the university had not been informed of the FAMU 
students' arrests but that the university would more 
than likely do an in-house investigation. 

Jackson said FAMU takes a strong stand against 
underage drinking. 

"Our policy is that FAMU will not tolerate the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages of students under 21 
years of age," Jackson said. "Violation of this policy 
could result in dismissal from the university.

Jon Dalton, vice-president for student affairs at FSU, 
said his office is working to educate students as to the 
severity of the date/aquaintance rape problem through 
special programs. 

"Every freshman who comes through orientation 
participates in sessions about rape," he said. "We know 
the victims are most often freshma 
sophomore women and (the rapes) are 
related" 

Dalton said his office will continue working to educate 
underage students about alcohol abuse since there does 
appear to exist some correlation between drinking and 
rape 

Efforts by other organizations to educate student* 
about date rape are heartening, said Dalton

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No means no 

The verdict was a slap in the face to women everywhere. 
Commenting on the recent acquittal of Stephen Lord on charges 
of rape in Ft. Lauderdale, jury foreman Roy Diamond said the 
victim was to blame. 
"We felt she asked for it the way she was dressed," he said. 
"She was obviously dressed for a good time, but we felt she may 
have bit off more than she could chew," added Mary Bradshaw 
The victim testified that Lord— who was afterward ordered 
returned to Georgia to face several other rape and assault 
charges— abducted her at knifepoint and assaulted her repeatedly 
for five hours during a trip up Interstate 95. Defense attorneys 
claim the woman agreed to sex but later changed her mind. 

Unfortunately, the jury bought it, proving how dangerous and 
pervasive the basic myths surrounding rape can be. 

Quite simply, no one asks to be raped: not the 80 year old 
grandmother, not the 6-year-old child-and not even the 22-year 
old woman in high heels and a miniskirt. In spite of defense 
arguments claiming provocation, studies have shown that rapists 
are not motivated by fashion. Rather, they act on a desire to feel 
stronger by dehumanizing their victims and violating the most 
elemental part of another human's being. 

Rape is not a crime of passion, but of rage. The rapist is not saying 
to his victim "I desire you," but "I will dominate you." He is not 
looking for sex, but for control. 

That truth is lost on those who claim a woman who initially 
consents to sex is bound to follow through. Such people would take 
away the basic freedom of women to decide for themselves what 
they will and won't do. 

The result is complacency toward a crime that doesn't recognize 
race, age or class. Neither does it recognize the boundaries of 
relationships; in many cases, the victim actually knows her 
attacker-even dated him. 

Until society recognizes a woman's right to say "no," regardless 
of how she is dressed or her past sexual history, it will continue 
to accept the myths, even to the point of condoning an act of sexual 
violence. Women may have come a long way in the last few decades, 
but the Ft. Lauderdale case proves that, unfortunately, they have 
a long way to go.

Cayce H. Hinton 
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Safety expert to 
look at problems 
in local schools

Two weeks after a fatal shooting at Killearn Lakes 
Elementary School, a nationally renowned consultant 
on school safety will be touring area schools and giving 
advice on how to stop violence and crime from getting 
a foothold. 

Ron Garrison, field service director for the National 
School Safety Center, will be meeting with school 
officials and school staff over the next few days. 

Garrison will be evaluating campus security and school 
crisis plans. The Leon County School Board made 
arrangements to bring Garrison to town four months 
before the shooting. 

"Clearly the issue of school safety is a reality today," 
Garrison said "It now filters into the school— arson, rape 
and homicides occur in schools." 

On Oct. 3, a custodian who had just resigned from his 
job at Killearn Lakes Elementary went into the school's 
cafeteria and shot a co-worker as nearly 100 children and 
teachers looked on. 

BUI Wooley, Superintendent of Leon County Schools, 
who met with Garrison Monday morning, said what 
happened at Killearn Lakes was an unfortunate i 
and blamed it on the "human element." 

He added that beginning Jan. 1, Leon County i 
will begin fingerprinting applicants applying for jobs in 
the school system. 

"We will go to fingerprinting our new hirees and 
custodial people," Wooley said 

When asked whether the new policy would be effective, 
Wooley said, "It is one more checkpoint I don't know 
whether it would have done any good, if we had done 
that. I just don't know I can't do any second guessing." 

Wooley said the Leon County school system handled 
the shooting well, but he is waiting for Garrison's 
evaluation on school safety 

"I specifically asked (Garrisoni what kind of working 
relationships other school districts have with police 
departments-he has traveled around and knows," 
Wooley said "I want to know whether we are on target 
or not. We want to do as much as we can but there are 
things you can't control." 

Emily Millet, Leon County School Board member, said 
school officials did their best the day of the shooting But 
she said officials are fortunate to work with Garrison 
"I got there very shortly after it happened," Millet said 
"It was never chaotic There was a great deal of order 
and the children were being reassured I feel everything 
that could have been done was done, but I've heard this 
guy is good. (School board member) Donna (Uzell)came 
back very impressed." 

It was Uzell who met Garrison at a seminar in 
Louisville, Ky over the summer She recommended 
Garrison to the school board after hearing him lecture 

Garrison said there are 5,200 incidents of violent crime 
a month in the nation's public schools and that school 
safety is a complex issue— one that is closely intertwined 
with the community 

"None of these things happen in isolation," Garrison

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Researcher to speak on rape

Rape is caused by a culture that teaches men that it 
is acceptable and even desirable to show aggression in 
relationships, according to Auburn University professor 



"There is a real broad social context of sexism, of 
differential treatment of gender," Burkhart said "There 
are specific kinds of beliefs and attitudes that say sex 
is a man's prerogative." 

Burkhart will speak on "Dating and Other Violent 
Acts" today at Florida State University The lecture is 
the last in an American Studies series that has focused 
on women's issues. 

"I will be talking about how the culture impacts on 
the development of young men and women, what it 
teaches them, what messages they are getting," he said 

Burkhart has spent 14 years doing research at Auburn 
on sexual violence among college students. A noted 
authority on acquaintance and date rape, he has taught 
at Auburn since 1974 

"One of the studies revealed that anywhere from 15 
to 20 percent of college women will have at least one 



instance of coerced sexual intercourse that meets the 
legal definition of rape," Burkhart said. 

According to Burkhart, many men are taught to take 
the lead in advancing sex and believe that some sexual 
aggression is normal. 

"About 1 in 10 men will acknowledge that they have 
forced an act of intercourse," he said. 

Burkhart will also participate in an open forum tonight 
with Claire Walsh from the University of Florida as part 
of the Stop Rape Week activities going on at FSU this 
week 

Burkhart, an FSU alumni, said the university's Stop 
Rape week is just one sign of the commitment the 
administration has toward increasing awareness and 
prevention of rape 

"FSU has been one of the leaders in really taking 
seriously the university's role by adapting a policy," 
Burkhart said "(FSU) has a policy that is working 
toward prevention of violence, especially violence toward 
women." 

Barry Burkhart will speak in the Williams Studio 
Theatre today at 12:30 p.m. The Stop Rape Week 
open forum is tonight at 8 p.m. in the Union

Zsa Zsa could 
get jail time

LOS ANGELES— Citing her "openly contemptuous 
behavior," District Attorney Ira Reiner Monday 
strongly urged that actress Zsa Zsa Gabor be 
sentenced to 30 days in jail for slapping a Beverly 
Hills motorcycle cop. 

"This is a person who talked herself into jail," 
Reiner said of the former Miss Hungary. "She created 
this situation for herself with her celebrated mouth." 

Gabor, convicted Sept 29 in a misdemeanor trial 
of slapping Officer Paul Kramer in the face last June 
after he stopped her $215,000 Rolls Royce convertible 
for having expired registration tags, is scheduled to 
be sentenced Tuesday. 

Gabor's lawyers, however, have asked Beverly Hills 
Municipal Court Judge Charles Rubin to postpone the 
sentencing. 

Reiner said he is "strongly urging" that Gabor be 
sentenced to 30 days at Los Angeles County's Sybil 
Brand Institute for Women and that she be fined a 
maximum $3,500. 

"She has made it clear in her openly contemptuous 
behavior that she considers herself above the law," 
Reiner a candidate for state attorney general, said 
"Well, she* ■ not above the law.

someone really oughta do that." 

And while listening to the instrumental, we get the 
feeling that we re on a kind of ethnic fieldtrtp, but exactly 
where we're going isn't clear. "ZZ Top Goes to Egypt," 
for example, is not quite Egyptian, and "Mao Reminisces 
about his days in China" is surely not Chinese, but the 
songs are definitely not American. Could they be mid 
eastern'' Turkish? Maybe, but only as far a guitar, bass, 
violin, andiirum set can possibly sound Turkish. To put 
it simply, early Camper is throughly puzzling 

This familiar Camper enigma extends itself even 
farther with the band's fifth album, Our Beloved 
Revolutionary Sweetheart Not only do we get the 
expected dose of Camper paradox, but we also begin to 
realize that these guys are master musicians and 
songwriters David Lowrey's simplistic lyrics and 
talented singing, combined with all the complexity of 
Jonathon Segel's Violin, weave a kind of mescaline 
induced spiderweb around an amazing bass and-drum 
backbone The intensity is phenomenal You'd swear 
you're listening to more than just five guys playing 
ordinary instruments. 

There's also a forecful expressiveness and depth of 
feeling to this album that shades the entire landscape 
of human emotion Prom the subdued despair of "She 
Divines Water" to the simple, life affirming declaration 
of "Life is Grand," this album stirs the soul 

Finally, Key Lime Pie, Camper's newest album, while 
it's not as blatantly evident, is as mighty as their last 
album Picture yourself falling in slow motion. You're 
weightless, free from mundane, earthly ties, and you're 
moving slowly enough to notice all the intricate 
arrangements and undulations of gravity. This is Key 
Lime Pie 

David Lowery's songwriting and singing are also 
especially noteworthy. Anyone who writes lyrics most 
people would normally consider dull or just plain silly, 
and then sings them with such intense passion that 
forces them to see the beauty they actually contain, is 
truly an artist. 

In the song "June," for example, Lowery somehow 
creates a towering pillar of gandeur out of grammatically 
incorrect lyrics. There's nothing in this world more 
nigger than spring!' 

And in "All her favorite fruit," the food filled words. 
'She serves him mashed potatoes/and she serves him 
peppered steak with corn/' help to create, believe it or 
not, a genuine love song with feeling and emotion far 
surpassing anything ever he/ft-d on AOR radio. 

It's worth nothing that Jonathan Segel is no longer 
with the band A regretable loss indeed, but not to be 
grieved, for the violin of Morgan Fichter, as epitomized 
in the "Opening Theme" and "Pictures of Matchstick 
Men, is as equally unique and expressive 

All in all, we have here yet another Camper 
masterpiece, the dimensions of which far surpass the 
capabilities of ordinary language To fully describe the 
essence of Key Lime Pie is impossible My only hope is

That was the general feeling around 
The Fabulous Baker Boys, Could Michelle 
Pfeiffer sing? Could Jeff Bridges play a 
downbeat role (remember Tucker?)?

Eventually, times get so tough the 
brothers are paid not to play. Even when 
the Bakers are playing to a half-empty 
lounge the audience tendB to be 
unsympathetic if they are even paying 
attention 

To spice up the dying act Frank decides 
that he and his brother need a singer, 
someone with the voice and looks to draw 
a bigger audience. 

This scenario lends one of the biggest 
laughs in the film. The two interview bad 
singer after bad ginger. In all, they hear 
37 of the worst voices on the North 
American continent. 

After they have given up and are ready 
to go home, the beautiful Susie Diamond 
(Michelle Pfeiffer). walks in. She 
persuades the Bakers to listen to her.then 
blows them away with her voice. 

With Diamond along the brothers begin 
playing better clubs and drawing more 
people They finally get their big break— a 
resort hotel books them for a New Year's 
Efe show. They have hit the big time 
Sort of. 

After a day or two brother Frank is 
called away on family business.

The Great One' is the best ever

Great athletes only come along once in a lifetime. 

People who rise above others in their sport to set new 
standards for their game. People who fans can look up 
to and idolize. 

Babe Ruth, Kareem Abdul-Jabaar and Jim Thorpe are 
such people. But they pale in comparison to hockey's 
greatest player, Wayne Gretzky 

In fact, great might not be the right word to describe 
the accomplishments of the man people have called the 
"great one" since he was 17. 

In just 1 1 NHL seasons, Gretzky broke Gordie Howe's 
record of 1,860 points— something that took Howe 26 
seasons to achieve-and what's more, Gretzky is only 28 
years old. 

As someone who grew up playing most sports, I know 
the difficulties involved with trying to hit a curveball 
with the bases loaded in the ninth inning, trying to catch 
a pass over the middle with defenders ready to take your 
head off, or trying to make a jump shot with hands in 
your face. But Gretzky's accomplishment is something 
I can't relate to. 

I've lived in Florida for the last 19 years and I've never 
seen a frozen lake, let alone a hockey puck I don't know 
how difficult it is to skate at full speed and concentrate 
on a slap shot while being followed by a bunch of bruisers 
trying to knock me into tomorrow But Gretzky does it 
almost every day. 
He could be called the "dominant one." 

I do know that what Gretzky did Sunday in 
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Edmonton will never be equalled. He already holds the 
record for assists at 1,209, and his 640 goals rank him 
fourth behind Howe's record of 801, but don't look for 
that record to last long. 

In a game that seems to promote longevity, (Howe ia 
threatening a one-game comeback at the age of 61 and 
he played until he was 52), it is amazing to think of the 
numbers Gretzky will post at the end of his already 
sterling career. He could go another 1 1 seasons and even 
if he is half as productive, he could score 1,000 goals and 
have 2,000 assists 

He could be called the "brilliant one." 

This generation is witness to the greatest athlete ever. 
I can remember my grandfather telling me stories of 
Ruth and his famous called shot and wondering what 
it was like to watch somebody so talented 

Now the most dominating player sport has ever seen 
is playing in my generation and— as embarrassing as it 
is for this sports fan to admit— I've never seen him play 
a game 

When I get older and impress my enthusiasm for sports 
on my children, I'll probably get asked by one of them 
if I've ever seen him play I'll sit down in my big reclm. r 
and lie "Yep," I'd say "He was the best I've <

Major shock rocks Northern California

SAN FRANCISCO-A major earthquake 
struck northern California Tuesday night, 
killing at least 300 people, knocking out 
power, starting fires, and collapsing 
buildings, freeways and a section of the 
Bay Bridge. The quake postponed the 
World Series. 

The rolling quake along the notorious 
San Andreas fault struck at 5:04 PDT and 
lasted about 15 seconds. 

A spokesman for Lt Gov. Leo McCarthy 
said 40 people were confirmed killed in the 



collapse of a freeway in Oakland across the 
bay from San Francisco, where at least six 
people were killed in the collapse of a 
building 

One fatality was confirmed in the Bay 
Bridge collapse, and at least two deaths 
were confirmed in Santa Cruz, near the 
earthquake's epicenter, and there were 
unconfirmed reports of additional 
fatalities. 

Damage was reported as far away as 
Reno, Nev., about 250 miles northeast of 
San Francisco, and the quake was felt in 



i Angeles, about 450 miles to the south. 
The earthquake struck during the rush 
hour and a half hour before Game 3 of the 
World Series was scheduled to start at 
Candlestick Park in San Francisco Players 
and their families rushed onto the safety 
of the field Some of the 68.000 fans said 
the park shuddered under the rolling 



The game was postponed as players and 
wives were hugging in the infield. 
San Francisco International Airport was 
of tower damage The 



airport in Oakland was also closed. 

At least two aftershocks were felt 
Caltech seismologists in Pasadena 
estimated the quake at between 6.5 and 7.0 
on the open-ended Richter scale. Russ 
Needham, geophysicist of U S. Geological 
Service in Golden, Colo , said the quake 
had a magnitude of 6.9. 

A magnitude of 7 is considered a major 
earthquake capable of widespread, heavy- 
damage

Students protest CIA presence

Anti (TA protesters turned Florida State University's 
Bryan Hall lawn into a battlefield Wednesday morning 

"Bodies" clad in jeans and T shirts splattered with 
ketchup lay sprawled on the grass, just a few feet away 
from the office where a CIA recruiter was interviewing

The bodies represented campesinos assassinated in 
Guatemala and El Salvador and many killed in Angola 

Attempts to reach the CIA recruiter at the FSU Career 
Center for comment were unsucessful A university 
employee said the recruiter planned to leave the 
university grounds immediately afier he concluded his

In contrast to the war scene, approximately 15 students 
sat quietly across the street from Bryan Hall, near the 
FSU Police Department headquarters Spanish instructor 
Mansol Mejia said her SPN 2200 class attended the 
demonstration as a class project 

"We are on a field trip so that we can do an essay in 
Spanish acting as journalists," she said "It appeared to 
me that this had something to do with Latin American 
culture."

According to Mottola. the agency does well to intervene 
in other countries in the interest of democracy But senior 
Carlos VanMeek disagreed, saying that although the CIA 
serves a vital function, it should employ better judgement 

"When you back a guy like Somoza and a guv like 
Duarte it hurts the U S image as well," he said. "It 
makes us look bad So I don t agree with everything they 
do, but I think we need the CIA."

Leon County Commissioners are worried about fire 
protection for the Texaco facility, since Lloyd is located 
just across the I^eon Jefferson county line They are also 
worried about the pipeline that would run through 18 
miles of environmentally sensitive lands in Northern Leon 
County to link the Lloyd facility with a terminal in 
Bainbndge, Ga. 

"It should be a very interesting discussion,'' predicted 
Leon County Commis- 
sioner Gary Yordon Tues 
day "I don't have any 
preconceived notions I m 
just going in there and tell 
ing them since we ap 
parently don't have any 
say over it, we want to give 
our opinion There's only 
one way that tank farm 
can't hurt-thafs if its not 
there." 

The tank farm was given 
the go-ahead by the Jeffer 
son County Planning Com 
mission Oct 5, but it still 
needs to be approved by Jefferson County Commissioners 

Since the city of Tallahassee has one of the closest 
standing fire departments near Lloyd, Ed Ragans. 
Tallahassee's fire chief, will be joining Leon officials in 
Monticello today Jefferson County has five paid 
professional firefighters while Lloyd relies solely on 
volunteers

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Stolen photo upsets contest winner

A prize winning photo stolen recently from an FSU 
show has the creator blaming his rivals for the theft. He 
is also upset at officials for their response to the incident 

Florida A&M University senior Louis Sanders received 
a "best of the show" rating in the third annual Amateur 
Photograhy Contest at the Center for Professional 
Development, His "Bottle and Glass" photo was to be 
displayed in the Florida State Conference Center from 
Aug. 26 to Oct. 1. But sometime during that period, it 
was stolen 

The FAMU student found out in October, when he 
returned to pick up his photo. He said he is upset that 
one of his first photography works was taken from the 
exhibition, but he is particularly disappointed that CPD 
did not inform him of the theft sooner 

"I did not know it was missing until I went to pick it 
up," Sanders said. "I don't blame (the Center for 
Professional Development) for not being responsible, but 
for not contacting and getting in touch with me." 

A CPD official said the center left a message on 
Sanders' answering machine following the incident But 
the artist says he never heard the message and he faults 
the center for not persisting in its attempts to reach him. 
Sanders, who has recounted the story to

about whether he can claim reimbursement for his $475 
loss. 

CPD Continuing Studies Director William J. Driscoll 
lamented the loss, but said CPD will not reimburse 
Sanders because he waived his right to make a claim 
when he agreed to sign a form releasing CPD of any 
responsibility for damage to the photo. 

Driscoll also said CPD did not keep trying to contact 
Sanders because the photo exhibit was a public service. 
The photo was exhibited as a favor to Sanders, he said, 
therefore the center's one attempt to reach him should 
have been sufficient. 

"He asked us to display his work (when he entered the 
contest and signed the waiver)," Driscoll said. 

Sanders said he is concerned that CPD does not provide 
insurance for amateur work 

"If artists value their pictures, they shouldn't be in 
CPD contests since they show no concern for damage," 
he said. 

But Driscoll Baid artists need not worry about similar 
problems since this theft is the first that has occurred 
since CPD opened eight years ago. 

Sanders believes the theft was committed directly 
against him by a few FAMU individuals-rivals who 
may have been jealous of the work he entered in the 
amateur contest. He is offering a reward for the return 
of his work, but would not specify the amount of the

The jokes about the recent problems at the University of Florida 
have most likely made the rounds at the office or in class. You too 
might have come up with a good one or two. Unfortunately, the 
situation with the Gator athletic program— payoffs, resignations 
and now players gambling— is no longer a laughing matter. 

The unethical behavior and "We're-above the law" attitude that 
has become commonplace on the Gainesville campus is extremely- 
serious. 

To prove to the university and booster program that this rampant 
cheating is no longer acceptable, the National College Athletic 
Association should impose its most severe punishment— the "death 
penalty"— effectively eliminating Gator athletics for one year. After 
all, this isn't the first time Florida has been in trouble with the 
NCAA The Gators were found guilty of 107 infractions in 1984 
that led to a three year probation period which ended in 1988. It's 
almost incomprehensible that the program is under investigation 
once again, so soon. But the allegations and rumors abound: 

• Vernon Maxwell, former UF basketball player, told a grand 
jury that he received payrftents from assistant coaches. He also 
related stories of positive drug tests going unpunished by head 
coach Norm Sloan. 

• Head football coach Galen Hall resigned last week under heavy 
criticism for funneling extra money to assistant coaches and in one 
case, a player. Sloan is also reported to be facing either dismissal 
or forced resignation. 

• Kyle Morris, the team's starting quarterback, and his back up 
Shane Matthews admitted to betting on college and pro football 
games, which is a violation of NCAA rules. The two, along with 
two other teammates, were suspended by the university on 
Monday 

Where does this corruption stem from? It's easy to blame the 
players involved, but put yourself in their shoes for a minute. With 
no opportunity for outside income— student-athletes are not allowed 
to hold down even a part time job during the season— the 
enticement of "entertainment money" becomes too hard for 18 
and 19 year-olds to resist. 

No, criticism has to fall on the adults who persist in proving their 
allegiance to the old alma mater with their wallets and an 
administration that allows such a polluted atmosphere, And it 
would be ludicrous to think that such events don't take place to 
some degree at other universities. 

Don't be fooled into thinking the incidents involving the Gators 
couldn't happen at Florida State Any system that encourages 
adulation of teenagers tossing a ball around is destined to fail FSU 
administrators would be wise to take steps to prevent such a 
travesty from happening here. 

Nobody should be chuckling over Florida's misfortunes Greed, 
corruption and cheating has never really been very funny.

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Who will win the battle of matter?

CHAMPS or WIMPS? 

Scientists are still puzzling over the apparent missing 
matter in the universe and new theories to find it keep 
popping up. 

According to Paul Cottle, professor of physics at Florida 
State University, the latest theory concerning the 
whereabouts of the missing matter describes particles 
called Charged Massive Particles, or CHAMPS. 

These particles are said to be mixed with ordinary 
matter and appear to be just that, but CHAMPS are 
thought to be much more massive- 100 to a million times 
heavier than normal matter. Cottle said they could 
account for 90 percent of the universe's total mass. 

"These things could be right between our toes," Cottle 
said. "Chemically, they react just like the particles they 
appear to be. The problem is, we don't know how to tell 
them apart." 

Cottle said the observation of galactic clusters, groups 
of galaxies huddled together, is what has scientists 
puzzled. There just isn't enough matter in them to create 
the gravitational forces required to hold them together, 
Cottle said. 

Now scientists are searching the heavens for dark 
matter, any number of so-far undetectable matter, to 
explain the phenomenon. And they have created some 
pretty strange theoretical particles to predict what the 
search might turn up. 

Cottle said another popular "missing" particle is called 
WIMPS, for Weakly Interacting Massive Particles. 
Although theoretical like CHAMPS, WIMPS, by their 
nature, may be even harder to find

"When a visiting physicist told us about CHAMPS, one 
of the FSU researchers stood up and asked him if he took 
us all for chumps," Cottle said. "This theory is just 
another shot in the dark." 

Greenhouse again 

The rising levels of so-called greenhouse gases in the 
atmosphere have many scientists concerned. But 
according to Dave Furbish, professor of geology at FSU, 
it's nothing that hasn't happened before. 

The Earth's early atmosphere contained a significant 
amount of carbon dioxide— one of the greenhouse gases— 
and its effects were mere profound than today. But around 
900 million years ago the levels of C02 suddenly dropped 
and it may have been the existing life that caused it. 

Furbish said this coincidence suggests that algae "used 
up" a lot of the C02 and caused an opposite of the 
greenhouse effect Without a thick blanket of carbon 
dioxide, the Earth cooled and the ice at the poles grew 
until it covered most of the land. 

This wasn't what scientists call an Ice Age, Furbish said, 
this was a Superlce Age that locked the Earth in a deep 
freeze for millions of years. The cold killed off the algae, 
but the Earth didn't warm up until years of volcanic 
eruptions had put enough carbon dioxide back into the

end of the county would cause. Colonial Pipeline, which 
would run the pipeline, has eminent domain rights to put 
the pipeline in place. 

"The environment is the key," said Leon County 
Commissioner Marjorie Turnbull. "We're worried with 
just the fact that we will have a decision imposed on us." 

Turnbull said she still believes the tank farm/pipeline 
project should have gone through the more stringent 
process of a Development of Regional Impact. Florida's 
Department of Community Affairs recently rejected 
appeals by Leon County and Tallahassee officials to 
consider the project for a DRI. 

"I still think there should have been some way to make 
it a DRI," Turnbull said. "Especially something like this 
which could have an impact on so many people's lives. 
If it isn't enough for a DRI, the law's defective." 

In other action relating to the tank farm in Lloyd, Leon 
County Commissioners announced at their regular 
meeting Tuesday that they will begin working on a 
pipeline ordinance next month. 

Yordon said the ordinance would require some extra 
standards of protection for the proposed pipeline. But he 
said he was also worried about how much damage the 
construction of the pipeline would cause. 

"Colonial can cut every tree within 45 feet of the 
pipeline," Yordon said "That's a very scary decision at 
their disposal. They can have no respect whataover for the

These are just some of the new tags 
locals are tying to Yellowman's name 
after his show at the Moon Monday night 

The Jamaican, formerly described as a 
"nutty albino rapper," offended more 
than a few listeners with his "vulgar" 
talk and explicit lyrics. 

"I walked out," said Lynn Rosenthal, a 
reggae fan who also happens to be director 
of North Florida Woman's Health and 
Counseling Center.

Rosenthal said that between songs, 
Yellowman sounded off with comments 
like "the reason I hate lesbians is because 
I'm scared of them. They are going to take 
over the world and we can't let that 
happen " 

According to Toilet, the crowd as a 
whole didn't react too strongly to the 
offensive remarks He said they seemed 
not to know how to respond But quite a 
few were obviously offended 

"I believe we can deal with social issues 
in a humorous way," Rosenthal said. "But 
he was not funny It is distressful that 
reggae music which is traditionally been 
about social change and fighting 
oppression would be so hateful." 

Some of those who attended the show, 
like Tallahassee Community College 
student Rhonda Roberts, said if 
Yellowman came to Tallahassee again 
she wouldn't be at the show But Moon 
Corporation President Scott Carswell said 
that even if Yellowman wanted to return 
he might not have a place to play.

The standout performances of the three leads are nicely 
balanced with a talented supporting cast featuring Ray 
Sharkey and Anne Dusenberry.

GAINESVILLE— The University of Florida, rocked by 
last week's forced resignation of head football coach 
Galen Hall, Tuesday tried to minimize the damage from 
a gambling scandal that led to the suspension of starting 
quarterback Kyle Morris. 

Shortly after interim football coach Gary Darnell 
downplayed the suspension of Morris and backup 
quarterback Shane Matthews, Florida basketball coach 
Norm Sloan spent the afternoon denying reports he and 
three of his assistants resigned Monday night in the 
wake of an ongoing NCAA investigation. 

Morris and Matthews were dismissed from the Gators 
on Monday evening for wagering on college and 
professional football games. Two other players, Brady 
Anderson and G A Mangus, both walk ons, were 
suspended for undisclosed NCAA violations. 

"Our family will have to 
get tighter now," Darnell 
said at his weekly news 
conference, "They have 
found they've been tested 
under fire before and 
they're going to have to 
continue to be strong."

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Thompson helps new charge of FSU line

Without warning, the 
Florida State defensive 
line has decided to come 
alive in the Seminoles' last 
two games. Its terror was 
unleashed against 
Syracuse and Virginia 
Tech, and with it came an 
incredible 19 sacks— the 
highest two game total 
since the team started 
recording the statistic. 

A major part of that ins- 
tant vitality has been out- Thompson 
side linebacker Shelton Thompson The fifth-year senior 
leads the team with five and a half sacks, including four 
in the last two games. He also has 31 total tackles to 
speak of, three of them for a loss. 

Thompson believes the great change in FSU's line is 
due to a mental adjustment it made after faltering early 
in the season 

"ARer the first two games, we just made up our minds 
that we had to get to the quarterback," Thompson said 
It's been a resurgence of the type of teams that 
Thompson can remember in his early years at FSU. 

"The past couple of years we haven't been getting sacks 
like we were my freshman year and redshirt freshman 



It's also been yet another resurgence for Thompson. 
The 6 foot 3, 248-pounder has undergone arthroscopic 
surgery to remove bone spurs in his feet three times in 
his career, each time having to deal with a couple months 
of rehabilitation Though its not complex surgery, it's 
a problem he's had to deal with. 

"I just take it in stride'* Thompson said. "It's just 
something that happens." 

by mid season, has had an easier time with it this year. 
He believes the privilege of fifth year seniors to sit out 
spring practice allowed him to heal the injury properly. 

'That's why I don't have any problems with it this 
season. In the past springs I had to get back out and 
practice," Thompson said 

Though Thompson puts up rather impressive statistics 
despite the plague of bone spurs, FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden belives he's yet to peak with his natural ability, 

"He's gotten better even this year," Bowden said "But 
I don't think he's ever reached his potential because of 
the injuries." 

Thompson plans to work on improving his game in 
hopes it will land him in the NFL, but at the moment, 
the daily routine of football and school has worn its 
welcome. 

"You come in all enthused with it, jump right in, ready 
to roll," Thompson said "Then that third year, it starts 
getting to you Then that fifth year, you'd just like to 
get out of here I have no regrets It's just the same old 
thing day to day, gets old

far, Clark has been pretty successful. 

Last season he recorded 34 tackles and one quarterback 
sack in seven games before fracturing his forearm. This 
season he has already accumulated 37 total tackles and 
five quarterback sacks in five games.

SAN FRANCISCO-Search crews brought in 
heavy equipment and dog teams Wednesday to 
help locate victims of the devastating earthquake 
that killed more than 270 people in the Bay Area. 

The quake, the second worst in U.S. history, 
caused at least $1 billion in damage, prompting 
President Bush to quickly grant California's 
request for federal disaster aid 

Shaken residents faced a day of chaos with 
transportation, communication and power 
facilities painstakingly resuming service in the 
aftermath of the quake, which hit at 5:04 p m 
Tuesday at the height of the rush hour. 

One of the greatest concerns was Interstate 880, 
a major doubledeck freeway in Oakland where 
a mile-long section of the upper roadway 
collapsed onto the lower level, sandwiching up 
to 200 vehicles in between and causing most of 
the 27 1 deaths attributed to the quake. 

Oakland Police Lt. Sydney Rice said four dog 
teams and heavy equipment were brought in to

Officials said the highway, which was built in 
the 1950s and had not been reinforced to 
withstand a massive earthquake, would be closed 
indefinitely and repairs could take up to two 
years. 

Bulldozers and cranes were on standby to begin 
the delicate task of clearing away the rubble and 
recovering bodies, but authorities said the job was 
not likely to be undertaken immediately. 

The 15 second quake, measured variously at 6.9 
to 7.0 on the Richter scale, also crumbled 
buildings throughout Northern California, 
sparked fires and forced the postponement of the

Sexual stereotypes play a major 
role in crimes against women, 
according to Brenda Joyner, co- 
director of the Feminist Women's 
Health Center 

Joyner told a crowd of 50 people 
in Moore Auditorium Wednesday 
night that they need to change their 
perceptions of sex roles in society to 
combat rape. 

"How do men become rapists and 
women victims of rape 7 '' Joyner 
asked "We need to redefine what 
it means to be a man in society and 
what it means to be a woman— 
obviously it is complex, but women 
should not see themselves as 
victims, but as a powerful people " 

Joyner called rape an act of 
political terrorism and said rape 
maintains the "sexual hierarchy of 
sexism and the c 
in society." 



"The weakness and passivity to 
which females are socialized makes 
them rape victims," Joyner said 
"Being told to act 'lady-like'-ladies 
don't make scenes. Well, in order to 
fight off a rapist, you must make a 
scene. The parallel argument is that 
men are supposed to be dominating, 
powerful and strong All these are 
considered to be manly."

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Rape survivor fights back

In 1980 Sharon Patyk Komlos was shot, raped, stabbed 
and left for dead in an abandoned South Florida 
apartment Just one year later, refusing to allow the 
incident to destroy her life, she made her first appearance 
before an audience to recount her story so that others 
might be spared the same fat*. 

"Right after I'd been shot, I knew I wouldn't see again. 
Already, in my own way, I was dealing with not having 
sight," Patyk Komlos explained in a telephone interview 
Wednesday "My philosophy was that I was going to be 
alright sooner or later So I decided to be alright sooner." 

Patyk Komlos, who will deliver the keynote address for 
the Florida State University Women's Center Stop Rape 
Week, said she understands that not all rape survivors 
recover as quickly as she did-some carry the emotional 
scars for years after the original trauma is inflicted 

She recalls the time when two teenage girls revealed 
to her after one of her lectures that they had been raped 



And she remembers the woman who guarded the secret 
of her rape for 28 years until she finally shared it with 
Patyk Komlos following a speech in Ft. Lauderdale 
"They were carrying around a burden for a very long 

(other victims) enough to where they say I'm going to 
get some help. I want women to understand that you have 
to take the steps to let good things happen to you again." 

A recipient of the Crime Stoppers International Woman 
of the Year Award and the presidential medal, Patyk 
Komlos said that victim/witness services have improved 
during the years, even though deeply ingrained 
misconceptions are difficult to overcome. 

"There's a different climate because of a whole victim 
(rights) movement to increase awareness of the needs of 
victims," she said "But we still have a long way to go "

change. Both the city and county governments' respective 
ordinance committees will wrangle over specifics in the 
next few weeks to insure uniform environmental policy 
throughout Leon County. 

Al Trull, chairman of the city's ordinance committee, 
said a uniform plan is necessary to insure that 
development is properly monitored and the environment 
properly managed 

For the moment, the city and county plans differ on a 
number of points For instance, according to John Buss, 



an environmental management officer with the city, the 
county's plan requires developers to obtain permits before 
they can remove any trees larger than 18 inches in 
diameter on the interior of lots marked for development 
The city's plan also protects trees at least 18 inches in 
diameter But it further requires developers to obtain 
permits for any trees over 4 inches in diamater they may 
want to cut down in the setback areas on the outside of 
the lot. 

With such measures in place. Buss said environmentally 
destructive development projects like the Food Lion fiasco 
Of 1988, in which a number of oak trees were destroyed 
for a shopping center's parking lot, won't happen again 

"If you want to avoid the concrete jungle, this 
(ordinance) is the best way to do business," he said

Bomb threat 

At approximately noon Tuesday, a person in the 
Conradi building on Florida State University's campus 
threw down books and said he wanted to blow up the 
building, according to FSU Police Department 
spokesperson Jack Handley. 

Handley said the department received a phone call at 
4:30 p.m. about the incident. 

"We went into the building and searched around, but 
we found nothing of an explosive nature," Handley said 
"Based on the comment that was made, we were led to 
believe there may have been something in the building." 

Handley said the department does not know who made 
the threat but is continuing the investigation. 

"We are attempting to identify the individual who 
made the comment, but that is all I can say because I 
don't want to identify the person who gave us the 
information." 

Sexual assault suspect arrested 

A man wanted in Center, Texas for aggravated sexual 
assault of a child was arrested early Wednesday morning 
by Tallahassee police officers, said Tallahassee Police 
Department spokesperson Dewey Riou. 

"We received a teletype from the Shelby County 
Sheriffs Department that a man who was wanted there 
(Texas) has two grand jury indictments for aggravated 
sexual assault against a child (pending)," Riou said. 

According to Riou, Shelby police became aware that 
the man was in Tallahassee after he telephoned his wife, 
who still lives in Texas, from a local phone booth. 

Ronnie Chance, a chief deputy at the Shelby County 
Sheriffs Department, said the grand jury indictments 
against John Gerald Partlow, 36, stem from an allegation 
that the suspect had sexual intercourse with his 13 year 
old stepdaughter. 

Partlow was possibly employed by Reithoffer Shows 
Inc., a carnival company that will be handling the 
upcoming North Florida Fair, Riou said 

Partlow was taken into custody by TPD officers and 
is being held in the Leon County Jail. He is awaiting 
extradition to Texas. 

The suspect could be sentenced five to 99 years if found 
guilty of the pending felony charges. Chance said 

Scalping 'em 

An FSU student was arrested Wednesday for scalping 
tickets to FSU games against Auburn and Miami, 
according to FSU police spokesperson Jack Handley 

Students answering a classified ad in the Florida 
Flambeau complained to the FSU police department 
about being charged astronomical prices to purchase 
football tickets, Handley said 

"(We) received several complaints from FSU 
student* that the seller (of football tickets) was asking 
$50 for Auburn tickets and $60 for Miam. tickets," he 
said 

Bradley Scott Stackpolle or 1354 Warrior Way was 
apprehended by two FSU police investigators at his 
home, after selling the officers two FSU vs Miami 
football tickets for $120, Handley said 

"(He) was immediately arrested and issued a notice to 
appear before the Leon County court," Handley said 

Stackpolle was charged with selling football tickets 
over the face value amount Florida law allows an 
individual to sell a ticket for only $1 more than the 
original price. 

Gun threat 

A juvenile was threatened with a gun Monday night

James Bond creator Ian Fleming would approve. 

Tired of being hampered by a 13 year presidential directive that 
forbids United States involvement in assassinations of foriegn 
leaders, George Bush decided to ask Congress to relax restrictions 
on Central Intelligence Agency activity. 

It seems Bush, who once headed the CIA, is especially irked by 
the staying power of General Antonio Noriega. George didn't 
exactly come right out and say we should off the Panamanian 
leader, but it's a safe bet that the administration-and Bush's old 
cronies in The Company-had their hand in the failed coup of Oct. 
3. And the directive clearly caused some concern about how far 
the administration should have gotten involved. 

Rather than learning the lesson that we shouldn't be messing 
around with the affairs of other nation*. Bush is asking for a license 
to kill individuals whose philosophy doesn't dovetail with U.S. 
interests. 

Of course, the effectiveness of the directive is questionable in the 
first place. The CIA has already been involved in the mining of 
Nicaraguan harbors, running guns to the contras, and supporting 
Salvadoran death squad leader Roberto D'Aubisson. Nicaraguan 
dictator Anastasio Somoza's national guard, Ferdinand Marcos in 
the Philippines and even Noriega himself-all of which has 
contributed to a death toll in the thousands. 

Without it, though, there's no telling how many more acts of state 
terrorism the CIA might have committed in addition to the ones 
we already know about. Simply put, U.S. policy has not failed in 
Latin America and elsewhere because a few bullets didn't hit the 
right people, but because the will of a people is not going to be 
changed by bullets in the first place. 

Bush and the CIA apparently haven't gotten that message yet, 
and there's little doubt they will continue planning their covert 
operations. But asking Congress to put its stamp of approval on 
such actions is unconscionable. 

If any other government had suggested assassination as a 
rational alternative you can bet Bush would be screaming up and 
down But with his subtly veiled reference to "reinterpretation" 

colors. 

Congress— and the voting public-should not stand for it. From 
the assassination of minor officials to the murder of heads of state, 
there is no reason any nation that claims to pride itself on liberty 
and democracy should engage in the kind of deadly intrigue that 
has no place in the world beyond pulp fiction.

Members of the Leon County 
Commission and Tallahassee City 
Commission went to Monticello 
Wednesday to express their concerns 
about a proposed Texaco tank farm in 
Jefferson County. 

Leon County Commission Chairman 
Gayle Nelson, county commissioners 
Gary Yordon and Henry Lewis, 
Tallahassee Mayor Dorothy Inman, and 
Tallahassee City Commissioner Debbie 
Lightaey briefly addressed the Jefferson 
County Commission and requested that 
officials from both counties work together 
in evaluating the project since a tank 
farm and its connecting pipeline would 
affect the citizens of both counties 

"We have concerns, you have concerns 
We are linked on this issue and we cannot 
be separated," Nelson said. "We are here 
to ask you to let us work together. We 
want to work with you in terms of getting 
information so we can make the best 
decision for our communities." 

Texaco plans to build its proposed 
facility in Lloyd, a small town just i 
the Leon-Jefferson county line. - 
of its close proximity to Leon 



officials here are worried that they may 
be providing the personnel and footing the 
bills in case of a major fire. Lloyd only has 
a volunteer fire department, and the 
Jefferson County Fire Department has 
only five paid professional firefighters. 

Leon officials also had concerns about 
possible groundwater contamination from 
the tank farm or the pipeline running 
through north Leon County that will 
connect the facility to a terminal in 
Georgia. Both Leon County and Jefferson 
County share the same drinking water

Lane said aftershocks can be deadlier 
than the first quake because they shake 
Buildings that are already structurally 
damaged. They can happen anytime— 
sometimes hours, days or even weeks 
after the first quake. 

Seismologists in California are 
predicting that an aftershock will 
soon, with the potential to be 
stronger than the first quake 

"It's not like they're using crystal balls 
or oujia boards to make their predictions," 
Lane said. "They see these patterns 
developing that point to the

With fantasy/adventure films suffering from 
Spielberg's banal "Indy Jones" sequels and countless 
Romancing The Stone-type spinoffs, Terry Gilliam has 
given the genre a well-needed shot in the arm with his 
$46 million dollar extravaganza The Adventures Of 
Baron Munchausen. 

The ex Monty Pythonite has combined his perverse 
humor and mind bending images, bringing to the screen 
an epic visual smorgasbord. 

The film is set in the late 18th century "the age of 
reason," in an unnamed European town (presumably 
Austria) under seige by Turkish armies A thespian 
troupe led by a bumbling actor and his daughter (Sarah 
Palley), is performing an adventurous play based on the 
mythical exploits of Baron Munchausen 

As the theatre crumbles from the devastation of the 
Turkish barrage, the real Baron (David Neville) 
interrupts the performance and begins to weave his own 
tale of the catastrophic war. 

Accompanied by the actor's youngster, Munchausen 
sets the fantasy wheel in motion. 

Gilliam's camera work (crane, long, and wide angle 
shots) enhanced by remarkable set designs, elaborate 
costumes and hundreds of extras lend to the film's epic 
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chausen on a quest.

The director's bizarre humor is tastefully dabbed into 
the storyline. Included are some incredibly funny 
musical bits such as "The Torturer's Apprentice" in 
which the fiendish Turk Sultan performs his opera on 
a pipe organ which simultaneously jabs prisoners with 
spears There is also a rousing rendition of "Cut Off In 
My Prime" by the Sultan's all eunuch choir. 

The comedy is secondary, however, to Gilliam's 
poignant theme that fantasy, myth and

Art explores oppositions

Encountering painter Trish Thompson h 
watercolor and collage works at Florida 
A & Ms School of Architecture Gallery 
is an experience in visual emotion. 
Thompson's two series, Eloquent Irony 
and Etudes embody polar opposites in 
terms of feelings 

Eloquent Irony, a group of collages done 
with metallic inks and paints, was 
inspired by a collection she saw in 
Orlando entitled Eloquent Object*. 

"I was very impressed by the 
preciousness of the objects," she said 

Thompson's creation's, however 
' exhausted" her, she said, for she tried 
to push intense emotions about past 
experiences into each one 

Her second series, Etudes, however, 
brightly epitomizes the opposite feelings 
The title comes from the art 
similarity to etudes, which are 
used in writing music 

"Painting the etudes was like an 
exercise in composition," she said " It was 
also an exercise in play, 

"The paintings in this series are like 
pieces of candy or like going to the movies 
for me because they were so much fun to 
do," Thompson said 

The lighter side to Thompson's painting 
involves building up textures, inventing 
languages and creating abstract 
visualizations of views from places she 
has lived 

The idea of inventing languages and 
using them in her pieces has been on her 
mind for a long time Being highly 
attuned to visual images, she finds the 
written symbols of foreign languages like 
Arabic or Chinese appealing to the eye. 

"A friend of mine had a lot of Chinese 
writing and I thought it looked beautiful," 
Thompson said "When I asked him about 
it, he told me it was a Chinese menu 
Hearing that took away a lot of the visual 
meaning for me so I decided that 1 1 
to create images in my paintir 
solely had a visual meaning." 

In her previous work, Thompson's main 
hope was to create easily accessible art 
Now however, she says she is 
interested m the 
overall final impact 

The intricate elements in Thompson's* 
art works range from tangible iconic 
symbols to the more abstract beliefs she 
holds about lift. 

"All painting is a metaphor for how 
human beings live their lives trying to 
control uncontrollable things," Thompson 



said. "A painter believes he will paint a 
good painting while an individual thinks 
he or she will live a good life But 
sometimes, just when you think you have 
it— the perfect painting or the ideal life, 
or what you think that will be— it's gone." 

In Trish Thompson's own complicated 
life-she's married, has two children and 
holds three jobs besides being an artist- 
distraction is a major element She 
believes this comes out in her paintings- 
like when she answers the telephone and 
upon returning to her work finds the i 
she was working on has dried 

The stories behind some of her pie 
are humorous. "Black and Gold 
Crustacean," centers around the idea of 
permanence vs impermanence The 
collage is made up of vibrantly colored 
inks and contains a piece of paper that 
was part of her husband's dissertaton 
before it fell victim to termites. 
On the paper is the pattern of teeth 
"Yes, it's done in homage to the idea of 
permanence and impermanence The 
permanence of the termites' teeth and th*- 
impermanence of my husband's 



things when you're a visual artist " 

"New Guinea Totem," another piece in 
the series, deals less with transitory 
elements and more with symbols of 
ancient culture* A carved image of a man 
with a bird sitting on his shoulder is 
painted over and collaged According to 
mythology the bird was supposed to carry 
the man to another world. 

The idea for this painting and others in 
this series came out of Thompson's 
interest in the ways different cultures 
deal with aspects of the human condition, 
•specially death 

Thompson was trained in the classical 
tradition and even though her painting 
has grown away from traditional 
watercolor, she says it's still her favorite 

And as she described the process- 
picking up a painting, slowly turning it 
about to show how the liquidity of the 
paint allowed it to move wherever it 
wanted -it was obvious that this is so 

"Paintings are objects that should be 
well treated and valued, Thompson 
said "Every painting has its own little life 
and the creation and exploration of each 
one is like going on an archaeological 
dig."

SAN FRANCISCO-Calling off the 
1989 World Series never was a serious 
consideration It should have been. 

Representatives from both leagues met 
Wednesday with commissioner Fay 
Vincent, ABC Television and the Major 
League Baseball Players Association and 
the subject of cancelling the World Series 
barely came up. 

The focus was on when the games 
should be played, not whether they should 
have been played at all. In the end, the 
money baseball will not have to pay back 
to the networks won out over letting a 
community heal its wounds by itself 

Instead, the combined participants that 
decided to push hack Game 3 of the World 
Series by one week agreed to make an 
unspecified monetary contribution to the 
Oakland and San Francisco communities. 

Moving the games was almost out of the 
question 

San Diego's Jack Murphy Stadium, one 
■it« mentioned, physically would not be 
ready for a baseball game until nest 
week Another site, Dodger Stadium in 
Los Angeles, was available but baseball 
would have had at least a two-day wait 
for the printing, distributing and selling 
of tickets 

Baseball's initial waffling on what to do 
made it look bad It did manage to regain 
some respect by taking a prudent course, 
but it could have done the right thing by 
calling the games off completely 

Fay Vincent, the new commissioner, is 
tarnishing the legacy of his friend, the 
late Bart Giamatti, by not making a bold, 
decisive stance. 

Instead, like a good politician, he 
compromised. 

In some areas you can get a false 
impression as to the severity of the 
earthquake Some communities appear to 
have suffered no damage at all 

Business was booming at gas stations 
and coffee shops Motels were full Lights 
and toilets worked Water was clean and 
plentiful 

But cross one street and it was like 



the books— now

entering a war zone. No traffic lights, 
glass blown out of windows, cracks in 
buildings, loose concrete or bricks on 
sidewalks, no lights, no water or places 
to stay. 

There is merit to the notion people need 
something as a counterbalance to tragedy 
But there is a time to fulfill the cliche that 
sports is just a game. Now is that time 

The World Series is woefully 
unimportant in the face of death, 
collapsed bridges, buildings and 
overpasses, power outages and lack of 
water. To divert attention from the 
cleanup is madness. 

Inspecting Candlestick Park to see if it's 
safe for 60.000 cheering people is silly 
The engineers are more sorely needed 
elsewhere Besides, nobody lives in 
Candlestick Park 

Putting 60,000 people into one place for 
a baseball game would tie up police, who 
are needed for something more important 
protecting lives and property, directing 
traffic, keeping crowds from disaster sites 

Shifting the Series, completing the 
Series, sends the message the games are 
more important than what happened in 
the Bay Area 

They are not They most decidedly are 
not 

The most important thing is to clean up 
the rubble, fi* the roads, rebuild the 
homes and businesses, restore electricity 
and take the strain off the telephone 
service 

None of these human concerns would be 
served by completing the World Series

State committee will examine financial aid process

Because of legislative concerns and 
student complaints, the administration of 
financial aid throughout the state 
university system is being studied by the 
state Post secondary Education Planning 
Commission 

PEPC is conducting the state mandated 
study of various aspects of the financial aid 



process to determine if any problems exist 
and, if so, what should be done to correct 
them 

Although the Florida State University 
financial aid office has come under fire 
several times in the past few months, Phi*' 
Assistant Executive Director Pat Dallet 
said the Legislature's request for an

Dallet said the Legislature directed the 
commission to conduct the study after 
looking at undergraduate education in 
Florida's public schools and visiting some

Aftershocks increase damage

SANTA CRUZ, Calif-Sharp aftershocks jolted quake 
battered Santa Cruz County Thursday while teams 
headed into the mountains to check if newly discovered 
giant cracks in the earth threatened homes in the area 

The aftershocks were more powerful than the hundreds 
of lesser tremors that usually follow major quakes. They 
frayed already rattled nerves in the area, south of San 
Francisco and San Jose, where Tuesday's quake was 
centered. No new injuries were reported, however. 

The worst of the new tremors, at 3:14 a m PDT. 
registered 4.6 on the Richter scale in Santa Cruz. The 
initial shock Tuesday was measured at 6.9 

An earlier aftershock, measuring 4,3 on the Richter 
scale, hit at 2:54 a.m. near Watsonville, according to the 
National Earthquake Information Center in Golden, 
Colo. A third aftershock at 4:15 a m was estimated at 
about 3.7 Three others ranging from 3 5 to 3.7 followed

Law firm helps needy 
with pro bono service

Florida's largest law firm, Holland and 
Knight, announced plans this week to 
significantly expand the number of cases 
it accepts pro bono (free of charge), 
according to Martha W. Barnett, a 
partner in its Tallahassee office 

The firm is the first in the South to form 
a special public interest team to provide 
free legal assistance to the area s poor 

"Our firm has long held a very deeply 
felt commitment to the public," Barnett 
said "We've benefitted from being 
lawyers greatly. This is our way of giving 
something back to the public " 

The firm, which employs approximately 
250 lawyers, will deal primarily with 
those public interest cases which will 
affect large numbers of people Barnett 
said the enormous resources of the firm 
should help to make a difference in the 
lives of those who would otherwise be 
unable to seek legal help. 

Attorney Steve Hanlon, a civil rights 
specialist, will join Holland and Knight 
a« a partner in January to head the public 
interest team. Hanlon will coordinate 
activities from the firm's Tampa offices. 

On Wednesday, Hanlon and Barnett 
presided over a meeting held to determine 
how to best assist agencies in providing 
free legal aid to the poor The meeting, 
held at the Tallahassee office of the firm 
was attended by members of local legal 
aid groups as well as by members of 
advocacy groups 

Budd Bell, who attended on behalf of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, said "I 
was delighted to meet with Mr Hanlon." 

According to Bell, the ACLU doesn't 
always have the resources to pursue 
worthy cases With Holland and Knight 
setting a precedent in the state, she 
expressed hope that other law firms will 
follow the

commitments to do pro bono work 

"That's why this is such an important 
model," Bell said. "There are many cases 
where the ACLU doesn't have lawyers. 
. . Maybe other groups will follow." 

"Our firm expects all lawyers to do pro 
bono work," Barnett said. "We probably 
have a couple hundred pro bono cases at 
any given time." 

While the assistance given will be free 
to those who can't afford it, "In our own 
firm, we estimated what it would cost us 
to provide this service," Barnett said. 

Annually, the firm expects to absorb 
costs ranging anywhere from $250,000 to 
$400,000 a year 

Despite the costs, Barnett Baid her firm 
is committed to providing legal assistance 
to those in need. 

"We're excited about it," she said. "It's 
a wonderful program I think every lawyer 
in the firm is proud of," 

Barnett said that although her firm is 
the only one with this sort of program in 
the state, others may follow

NAIROBI, Kenya-Western relief workers in 
Ethiopia have withdrawn from a provincial capital in 
the path of a major offensive by northern rebels, who are 
now within about 150 miles of Addis Ababa, sources in 
the Ethiopian capital said Thursday 

The report emerged a day after 1 
Mengistu Haile Mariam, in an unusual and defiant 
televised address, called for united action "to score 
immediate victory" over the rebel Tigray People's 
Liberation Front, which he said threatened to plunge the 
country into chaos, like Lebanon. 

The TPLF, has advanced nearly 150 miles since 
beginning an offensive in late August. The drive presents 
a severe challenge to the stability of Mengistu's Marxist 
regime, which has been weakened by poor economic 
performance, waning Soviet support and a bloody

"In my view, the flag should be at half mast after this 
vet*," said Senate GOP leader Robert Dole of Kansas. 

The American Civil Liberties Union hailed the Senate 
vote, saying: "Senators demonstrated today they 
understand that the right of dissent is a fundamental 
principle of our society A majority, no matter how large

Patyk Komlos said she encourages law enforcement 
officials not to judge a rape victim or treat her 
condescendingly, but to listen carefully to what she has 
to say and respond with sensitivity.

"It's working with the 
victims, not against them." 

In 1980, Fatyk-Komlos had no idea that she would be 
propelled into the victim advocacy movement. She had 
only recently moved to Boca Raton to embark on her new 
job as an insurance adjuster and lived quietly with her 
husband and three children 

Then in May of the same year, the course of her life 
was transformed irrevocably— she emphasized that it was 
transformed and not destroyed. 

On the night of May 23, Patyk Komlos was on her way 
home after spending some time with friends who were 
visiting from out of town She gave little thought to the 
small green car following her and was not concerned 
when it appeared to pass her. 

Then suddenly, out of the corner of her eye, she saw 
a flash of light and heard a popping noise, almost like 
an engine backfiring In an instant she was blinded She 
guessed she had been shot, but was not sure. 

After pulling off to the side of the road, she leaned on 
her horn to attract attention And, almost immediately, 
a man leaned into the car and offered to drive her to a 
hospital. 

But the seemingly friendly offer of help only 
compounded the tragedy when the man led Patyk- 
Komlos to an apartment, shoved her onto a mattress on 
the floor, raped her and stabbed her repeatedly during 
the night.

nothing," she explained "I knew I was attacked. I knew 
I couldn't see. It was an awfully frightening, terrifying 
and humiliating experience." 

When she woke up, Patyk-Komlos said she heard a 
plastic bag open, and the dull sound of something being 
dropped into the bag-she imagined it was her clothing. 
Then the man reached for her wrist to feel her pulse and 
she pretended to still be unconscious. 

Satisfied that she would not live, he locked the door 
and left. As he drove away, she recognized the sound of 
the car's engine She realized that the man who had 
brutally attacked her in the apartment was the same 
man who had shot her. 

Patyk Komlos said she decided immediately that she 
would not be devastated by the incident. 

"Frankly, to be honest, I didn't know what I would do," 
she said. "(Buti I could still think. I could still reason. 
I could still love." 

Unfortunately, she discovered that most people were 
not prepared for her response. 

"My marriage became a casualty, and it's not 
unusual," Patyk-Komlos said. "It's socially unacceptable 
(to talk about rape) My husband was a person who could 
not deal with the situation at all." 

Patyk Komlos confided that she feels compelled to 
share her experience with audiences, so that she may 
help other women who have been abused 

"People wonder how can you trust again, " she said 
"There is hope after rape A person can get through it. 
I did lose my job and I did lose my husband, but I didn't 
lose my children Face it, I could have lost my body 
to drugs and alcohol." 

Turning to drugs and drink as a solace for the pain 
would only have completed what her assailant set out 
to do on that May evening, she reasoned 

"I felt I had to be an example to my children," Patyk 
Komlos said "My kids (now) don't make any excuses for 
their failure It's about time that each and every 
individual takes control for his or her life."

Witness indicted in Tallahassee slaying

Friends of Steve Denham say he met 28-year-old 
Felicia Ann Register three days before he was shot and 
killed. The 30-year-old Stanford, Ky. construction worker 
met Register at the Sunset Motel where he was staying. 

The last time Denham's friends saw him, he left with 
Register the night of Sept. 20. Later that night she ran 
in the door of the No-Tell Tavern covered in blood and 
screaming that her boyfriend had been shot 

While police officers looked into Denham's death, 
Register implicated another man in the murder But on 
Thursday a Leon County Grand Jury indicted Register 
and another man already in custody for their roles in 
the murder of Denham. She was charged with third- 
degree murder. 

The jury also indicted Register for attempting to buy 
cocaine and giving false information to a law 
enforcement officer, according to Tallahassee Police 
Department spokesperson Dewey Riou 

A grand jury does not determine guilt or innocence. 
They only determine if enough evidence is present to 
warrant charges being made. 

Riou said Register, of 1594 C Willow Bend Way, turned 
herself in to the Leon County Jail Thursday morning 

The night of the murder, Register told TPD officer 
Roney Wyche that she and Denham were parked outside 
Jackson Bluff Square sitting in her car when three men 
approached them and demanded money She said that 
after Denham was shot in the head at close range, she 
drove to the No Tell Tavern on West Te 
and asked the bartender for help 

However, Register told officers Sept. 21 that she and 
the victim went to a bus stop on Joe l^juis Street to buy 
cocaine. She said the deal went bad and

"She contacted us and confirmed what we suspected," 
said TPD spokesperson Phil Kiracofe. "We suspected 
that she was not telling us the truth. Then she told us 
the true location (of the murder)," Kiracofe said. 

According to Kiracofe, on Sept. 21, Register provided 
officers with a description of the man who was believed 
to have shot Denham. 

"From that point a composite was drawn and based 
upon that composite the first suspect was developed," 
Kiracofe said. "Then she selected his photo out of the 
photo line up " 

On Sept 22, TPD arrested James Henry Winn for the 
murder of Denham. But it didn't take long for TPD to 
discover thev had arrested the wrong man. 

"He was turned loose because our investigators weren't 
completely satisfied he was the one," Kiracofe said "We 
didn't want to let it rest." 

Murder charges were dropped against Winn and he 
was released from the Leon County Jail Oct. 5. 

On Oct. 4, TPD arrested another man, Michael Andrew 
Holland, and charged him with first degree murder and 
attempted robbery The grand jury indicted Holland 
Thursday on both those charge*. 

Assistant State Attorney Warren Goodwin said it was 
while Holland was robbing Denham that Holland shot 
Denham in the head. 

Goodwin explained if a person is killed while a felony 
is being committed, Florida law dictates that other! 
involved must be charged with third-degree murder. 
"If you are involved in a felony, such aa buying cocaine, 
i is killed, you are charged with third-degree 
murder," Goodwin said "It is equivalent to a charge of 
manslaughter." 

Holland is being held in the Leon County Jail without 
bond Register was released from the Leon County Jail

Sylvester Ronald Mitchell, the 24-old 
custodian accused of killing a co worker

Mitchell was arrested on Oct. 3 for the 
slaying of Harley J Colvin Mitchell is 
accused of taking a 22 caliber rifle and 
shooting Colvin in the head while nearly 
100 schoolchildren and teachers looked 
on.

The burglary charges and gTand thefl 
of a rifle stem from Oct 2 when Mitchell 
allegedly broke into a house and stole a 
rifle. The aggravated assault charge 
stems from when Mitchell allegedly took 
the rifle and threatened a teacher shortly 
after he killed Colvin

ATHENS, Ga -The FBI and the Athens Police 
Department are conducting a joint investigation into 
alleged gambling activity that led to the suspension of 
four football players from the University of Florida. 

Athens police spokeswoman Hilda Spratlin said

criminal prosecution in the case impossible.

organization has established a sexual assault support 
group to help women cope with the trauma 

"It is a peer support group so women can understand 
they are not alone," she said "It just started this 
semester." 



Rape is particularly endemic on the nation's university 
campuses, where nearly 20 percent of all female students 
report having been victims of sexual violence 

But there are local groups that can provide sexual 
assault victims with referrals about where to go for help, 
counseling and economic assistance. 

Refuge House, a shelter in Tallahassee, sponsors 
various help programs to women who have been battered 
by spouses or raped The organization refuses to disclose 
its location in order to protect the women who go there 
for assistance. 

"The women want our location to be private because 
they are afraid of their abusers So, we never give that 
information out," said Mabel Kunzman, Refuge House 
outreach program coordinator 

Kunzman, who was once a battered wife, said Refuge 
House sponsors a rape crisis program and an outreach 
program for women who have been victimized. She said 
the agency will shelter a woman and her children for 
up to five weeks if they wish to escape an abusive 
environment. 

"We work exclusively with rape, sexual assault and 
spouse abuse," Kunzman said "Our outreach program 
is for people who cannot make it to the meetings " 

Kunzman said the Refuge House will talk to women 
over the phone if they don't have transportation or go 
see women at their home or locations convenient to them 
if they feel it is safe 

Although Refuge House handles most rape referral 
cases, there are other places a woman can go to find help 
Karol Brigham, associate director of the university 
r, said women who have been abused 
• of the Thagard Health Center 

to find help 

"There is not a specific program here, although we 
handle (rape leases like that all the time." Brigham said 
"They can see a counselor within a couple of minutes from 
when they come into the center." 

According to Brigham, the university health center 

necessary 

"We'd help someone for weeks or months until they 
feel they are more able to deal with school or work," 



that the health center will 
woman to Refuge House if needed. 

"They can come here first (after an attack) and if they 
need help, we can assist them in contacting Refuge 
Brigham said "We can even help them with 
there if they need it."

Despite cultural differences, college students in the 
U.S. and abroad agree on the language of fashion 
According to an international survey of students, the 
most fashionable men on 10 college campuses in the 
U.S. and four foreign universities will be wearing

The International Levi s 501 Report asked students 
t<> html fall fashion trends at Milan s Cattolica 
University Keio University in Tokyo, the University 
of Toronto. La Sorbonne in Paris and 10 major col- 
leges in the U.S.

46 percent of foreign and 38 percent of U S students 
surveyed Foreign students cite blazers or sports

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North Florida art shines

If the 4th Annual North Florida Juried 
Art Competition conjures up images of 
watermelon kitsch and rattlesnake 
roundup queens, think again The Arts 
Committee at Florida State's Center for 
Professional Development is out to change 
the idea that North Florida is a cultural 
wasteland. 

They have the perfect space in which to 
smash that myth 

We felt there weren't a lot of places for 
artists to exhibit in North Florida,'' said 
Jane Grosslight, director of arts and design 
"The center is perfect for hanging art 
because of the architecture." 

Even though the architect may not have 
been thinking of creating a gallery space, 
the center's wide hallways, walls and 
lighting are practically an invitation to 
artists. 

And inviting artists to use this space is 
what the center has been doing for the past 
six years The annual North Florida 
competition has been growing every year 
since its inception 

"It started out as just artists from North 
Florida," Shannon Lewis, arts and design 
said "This year we had people 



from all over the state as well as those from 
a couple of other states More and more 
people are interested in this show." 

This year's competition drew 197 entries 
from 60 artists, all of which were then 
juried Carol Malt, executive director of the 
Albany Museum of Art in Albany, Georgia 
chose the winners out of a pared down 
collection of 44 pieces 

First prize went to Milton artist Carl 
Duke Duke's violet and yellow artwork, 
"Test of Faith," is a highly energetic 
rendering of an androgynous figure with 
medusa like hair The figure is handling a 
couple of gnarly snakes— a test of faith in 
anyone's terms. 

Duke said the subject matter grew out of 
his interest in religions, particularly those

For most of us the Pacific Northwest conjures up 
images of blooming forests, flowing hills and all things 
green and fertile. Seeing the cover of the new Screaming 
Trees album, then, one would never suspect that the 
band is from Central Washington. 

Buzz Factory, the Trees' newest release (April '89), 
features a hleak, smog producing industrial plant with 
puffing, black smokestacks on its cover-a far cry from 
what one would expect from an Ellensburg quartet, but 
a fitting image for the melee of distorted, 
guitar grunge these guys crank out 

Having signed their first contract with _ 
back in '87. the Trees, along with groups like Dinosaur 
and Das Damen. have defined a sound that is beginning 
to dominate a hefty portion of SST releases Using 
heavily distorted sounds with lots of wah-wah pedal 
stomping, the Trees capture the spirit of 60's psychedelia, 
wrap it up in the handages of 80's punk rock and send 
it swirling into the future 

The essence of the Trees* sound is best exemplified in 
their '88 release, Invisible Lantern With twelve tracks 
of mind melting euphoria, this album spins on the edge 
of musical chaos while retaining just enough sanity to

Gary U'e Conner 'l catchy guitar melodies lurk behind 
a wall of dense, acidic power chords. And Mark 
Lenegan's nonchalant yet powerful vocals add even more 
of a twist of the slightly demented ether haze It's a 
tribute to the '60s done '90s style, and is well worth a 
place in anyone's collection of new psychedelia.

The haze has gotten even 
murkier and the melodies are softer and farther back 
Washes of acoustic guitar trickle through in songs like 
"Flower Web" and "Yard Trip 01," prov.d.ng a more 
toned down feel. 

But while the Trees seem to be stabilizing their studio 
sound for the time being, the past few years have taken 
them on a number of tours, establishing them as a solid 
live act In '88, they accompanied flREHOSE on two 
tours across the United State*, and last February the 
band played their first dates in Europe

"There has been a tendency among exhibits having to 
do with AIDS to brush the really hard questions under 
the table," says Steve Kurtz of CAE. "Instead, what often 
happens is that artists give their works, only to have 
those in charge auction them off, and then the money 
is donated to an AIDS service or AIDS research. "So the 
issue of cultural critique gets side stepped and everyone 
gets to feel good since recently AIDS has become a viable 



■ have been some notable exhibits that have run 
counter to this tendancy such as 'Let the Record Show' 
by ACT UP and Gran Fury and Group Material's 
"Democracy Project," Kurz added These shows get 
people to discuss the political economy of AIDS and 
address the hard questions. There is no side stepping of 
issues such as the crisis in medicine, who gets what kind 
and why, or the prejudice associated with the disease, 
profiteering of pharmaceutical companies and how much 
money goes to research versus the correct individuals." 

According to Kurtz, when the doors open at 8 Saturday 
night, the side stepping will end and the discussion will 
begin with a collection of several types of art-fine, 
plastic or otherwise. 

For the first 45 minutes of the show, audience members 
will be able to view works on display by local artist and 
activists, in addition to the work of artists which CAE 
has brought to the area for the exhibit such as Deep Dish 
TV, Don Moffet and Felix Gonzalez- Torrea. 
Then, at 8:45, TASS will take to the forefront with a 



brief presentation and at 9:00 Don Moffett will give a 
lecture on AIDS activist strategies for artists, as used 
by ACT UP and Gran Fury. Theatre of the Oppressed 
Collective will take to the stage at 9:45 for a revised and 
adapted version of Genet's Deathwatch. At 10:15, CAE 
will perform their AIDS poem and Rick Dominguez will 
present CV6. The Ensemble will conclude their segment 
with a slide show entitled "Sex and Politics." 

The video program begins at 11:00 with Tom Kalin's 
They are lost to vision altogether, which, Kurtz states, 
discusses the "disappearance of gay culture, its everyday 
life and sexuality as being invisible in the media since 
they only understand gay culture in terms of the AIDS 
crisis." This will be followed by ACT UP AT THE FDA 
1987. Next, Testing the Limits will present New York 
City 1987, a documentary of the grassroots movement 
engaging in political action relevant to the AIDS crisis 
in 1987. The evening's finale offers will be Deep Dish 
TV's Angry Initiatives/ Defiant Strategy, an anthology of 
segments from 25 films and video by AIDS activists, 
individuals, collectives and social justice groups. 

Kurtz said CAE is trying to help end regionalism, since 
artists from cultural centers and decentralized zones are 
able to work together to create an exhibit which will 
benefit artistic endeavors despite their location, and 
locally to benefit TASS." 

Remember, you, the community at large, are 
asked to bring work to display at the show. The 621 
Gallery will be open to accept your installations 
from 12-5 p.m. on Saturday. October 21st. You also 
need to bring whatever necessary to hang your 
work.

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Dance unites art and ritual

While most Americans view dance as 
pure entertainment, Asian Indians 
consider classical Indian dance a form of 
worship, according to local dancer Vimala 
Koppikar. 

"Just like music is a type of worship in 
Christian religion, dance with music is a 
form of worship in the Hindu religion," 
said Koppikar. 

In this dance, every movement has a 
meaning, says Koppikar. Such a dance 
will be demonstrated by the a world 
famous classical Indian dancer Ritha Devi 
Saturday evening at Florida State 
University. 

Dressed in a bright colorful costume, 
sparkling jewelry and flowers in her hair, 
Devi will be performing a dance style 
called Oudra Nritya or Temple Odissi. 

A style which originated in ancient 
times, Temple Odissi-as the name 
implies-was performed by a set of people 
in temples for the gods, according to 
Koppikar 

"Odissi is a dance tradtion of the temple 
dances in the (Indian! state of Odissa," 
said Devi 

In modern times, the dance has become 
entertainment as well, said Koppikar, 
adding that dancers try to communicate 
information to audiences as well 

"Dance today not only entertains, but 
also educates," said Koppikar "Through 
sign language, dancers tell stories about 
Indian cultures and traditions." 

Odissi artists, when dancing, are most 
noted for imitating sculptures. The 
sculptures they imitate are the 
mythological Hindu gods carved in Hindu 



In addition to the imitation of 
sculptures, Oddissi is characterized by 
hip movements, leg movement and 



footwork, according to J. Patanjali's 
article "Classical dances of India," in a 
recent issue of India News. 

Devi was one of the first dancers to 
introduce this unique type of sculpture 
imitation, leg and hip movements and 
footwork around the world. As a part of 
this renaissance which made Oddisi more 
well-known, Devi said she danced in 
Europe, the Soviet Union and the United 
States.. 

She began dancing 30 years ago in 
India. There she learned many other 
types of classical dance in addition to 
Odissi. She now teaches and performs 
Indian dance at New York University 

Her present tour, which will take her 
to Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Florida, 
features musicians from India. 

During her two hour program Devi will 
be performing five dances The 10 to 12 
minute dances will be rhythmic and 
narrative Her last number will be a half 
hour dance drama Between the dances, 
Devi will explain their themes and 
symbols. 

These explanations "are not only to help 
Americans (not familiar with Indian 
dance), but also to benefit the Indians who 
will be attending the program," Devi 
said 

Sunil Nath, who is in charge of bringing 
Devi to Tallahassee through the 
Association of Indians in America, said 
the reason Devi is coming here is because 
many local Indians have been interested 
in seeing a dance program with live 
music. 

Ritha Devi will perform at the 
Moore Auditorium, Oct. 21, 7:30 p.m.

It's Florida State's critical moment at the plate if you 
ask Coach Bobby Bowden. The Seminoles have faced an 
all star lineup all season, but now they must prepare 
themselves for one of the finest one two punches in colle«e 
football-Auburn and Miami 

"We've gone through the rest of the lineup and now we 
have to face Ruth and Gehrig," Bowden said." 

First up are the Tigers, who come to Tallahassee this 
Saturday for a 7:30 p m, contest at Campbell Stadium 
(telecast live on ESPN), It will be a likewise setting a week 
from Saturday when Miami comes to town 

Auburn, at 4-1 and ranked 10th in the Flambeau poll, 
is on the second leg of its own one two punch, facing 
Louisiana State last weekend-the Tigers won 10 6- and 
now it takes on FSU With a defense among the best in 
the nation, Auburn may have what it takes to stop the 
Seminoles powerful offense, but Tigers Coach Pat Dye

The Seminoles, 4-2 and ranked 13th in the 
Flambeau poll, are hinging nearly their entire season on 
the next two weeks With a pair of victories, they can 
expect to find themselves in a third straight major bowl 
Bowden's concern is not so much the team's play, which 
has been phenomenal in stringing together four straight 
wins, but whether or not it can stay healthy. 

"The thing that worries me the most right now is that 
we are beat to a pulp," Bowden said "We're going into 
the toughest stretch on our schedule and we are really 
banged up. On some of these guys, we've just got to keep 
our fingers crossed and hope they heal up in time." 

The latest of casualties for the Seminoles was Noaeguard 
Odell Haggins, who separated his Bhoulder in practice 
Tuesday Haggins is expected to play, but it may be a 
limited role Tailback Dexter Carter and Wide Receiver 
Ronald Lewis are also ailing from shoulder injuries and 
are questionable. The list goes on: Tight End Dave Roberts 
(sprained knee, doubtful): Offensive Tackle Nick 
Ekonomou (ankle, questionable). Safety John Wyche 
(ankle, questionable); Guard Hayward Haynes (knee, 
probable); and Place Kicker Richie Andrews (hip, 
probable). 

The coaches differ as to what will be the key to the game 
Bowden believes it will be decided on the line while Dye 
expects it to be the play of the special teams. 

However the game's decided, Bowden said his team must 
meet the challenge. 

"We're right back in the frying pan we've been talking 
about all year long," Bowden said.

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FSU's Zinkil won't be cut again

When Florida State volleyball player Vicki Zinkil was 
a freshmen at Michigan's Lakeshore High, she decided 
to try out for the school's volleyball team 

"I really wanted to play a sport and I didn't like 
basketball very much," Zinkil recalled. "Volleyball 
seemed like a good alternative." 

Though it may seem hard to believe now, the 6-foot- 1 
Zinkil was cut from the team because she was too short 
But at age 14, she stood only 5-foot-2. 

"1 didn't really start growing until my sophomore 
year," Zinkil said. 

She made the team the following year and starred 
during her last three seasons. As one of the tallest 
players on FSU's team, Zinkil's height has become a real 
asset. 

She leads the teams in block assists with 83, including 
17 blocking assists and 14 kills in the Seminoles' wins 
against against Purdue and Cincinnati last weekend 

What makes her statistics even more i 



underwent arthoscopic surgery less than two weeks ago. 
Most arthoscopic surgery patients take weeks, sometimes 
even months for recovery, but Zinkil was playing a little 
over a week later She attributes her quick recovery to 
a strong desire to play. 

"I had a week off, but sitting there watching everyone 
play was hard, because I really wanted to be out there 
playing." she said. 

Another factor in Zinkil's decision get back on the 
courts waa the fact that FSU was travelling to the 
Midwest that week, and she wanted her family to see her. 

"I knew my family was going to be coming to the 
Purdue and Cincinnati games, so I wanted to play," she 
said. 

The gamble paid off— her 17 blocking assists were a 
team high for that series 

Zinkil's ability will be put to the teat this weekend 
when the Lady Seminoles host three games in two days. 
South Alabama comes to Tully Gym today at 3 p.m., 
followed by South Florida at 7 p.m. and Alabama 
Saturday at 1 1 a.m.

"We must be at our best," Riley said. "They're 
definitely going to be ready to play They lost a close one 
to Bethune last week and a win would put them right 
back on track Everybody wants to get back on track 
against FAMU." 

In order to do that, the Bulldogs will have to rely on 
the arm of Quarterback Otis Salley. Salley has thrown 
four touchdown passes thus far and has amassed 759 
yards passing He ia also the third leading rusher on the 
team with 244 yards 

When Salley isn't throwing, he will be handing off to 



Tailback Antonio Mackey who has averaged 5.1 yards 
per carry so far this season. 

Defensively, Riley expect* the Bulldogs to use different 
blitzing schemes, but he said the Rattlers should be able 
to make the adjustment.

Planned animal research facility draws criticism

Florida State University will begin construction on 
research facilities in March, 1990, but some 
questioning whether FSU deserves the new provisions. 

Advocates of the $40 million plan, referred to as the Life 
Sciences Complex, say it is the most coat -effective way to 
ensure that past violations of federal laws regarding the 
housing of laboratory animals won't occur again. 

"It is of great importance to eliminate any and all 
National Institute of Health and United States 
Department of Agriculture violations regarding housing 
of laboratory animals A previous study determined that 
correction of these violations would, in all probability 
exceed the cost of new Psychology Animal 
Facilities," reads FSU's M 
and Frnnczak Architects 

But critics say that judging by FSU's past record, the 
new facility is not the solution. 

"Say you borrowed Dad's beat up old Rambler and 
smacked it up because you were drunk driving and not 
being responsible Would the response of your father 
be to go out and buy you a Ferrari?" said Marc Paulhus, 
director of the Southeast ~ 
Society of the U S 

Paulhus said the improvements 
and care, not an elaborate facility

of Information Act request, reflected several violations 
that FSU has been cited for over the past two years: 
• Storage areas were too crammed, making it impossible 



to properly check for pests or outdated food bags. 

• Several mice and a sick cat were found housed in the 
surgery room, where sterilization is said to be essential 

• IDs and records showed discrepancies and 

inaccuracies. 

• Animal descriptions and where animals are obtained 
from were vague and improperly recorded 

•Surgical instrument* were found in their solution pan 
supposedly ready for use, yet the pan was caked with 
substantial organic debris. 

"They (USD A) have told us that we have had serious 
deficiencies We have corrected those deficiencies," said 
Robert Johnson, vice president of research and graduate 
Studies. 

"How can (FSU i properly 
utilize a $50 million 
facility when they can't 
properly utilize what 
they've got," Paulhus i 



The Life Sciences Complex is scheduled to be built on 
the west side of campus and will be constructed in three 
phases, beginning with the Lab Animal Resources/Biology 
component FSU has already been granted $6.8 million 
for the First phase from the Public Education Capital 
Outlay (PECO) funds and has requested another $2 6 
million. 

According to Mark Bertolami, FSU's campus planner, 
the new facilities are necessary because animals and 
research provisions are currently spread but between a 
number of buildings including the Psychology, Johnston,

Rap song grabs 
police attention, 
stirs controversy

Last April, violence erupted on Basil 
Tallahassee police tried to make a drug arrest. 

A volatile crowd of 70-100 young black residents 
gathered to protest the arrests outside the Griffin 
Heights apartments. Names were called, bottles were 
thrown and a police car windshield was shattered 

In the ensuing attempts to disperse the crowd, a 
13 year^ild girl was arrested for obstructing an officer 
and inciting an affray 

Playing in the background, permeating the tense 
scene, was "F — the Police," a controversial song by the 
rap group NWA (an acronym for Niggers with Attitude) 

For many, the song has become an anthem But for 
others-in Washington, DC and locaily-"F- the 
Police" and NWA's double platinum album Straight 

controversial lyrics 
According to an article in the Oct. 5 issue of Village 



Voice, Milt Ahlerich, an assistant director with the FBI, 
sent a letter in August to NWA's record company, 
Priority Records, denouncing the song and saying it 
advocated violence and disrespect for law enforcement 
officers 

Ahlerich is not alone in his opinion of the negative 
effects of NWA's music 

Rufus Lang, an investigator with TPD's vice squad, 
said his first encounter with NWA's song came during 
a routine patrol through Griffin Heights 

"I was trying to talk to a 12 year old male that was 
hanging around suspected drug dealers," Lang said "He 
was playing this song and as I talked to him, he turned 
up the volume and started singing the words in my face " 

Lang said the song teaches juveniles to disrespect 
police. 

"That song really gives them the motivation to where 
they don't have to respect the police at all and they 
don't," he said

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Sgt Tom Maureau, supervisor of TPD's crack squad, 
said recording artists have the right to record any 
material they desire. But he added that performers 
should take into account their young audience. 

"I would hope that professional musicians would be 
conscious of the fact that they have a very impressionable 
young crowd that could take their lyrics literally," he 



But is NWA's literal message one of violence? In the 
Village Voice article, NWA rapper Ice Cube called the 
song "a revenge fantasy." Others, who aren't police 
officers, also hear a different message 

Jerome Stern, a Florida State University professor and 
ed«tor of the Journal of Popular Culture, said NWA's 
message is more a reflection of anger in the black 
community than advocacy of violence against law 
enforcement officials. 

It's talking about how angry the black community 
feels about its present pain, all the pain it's suffering," 
Stern said "The message it sends to the rest of society 
is how much hurt and confusion there is in the black 
community." 

Stern said he does not see much difference in the 
rebellious nature of NWA's material and the "kill the 
pigs" slogan popularized in the 1960s 

FSU student Carolyn Reaves, a social science major, 
said only people who do not listen closely to the lyrics 
of "F- The Police" will conclude that the song advocates 
violence and disrespect toward the police. 

"It's talking about police violence against citizens. It's 
about the violence police commit," Reaves said. 

According to Reaves, the song is only reflecting the 
feeling of black youth toward police She said or 



behind the song and its popularity is general police 
harassment of black young people. 

"(The police) assume that because they're young and 
black and dress a certain way that they are a hood," 
Reaves said. "Police assume if you're dressed with lots 
of jewelry or have nice things that you sold drugs or 
somehow got them illegally." 

Ahli Moore, 18, a communications major at FSU, 
agrees. 

"If police see a young black teenage male with a lot 
of gold around his neck and driving a Mercedes Benz, 
they're going to harass him whether they have probable 
cause or not," Moore said. 

TPD's Maureau said people may feel police are unfairly 
targeting blacks, but law enforcement officers are only 
doing their job. 

"If you're dressed (a certain) way and driving a nice 
car, the police cannot stop you for that reason only. They 
have to have a reasonable suspicion to stop you," 
Maureau said. 

Stern said concern over the lyrics of some current rap 
groups like NWA and Public Enemy is based on class 
fear 

"There's always been a strain of an expression of 
violence in popular music," Stern said, citing the Rolling 
Stones' "Street Fighting Man" as an example of a 
rebellious song in white society. NWA is only following 
the same tradition, he said. 

Stern said he sees the whole controversy over NWA 
and its songs as another attempt to make pop culture 
the scapegoat for deeper cultural and economic problems 

"They said that comic books caused juvenile 
delinquency ," he said "My point is whenever there's 
a social problem and the social problem gets es| 
in pop culture, some people want to blame pop i

According to Jerry Fresia, the American 
Revolution was no revolution at all, 

"It was a war for independence- 
independence for the ruling powers to 
exercise their control over the populace," 
said Fresia, a former political science 
professor who chose to abandon the 
university system to pursue his activist 
inclinations. 

"The constitution is an anti-democratic 
document, allowing the founding fathers to 
take charge of the economy," he said. "If 
the people realize their power, they would 
threaten (their leaders). . ." 

Fresia, whose work has been required 
reading in some FSU courses, said 
universities have been merged with the 
corporate community too long. In a speech 
tonight at FSU, he will deal with the need 
to question such practices. 

The San Francisco artist and writer 
envisions the "university as lab"— an 
experimental ground for gtudents to 
implement the principles and beliefs they 
feel strongly about. 

'Too many students talk about the term 



paper they wrote once on repression, or the 
feminist they met on campus, and this 
satisfies their need for immersion (in 
activism)," he said. "Grassroots action is 
essential, and students must learn to 
engage in this dialectic through the 
processes of thinking, organizing and 
activating, ideally on their own campus." 

Fresia said courses on social activism 
should be offered within the regular 
university curriculum and he suggests that 
administrators implement courses that 
offer an alternative to the usual Western 
perspective presented in most classes 

"Only through contrast to an opposing 
cultural perspective can you truly even 
know your own," he said, "and there 
are fundamental problems with viewing 
other cultures through the telescope of only 
one perspective." 

Fresia speaks of the ideal university— 
what he refers to as the democratization of 
the university —where student 
governments would provide real models for 
future action in society. His vision is that 
they could "engage in dialogue with the 
college board of directors with the 
of implementing change. 



rather than serving as essential 
subordinates to the legislative boarda." 

He wonders, in fact, why members of the 
corporate community should sit on such 
boards at all, influencing the academic 
process. His academia involves a university 
system overseen exclusively by educators 
and responsive to the student constituents 
they serve.

"That seemed to me to be a pretty outrageous example 
of mistreatment," Paulhus said. "The animal was 
supposed to be euthanized immediately following the 
conclusion of the experiment But someone negligently 
left it languishing in its cage." 

Paulhus said FSU has had repeated violations of this 
nature and that the new facilities were an extravagance 
that FSU is not deserving of due to this sort of record 

In November of 1988, FSU was cited by the USDA for 
taking cats to Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical 



Center for use in practicing intubation procedures, where 
a tube is inserted down the windpipe for ventilation 
purposes. The cats were induced with Ketamine to sedate 
them, which according to Paulhus, who has had six years 
experience in pharmacology, is catagorized as a 
disassociate 

"It is not an anesthetic It does not relieve pain. It 
incapacitates," Paulhus said 

Johnson was not informed of the report on either 
citations and did not have a comment 

Johnson did explain, however, that FSU's Animal Use 
Care Committee, made up of scientists and nonscientists, 
conducts quarterly and unannounced inspections on their 
facilities and documents the findings to maintain 
standards. 

"We are concerned about the care and feeding of our 
animals and we have been for years and we're not out here 
just doing butchering research like Mr 
we are," Johnson said

We have not been in any 
noncompliance," said Johnson, who did 
not specify the deficiencies 

Though further details of the 
investigation are not known, Salus said 
that if FSU does not correct its failings 
within a reasonable time period, the office 
of the USDA will file a compliance case 
against the institution and bring it before 
an Administrative Law Judge, who will 
then decide any penalties*

"We tried to throw the ball a little bit and we threw 
interceptions," Bowden said "I felt like that was the only 
way to get us beat " 

But the big story was the Seminoles' defense FSU 
continued its tradition of ravaging quarterbacks with six 
sacks for a loss of 57 yards, bringing the sack count 
to 24 in the last three games Defensive end Eric Hayes 
could usually be found in the Auburn backfield, picking 
up three and a half sacks.

Rape victim ordered to appear

The victim in the Pi Kappa Alpha 
alleged rape case has one more 
chance to come forward and answer 
questions from defense attorneys. 

Judge Kevin Davey ruled Monday 
that if she doesn't show up for a pre 
trial deposition within the next two 
weeks, he will hold her m contempt 
of court. 

Davey dismissed two motions by 
the victim's own attorney, and 
agreed to "referee" the deposition 
when it is taken. 

"There's a lot of games being 
played here," Davey said. "And 
that's not helping her, or this case 
. .We need to balance constitutiona I 
rights, and we have to be sure to 
balance it on the side of the 
defendants having a fair trial If she 
does not appear for the deposition, 1 
will hold her in contempt of court." 

Two Pi Kappa Alpha fraternity 
members were indicted last year in 
connection with the alleged rape of 
a then Florida State University

student inside the Pike house on

But the trial of Daniel Oltarsh and 
Byron Stewart has been pushed back 
five times, partly because defense 
attorneys say they cannot go to trial 
without questioning the victim about 
what happened. 

She was found by police in an 
unconcious state and medical tests 
showed she had 0 349 blood alcohol 
level, more than two times the 
amount needed to arrest a person for 
drunk driving 

Monday's hearing was to allow the 
victim to show why she should not be 
held in contempt of court for failing 



to come to a deposition scheduled for 
Sept 14 

Her attorney, Dean LeBoeuf, filed 
motions to waive the deposition 
altogether, and also to limit the scope 
of the deposition if it was taken. 

LeBoeuf said the victim would not 
come to Tallahassee from her 
residence in Texas voluntarily 
without knowing what would happen 
once she got here. 

LeBoeuf said he did want the 
victim to talk about things that could 
violate Florida's rape shield law 
Under Florida law details of a 
victim's sexual history are 
inadmissable in court unless a clear 
pattern of behavior can be 
established 

"If she is going to be here, she's 
entitled to know what she's facing," 
LeBoeuf said "We can't have an 
open deposition, and ignore the rape 
shield law We should confine it to 
what happenened that night Due 
to what she has gone through, she is 
still in psychological therapy Her

Black students 
face problems 
in white schools

Black students are made to feel special when recruited 
by white universities, but once they get there, the support 
they need to last through four years of college suddenly 
disappears, said Florida A&M University Vice President 
of Student Affairs Richard Flamer. 

"If (black students! want to go to a non black school, 
they're treated royally during recruitment.'' Flamer said 
But when they get to school the name suddenly become- 
a number, and it's difficult in the classroom ." 

Flamer's statements came in response to a poll recent K 
released by the Council for Advancement and Support of 
Education in Washington, DC which determined that the 
American public is divided over whether a person's raj I 
makes it harder to pursue and obtain a college degree 

Flamer said he thought minorities have a harder time 
obtaining a degree than whites and pointed nut that black 
students on predominantly white campuses often have more 
difficulty when looking to faculty for role models. 

Unlike most predominantly black universities, he said, 
many of the black faculty forget their roots and are 
indifferent toward the black student 

"Often you have too little dedicated black faculty who 
have forgotten wherefrom they came." Flamer said 

Robert I.athrop. dean of education at Florida Bt*tC 
University, said that although he believes minorities in 
many ways have more access to universities than whites, 
they often come from an environment that isn't conducive 
to the pursuit of a higher education 

"(Minorities! often come out of backgrounds (where I they 
have less encouragement and more difficulty in acclimat ing 
to a college environment," Lathrop said "(It'sibeen elusive 
for universities to try to attract minority students and then 
make sure they're successful " 

According to the Education Council's spokesperson Brett 
Chambers, the poll was conducted as part of National 
Higher Education Week, Oct 8 14, by the Gallup 
organization A total of 1,253 adult* were polled for the 
survey 

Chambers said the respondents suggested a number of 
ways to make universities more accessible to minorit ie- 

"Responses to the poll show there are many ways to go 
about (making universities more accessiblei," Chambers 
said "They were all listed high especially by the non 
whites-they deal with it on a regular basis " 

Chambers said the pol' "hows the two possibility- 
Americans suggest most in making universities more 
accessible to minorities First, working more closely with 
parents, community and church groups, and second, 
developing programs with eli 
schools

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Speaker says laws protect elite

The United States Con 
stitution exists mainly to 
secure the rights of a 
wealthy and powerful 
elite, not the disenfran 
chised majority, according 
to Jerry Fresia. 

Fresia, formerly a 
political science professor, 
said he abandoned 
academia because the 
university has failed to 
teach students to think 
critically-to challenge the 
power structure established by the 
Constitution. 

"The essence of the Constitution for me is that the 
framers had feared democracy and they had i 
for the common people," he told the approximately 
people who gathered at Florida State University's 1 
Auditorium to hear his lecture Monday night. 

"Whenever the elites feel the heat of an underclass 
they feel agitated," he said. "And yet, we're expected 
to maintain our position as an object (not capable of self 
determination)." 

Less than one quarter of the eligible electorate— during 
a period when a significant portion of the population was 
not considered eligible-had anything to do with the 
adoption of the Constitution, Fresia explained 

In view of that, it is difficult to maintain that the 
Constitution was meant to guarantee the rights of all, 
he said. 

"The Constitution is a pillow to private power," Fresia 
said. "(The founding fathers) were very <

the issue of property They were very clever about this. 
They staled very clearly that all men possess the right 
of 'acquiring, possessing and protecting property." 

According to Fresia, the framers of the Constitution 
ensured that the American Revolution would not be a 
true revolution, with an equal distribution of wealth, but 
merely a war to obtain independence from Great Britain 
Indeed, he said, the leading "revolutionaries" were quick 
to squelch domestic rebellions in which the poor 
struggled to obtain a measure of freedom for themselves. 

An ideal education would prepare students to challenge 
accepted notions and structures and provide them with 
the tools to create a new mold, he said, but higher 
education doesn't always live up to its promise. 

In the absence of critical thought, students no longer 
conform their actions to what they believe, Fresia said 
Instead, they adapt their beliefs to justify the actions 

"We tend to identify with that with which we are 
implicated," he argued "That happens all of the time 
and it is dangerous It's kind of like dying."

Secretary of State Jim Smith unveiled his election reform 
proposals for 1990 and came up with some good ideas for helping 
raise voter turnout. 

But they weren't quite good enough. 

Smith proposes setting a public campaign financing trust fund, 
having spring primaries, have jury rolls be taken from driver's 
licenses lists and putting limits on how much money political 
parties can spend during campaigns. 

Of course it is highly unlikely that many of his proposals will 
fly— since most of them challenge the way the parties like to buy 
votes for elections. 

Setting up public financing and stopping parties from creating 
loopholes around campaign financing laws have long been needed 

But Smith has made some erroneous conclusions about changing 
the primary system. He supports a spring primary, in a blanket 
fashion like Louisiana, where the person with the majority of votes 
in the election wins. If no one has a majority, then the top two 
contenders, regardless of party affilation, run in the general 
election. 

He cites Louisiana's 70-percent turnout for gubernatorial contests 
as a reason to go to this system. But that turnout probably has 
lew to do with the time of season and format than to the fact it 
is held on Saturday. 

A spring primary is not a bad idea. But a far better idea is having 
primaries on a day like Saturday when most people aren't rushing 
to and from work. 

Elimination of a second primary, or runoff, is also something that 
needs to be thought out. There certainly should be enough of a time 
frame between primaries that supervisors of elections have time 
to mail overseas absentee ballots. 

But the thinking behind a runoff is so that whoever represents 
each party is a clear winner. Under Louisiana's system, where a 
full field from both parties runs in the first primary, it is possible 
to elect someone who does not have more than 50 percent of the 
electorate's support 

That could lead to serious repercussions with fringe elements 
binding together to elect candidates who would not get elected in 
a two candidate field. That defeats the purpose of democracy. 

Yes, it's clear it ib time for election reform in Florida. But every 
step should be taken carefully with a full realization of the 
implications they bring.

Sexual misconduct 

Timothy Ryan Fulghum, 24, a former 
Leon County Jail corrections officer, was 
terminated from his job Oct. 7 for having 
sexual contact with two female inmates 
The inmates involved consented to the 
sexual activity, which consisted of 
fondling, according to Leon County 
Sheriffs Office spokesperson Dick 
Simpson. 

"On Oct. 6, we got tipped that 
(Fulghum) had had sexual contact with 
two female inmates," Simpson said. "On 
Oct. 7 he was fired for displaying conduct 
unbecoming a correctional officer " 

Leon County Sheriff Eddie Boone said 
Fulghum's behavior was brought to the 
attention of jail officials when another 
officer overheard inmates discussing 
Fulghum's actions. No complaints were 
filed by inmates against Fulghum 

This is the first time that an officer has 
been terminated from the jail for an 



incident of this nature, Boone said. 

In addition to the departmental firing, 
officials at the jail originally intended to 
bring criminal charges against Fulghum, 
Simpson said, but after reviewing the 
Florida statutes with several assistant 
state attorneys it was discovered there 
wasn't a law on the books that applied to 
this type of situation. 

"We took the information we had 
gathered and took it to the state 
attorney's office . and went through the 
books but couldn't find anything (that 
applied to Fulghum's actions)," Simpson 
said. 

Boone said he plans to work with the 
legislative committee of the Florida 
Sheriffs Association to lobby the Florida 
Legislature to pass a law dealing with 
such incidents 

"I believe that in a correctional facility 
that an officer that involves himself in 
this type of situation, even though it is 
consensual, should be able to be charged 
criminally.'' he said

deposition. 

"She's not here, and (LeBoeufl's not a 
witness, and I can't cross examine him, 
and 1 don't know how or what 
psychologial damage she's gone through," 
Bajoczky said "If we can't ask this lady 
questions, we don't know if the rape 
shield applies Let's get her here like any 
ordinary witness and get this thing 
going." 

Davey denied both of LeBoeufs 
motions, saying he would set a date for a 
deposition to be taken where he would 
preside over the proceedings If there were 
any objections to questions, attorneys for 
the victim could make them before him 

During the course of Monday's hearing. 



there was an argument between LeBoeuf 
and Bajoczky as to whether the victim had 
been served and asked to appear in court 
on Monday. 

LeBoeuf said the defense had two people 
pose as new neighbors of the victim who 
were asking if she wanted to go out 
"drinking and partying " But last Friday 
the two said they had something for her, 
which turned out to be a subponena, 
which LeBoeuf said he was not sure was 
properly served 

But Bajoczky assured the court that she 
had been properly served. He also argued 
as to whether the victim was trying to 
elude being subponenaed 

"It's taken quite a while for us to find 
her," Bajoczky said. "Her lawyer would 
not give me her phone number He's 
trying to do what he can to obstruct this 
court She refuses to come here, her 
parents say they don't know where she is, 
and (LeBoeuf) is giving me a rope a dope 
bit. She sure has made every effort to 
hide or secret herself "

feel to 800 feet in radius from the point 
where Cox was last seen. Ortega said. 

Cox left her pack and gear behind and 
only took with her a carbide lamp that 
had enough fuel to last one hour. The 
biggest danger for Cox was hypothermia, 
with the temperature in the cave at a 



Cox apparently was properly clothed, 
wearing long underwear and coveralls, he 
said It would be dangerous for her to 
move in any direction in the darkened 
cave because she would not be able to see 
any dropoffs, some of which are 50 feet 
long, Ortega said 

About 50 people took part in the search 
Sunday, and another 25 were added to 
search units Monday, officials said. 

Wind Cave is one of the largest caves 
in the nation, running for several miles

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Sculptor found 
his voice in steel

In 1979, after almost 15 years of studying and teaching 
painting and drawing, Martin Payton started thinking 
about giving it all up. Aiming to work in the shipyards 
of New Orleans, he enrolled in an industrial welding 
course But karma conspired to keep the artist an artist. 
The oil crisis hit. New Orleans suffered economic disaster 
and steel workers were unemployed left and right But 
Payton had discovered he could manipulate steel; he had 
found a material appropriate to the voice that had been 
moving him away from two dimensional art 

"1 could not express the things I needed to say with 
paint I needed to work with actual space and actual 
forms, not illusions of space and forms," Payton 
explained 

Yet trained as a painter, he continued working on 
canvas. "Toward the end the paintings got stretched into 
three dimensions I began building real eccentric 
stretchers so that the pictures looked like canoes or boars, 
strange forms." 

That continued until the day he built a stretcher so 
exotic he realized it would be foolish to paint it. 

"I would literally have been painting a piece of 
sculpture," he said Fortunately, the welding class came 
along just in the nick of time and the metamorphosis of 
painter to sculptor began. 

Since then Payton has had an ongoing romance with 
steel, particularly I beams, which he uses in many of his 
large, imposing sculptures He first discovered the beams 
in New Orleans during a trip to the steel yard with fellow 
professor John Scott He explained his attraction to the 
material. "What the beams did in space was so 
aggressive and so positive It was like being able to make 
a drawing in the air with giant charcoal." 

Currently an Assistant Professor of Art at FAMU. 
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Martin Payton and "Monk" 

Payton studied first at Xavier then at Otis/Parsons in 
Los Angeles He was drawn to Otis to study under the 
artist Charles White. 

"White was a leading exponent of using black imagery 
and art as an arm of the socialization process," Payton 
said Those years helped to solidify Peyton's 
influences: traditional African art, his own 
history and roots in New Orleans, and jazz 

As a sculptor, Payton views himself as a medium 
between ideas rooted in those influences and the 
materials he chooses "I enjoy the surprise," he 
explained, "having an idea, bringing it to the material 
and watching the idea transform as the three points come 
together— myself, the idea and the material." 

He calls this process improvisation, drawing on the

influence of his home town's culture and 
his love and respect for the music and jazz 
artists New Orleans spawned. 

"I hope it's about improvisation," 
Payton said. "That's what I'm trying to 
do. My heroes are people who 
improvised." 

Payton is challenged by the struggle of 
improvising with a ten foot long, two 
hundred-pound I beam. As he said, "I like 
the struggle I really have to wrestle with 
this material, and I need that physical 
thing." 

According to Payton, the material has 
its part in the wrestling match as well. "I 
have an idea and I walk into this material 
with it and the material says, wait a 
minute sucker, I've got something to say 
about this too," he explained, "so, it's kind 
of do a dance and make a compromise 

"I don't get to dominate, I only 
introduce the materia] to the idea." 
Laughing, he added, "If I stay out of the 
way as much as possible, something good 
will happen." 

Just as jazz artists drew on African 
musical tradition in making their music, 
Payton draws on traditional African art 
in making his sculpture 

"That's what I'm trying to do and 1 
think that's what all those guys 
did John Coltrane. Charlie Parker, 
Thelonius Monk," Payton said 

African imagery is evident in his use of 
traditional shapes and forms and animal 
figures Referring to the turtle and cat 
like figures in his sculpture "Savoy", 
recently on exhibit at the 621 Gallery! 
Payton said, "I can use those cues, take 
those images, and make them mean 
something in my context." "Savoy," 
unlike many of Payton's sculptures, 
remains unpainted, the dark grey steel 
color adding to the work s solemnity. 



He paints the sculptures primarily for 
protection against rust but he feels his 
choice of colors is purely subjective, 
Another piece included in the 621 show 
was "Memphis". This striking work is 
painted a vibrant orange, which Payton 
calls a "healing color". Titled for the 
ruined capital of ancient Egypt, 
"Memphis" is focused on a central 
horizontal moving piece which is based on 
the Ankh, or Egyptian symbol of life 

Payton explained that although his 
choice of color can certainly influence the 
feeling, tone or mood of his sculptures, 
"What makes or breaks a piece is its 
design; what it does in space." Payton's 
sculptures dominate The inclusion of 
African imagery and Payton's use of 
improvisation, the specific historical 
references; his fusing of the traditional 
and the abstract, his choice of material 
and his lean, spartan sense of design, 
combine to command the attention of the 
viewer. 

Regarding his own work, and art in 
general, Payton feels it is important for 
the viewer to understand the perspective 
of the artist 

"You can't just walk into the art cold 
and say, I understand it. You can't begin 
to understand it until you've made contact 
with the person responsible for it," Payton 
said. "What people take away from my 
work has everything to do with what they 
bring to it." 

Now that Payton's muse has found its 
material he continues to expand He tells 
his students, "We spell sculpture W O 
R.K. The sculptures themselves are only 
the residue, what's left from that working, 
growing process." 

Perhaps he should add that sculpting is 
a lot more rewarding than working in a 
shipyard, both to the artist and to those 
of us who have the opportunity to 
understand more about and enjoy his

A lotto work goes into one-minute broadcast

Just about everyone has seen the live 
Lotto drawing on TV But the anatomy of 
that one minute broadcast is something 
few know anything about, although many 
have their opinions. 

"You hear people say all the time Oh, 
that thing's fixed' or 'You know that all 
those shows are pre taped, " said WFSU 
TV's Floor Director Heather Fitzhenry 
"They're convinced that we re trying to 
trick them ." 

Lottery security officals and WFSU 
personel who broadcast the drawing are 
baffled at that notion, considering the work 
they do to make sure the lottery is 
legitimate. 

"Oh, we've been accused of videotaping 
the show ahead of time, we've been accused 
of manipulating the balls,'' said one lottery 
spokesperson. "The fact of the matter is 
that although we're the youngest state 



lottery, we have other states coming to us 
to find out how we do our security. I don't 
see how these people believe the things 
they (accuse us of)." 

Accusations really fly if something goes 
wrong with the live broadcast, Fitzhenry 
said She related several instances when 
technical problems with the station's audio 
and video equipment and graphics 
computer (CHYRON) brought the wrath of 
suspicious Lotto players upon them. 

"We've had sound go out with no picture, 
we've had picture go out with no sound, 
we've had CHYRON put up the wrong 
numbers," Fitzhenry said. "People really 
go nuts when that happens " 

WFSU's Associate Coordination 
Producer Lester Dumas said the occasional 
mistakes should stand as proof that the 
drawing is on the level. 

"You would think things like that would 
lend credibility to it," he said. 

Dumas explained that other state 



lotteries haven't been immune from 
tampering. 

"There have been cases in Pennsylvania 
or Illinois where employees were injecting 
helium into the balls they wanted to come 
up, or injecting water into balls that they 
didn't want to come up," Dumas said. "To 
the best of our knowledge, those 
individuals are still incarcerated." 

Dumas said that WFSU does what it can 



to alleviate the fear that the 
pre taped. 

"I know that on one 
particularly we went through a lot of 
trouble to catch the balls as they are 
falling," Dumas said, "People still say we 
cut to a videotape I don't know what more 
we can do."

Chancellor wants regents 
to review athletics rules

In the wake of recent controversy 
within the University of Florida 
athletic department, the Florida Board 
of Regents may decide that stricter 
control over athletic departments and 
student athletes is needed 

State University System Chancellor 
Charles Reed has publicly stated his 
desire for policy changes regarding 
athletics several times, and has made 
suggestions that will likely be 
dtscusaed at the regents' Nov 3 
meeting in Miami 

Reed, who oversees policy making for 
Florida's nine state universities, has 
recommended abolishing spring 
football and fall baseball practice, 
cutting two months off the basketball 
schedule, doing away with separate 
athletic dorms and eliminating 
freshman eligibility for all athletes 

Regent Joan Ruffier said that 
although no discussion of athletic 
policies is on the official agenda for the 
BOR meeting, "It is very likely that 
the BOR would approve changes that 
would affect all 
universities " 

UF has been stung in

two assistant coaches, four football

In a deliberate tone and halting often to allow the 
audience absorb the visual aspect of the lecture, Mattison 
detailed the problems journalists face as they attempt 
to offer a truthful representation of the world through 
current media channels 

"Make no mistake about it. mass media is a I 
Mattiaon said. "It is also a means of 
sometimes even entertainment " 

Mattison said that although there is no overt media 
conspiracy to hide the truth, many decisions about what 
will be shown to the public are based on what will sell. 

The photojournalist also suggested that another 
problem is an ever-decreasing number of news sources 
"There were 2,000 media organizations in the pre*60s 
era. Today there are less than 20 By the turn of the 
century, that number is expected to be less than 10 " he 
said "What do we do when less than 10 organizations 
determine what we know 7 " 

Mattison spoke at length about his work in South 
America He told of the horror of photographing death 
squads, and the surprise he felt when he discovered that 
some of the wisest people he met had never owned a pair 
of shoes or watched TV And he recounted the anger he 
felt when he saw the pictures he submitted to Time

declared foul. 

"That one," Fitzhenry said, 
grimmacing. "I was production assistant 
that night and I had to call all the stations 
that air Lotto and tell them what the 
numbers were. It took forever, because 
you have to confirm who you're talking 
to, tell them who you are, read the 
numbers and have them read the 
numbers back to you." 

Fitzhenry was surprised at how 
incorrect the reports on that broadcast 
were 

"We had newspapers saying we went to 
black-that never happened The Miami 
Herald said that the ball not falling was 
the work of the devil Some papers said 
we held another drawing a half hour 
later— that's not true, " Fitzhenry said 
"People don't realize that you have that 
one minute of sattelite time and that's it." 

A typical Saturday night drawing 
begins at around 9:30 p.m., when lottery 
security and a certified public accountant 
arrive at WFSU's Studio B, go behind 
locked doors and select two lottery 
machines and one set of balls at random 
The machines are tested to make sure 
they are operating correctly and the balls 
are individually weighed and measured 
to ensure they fall within regulated 
specifications Several pre -tests are done 
to determine if the balls are drawn in a 
random manner. 

The WFSU production crew, which i.s 
under the same restrictions as lottery 
employees and cannot play any of the 
state's lottery games, arrives at the 
I 10 p.m. and begins to set up for 



the broadcast 

At 10:15 p.m., three rehearsals are 
conducted to ensure that the show runs 
smoothly. As the draw manager for the 
evening loads the balls back into the 
machine, he wears a clean white glove so 
that skin oils do not build up them. 

At 10:30 p.m , lottery officals call to say 
that the game is closed (ticket sales are 
ended for the night), and that the drawing 
may continue. The WFSU production 
crew fixes any problems found during the 
rehearsals. 

At 11 p.m, the live drawing is 
conducted One and a-half hours of 
preparation culminate in a one minute 
broadcast 

Immediately after the broadcast, two 
post tests are conducted to determine that 
the balls still come up in a random 
manner The production crew, 
drawperson, certified public accountant 
and lottery security wait until the balls 
pass the post teste, then prepare to leave 

To date, a set of balls has never failed 
a post test But if they did, lottery 
spokespersons say, the balls would be 
sealed and sent to lottery headquarters for 
inspection. 

Lottery security and the certified public 
accountant would then meet to decide 
whether the drawing should be called foul 
or not It is unknown what the 
would be, but it would probably be I 
on the results of the post tests. 

After the post tests, the machines and 
halls are locked up and, according to draw 
manager John Fraser, "A load of 
paperwork is done." 

To some people, however, no amount of 
work is enough 

"I don't know if it's real or not," Florida 
State University junior Richard So I a re z 
said.

"The 1988 Legislature appropriated 
$327 million in lottery funds for fiscal 
year 88 '89," Garrett said "Due to the 
great success of the lottery, the amount 
actually received was far greater than 
was expected " 

Since the excess money had not been 
appropriated by the Legislature, Garrett 
explained, it could not be used 

This year the Legislature appropriated 
the excess rnoney-$422 5 million-to be 
used with the money received from the 
lottery this fiscal year, accounting for the 
one time jump in funds 

Government revenue estimators now 
have a better idea of the income the voung 
lottery will produce in the future, so this 
type of windfall is not likely to happen 
again 

"The (revenue estimators) were doing 
the best forecasting job they could with 
a short track record," Garrett said 

Florida Lottery Chief Information 
Officer Ed George explained how money 
received by the lottery is distributed 

By law, a minimum 50 percent of all 



goes to lottery winners, not less than 37 5 
percent to education, 7 5 percent to the 
lottery itself to pay for salaries, utilities, 
tickets, ticket distribution and the lottery 
computer system and 5 percent to ticket 
retailers, who earn $05 for every SI 

George made it clear that the 37 5

"Actually all profits from the lottery go 
to education," (George said "But the law 
guaranties that it will never be less than 
37 5 percent of the total amount taken

That amount is up from 35 percent since 
July 1 of this year Florida's per capita 
spending on the lottery reached $147 in 
the fiscal year that ended Jun 30 

Education Department Press Secretary 
Renee Watters said the department is 
happy for the added income boost, but it 
understands the unique, one time nature 
of the money 

We're being cautious," Watters said. 
" The money we receive next year is not 
expected to be as high as it is this year " 
Economics professor and Florida State 
University President Bernard Sliger fi*«'ls 
that the lottery money has had a positive 
effect for FSU 

"We've definitely got some money from 
it." Sliger said "The thing you have to 
be careful of, and the thing that's 
happened in other states, is that lottery- 
money has become a substitute for other 
money I think they've been pretty 
specific about what that (lottery) money 
is to be used for."

He wants to spend 157 million in money 
from the state utility tax for the "classrooms" The ISO million for sky boxes and other football related 
items would be paid for with contributions from boosters, plus student fees and other football revenue 

Of course, if the boosters do not come up with enough money, Mr \fetheretl is certain to dig 
deeper into your wallet Why does Mr Vfetherell want to build this thing? Because as a boy he was 
a star receiver for the FSU Seminoles Some men never outgrow their games

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Libertarians want ballot law changes

partisan office in the state of Florida, they would have 
to collect 181,420 signatures on a petition before their 
candidate's name could even appear on the ballot

party must obtain signatures on a petition from at least 
3 percent of the registered voters in the state before 
getting on the ballot There were 6,047,347 registered 
voters in the state of Florida in 1988 

Paula Zimmer, state chair of the Libertarian Party of 
Florida, doesn't think that's fair. 

"We would like to see the law changed," said Zimmer,

"One of the students requested the opportunity to let 
her speak on minority access on the ballot and I agreed 
because election laws are part of the course," Nichols 
explained. "We have had a number of other people that 
have talked to the class."

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Hollywood attracts a strange mix

Twenty four hours a day, seven days a week, four 
weeks a month, 12 months a year there is life on 
Hollywood Boulevard. Through the dozen or so blocks, 
between Argyle and La Brea Streets, that form its core, 
an alluviation of humanity, from the bland to the 
grotesque, roams the Boulevard, looking for what they 
know they can't find anywhere else. For everything that 
makes up America, that constitutes its appeal and 
promise, can be found, in its lowest, brashest form, along 
this street. 

Junk food, cheap appliances, jewelry, pornography, 
grind house movie theaters, clothes not meant to outlast 
their season of fashion-these are the lifeblood of 
Hollywood Boulevard. Music blaring from tinny 
speakers, the rush and clash of traffic, the murmurs of 
a thousand faceless souls and the bracing wrath of police 
sirens drape the street in a jagged rhythm. It's flashy 
and propulsive and sometimes violent; no one would 
come here for introspection 

Years of fast living have taken their toll on the 
Boulevard's face Its shops and sidewalks are pocked with 
grime and graffiti. On a windy day, leaves of newspapers 
and food wrappers flutter and dance between tires and 
feet; bottles and cans clatter and break, spilling their 
contenU , blended with cigarette butts and discarded 
gum, upon the street, and the Walk of Fame stars that 
line the greatest part of its expanse It's forever easy to 
spot the tourists and newcomers to the Boulevard— they 
alone notice and examine the brass and coral stars, 
squealing with glee at a favorite performer's name, 
clicking pictures of these weatherbeaten monuments 

To those who, out of habit or ill fortune, frequent 
Hollywood Boulevard, those same stars are to be spat 
upon, scuffed and ignored— they embody a notion of fame 
and fortune unthinkable to all but a few On a sunny 
afternoon, the reflected light from the stars can be 
blinding an ironic touch", whether intended or not 

what appeal it holds for them Even the world-famed 
intersection of Hollywood and Vine is a letdown, its only- 
notable landmark the old Brown Derby. Most of the 
movie related spots— Schwab's Drugstore being the most 
famous-are gone And only by accident are any flesh- 

oi Hollywood are now so mucn dust, out tneir mystique 
still has an amazing lure 

When in full gear, the boulevard is a people watcher's 
paradise Sights both humorously absurd and 
wrenchingly sad are everywhere. Lunatics of all

For all its urban wreck and racket, there is a dim 
patina of possibility and excitement on Hollywood 
Boulevard, of dreams unfulfilled and unfulfillable 
Perhaps it's that quality which attracts people and fuels 
their fantasies For whatever reason, they forever roam 
its length, and the show never stops, day or night

University Center plans 
are coming under fire

Plans for Florida State UmverHity's 
proposed "University Center" are being 
met with skepticism by educators and 
editorial boards not just within the state 
of Florida, but throughout the country 

However, FSU officials pushing the 
project say the project's critics have been 
misleading 

University Center is a proposed 
$107 million structure that will wrap 
around Doak Campbell Stadium The 
seven story, horseshoe shaped center, once 
complete, will feature a gothic facade and 
house administrative offices, classrooms 
and skyboxes for football games

SG takes the 
first step in 
a new policy

In an unprecedented show of support for 
Florida State University's GayLesbian 
Student Union, the FSU student senate 
passed a resolution Wednesday backing the 
organization's request for the words 
"sexual orientation" to be included in the 
university's policy against discrimination 

According to GLSU President Jim 
Maynard. the university's existing policy 
dictates that it cannot discriminate against 
faculty, staff, students, groups or 
businesses on the basis of sex, race and 
religion But. he said, the university has 
done nothing to protect gays ;md lesbians 

He said stafl. students and faculty alike 
are afraid of losing their jobs or being 
unfairly treated if they are gay 

"I know staff and I know faculty who fear 
anyone knowing they're gay or lesbian," 
Maynard said I'm lucky because I'm in 
the school of s«K ial work, where being gay 
is pretty much accepted But I know 
students, particularly in business and 
political science, who are afraid to let 
anyone know they're gay I think this will 
be a big step in SG saying Yes, you are 
protected "' 

Maynard said he approached both FSU 
administrators and the Board of Regents 
last spring about modifying the policy at 
FSU and the other state universities But 
neither group has acted on his suggestion, 
he said

Tallahassee lawyer 
Jackson G Beatty has 
crusaded against the University Center 
calling it a "jock palace ." Saying the center 
is essentially an excuse to build a 
foundation for the skyboxes, his criticism 
of the center has received publicity 
throughout the state and has even 
attracted some national attention 

"The FSU educators and administration 
would never have chosen to build on the 
side of the stadium if not for strong booster 
pressure to do so," Beatty said 

Beatty has pinpointed what he believes

to be several weaknesses with the proposed 
plans These include academic building 
funds relegated for booster purposes, little 
faculty input, the expenses involved in 
building in a non traditional manner and 
mixed priorities on the university's part 
between academics and athletics 

Editorials in several Florida newspapers 
have echoed some of Beatty's criticism, 
attacking the plans and calling them "a 
waste of taxpayers' money." 
But Jim Pitts, FSU's acting vice 




helped push the project He said many of 
the critics have slanted the issue 

"That tone is certainly unfair," Pitts 
said "Taxpayers will pay for nothing but 
educational space The slant that this is a 
ripoff to support booster skyboxes with tax 
money has been a very unfair notion "

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan-Prime Minister Benaar 
Bhutto charged Thursday opposition leaders are using 
drug money against her embattled government. 

Meanwhile, the speaker of the National Assembly set 
Oct . 1 as the date for the vote after 98 of the 237 members 
of the House endorsed the no^onfidence motion. 

An opposition spokesman also announced the names of 
118 Members of the National Assembly, including nine 
from Bhutto's Pakistan People's Party, who he said would 
support the motion against her. 

MANILA, Philippines- President Corazon Aquino 
said Thursday she will carry a "report card" of solid 
accomplishments next month when she visits the United 
States for a second time since taking office 3 Mi years ago 

However, she told a news conference the question of 
renewing the lease on U.S. bases in the Phillipines when 
the lease expires in 1991 would not be on her agenda when 
she meets President Bush in Washington 

LONDON-Chancellor of the Exchequer Nigel 
Lawson shocked Parliament and the country Thursday 
by resigning from the Cabinet in the face of an 
increasingly public dispute with Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's personal economic advisor 

The announcement sent shock waves through the House 
of Commons where business was briefly suspended and 
affected financial markets. In New York, the pound fell 
more than 2 cents against the dollar European markets 
had closed before the announcement 

A long-simmering dispute over economic policy broke 
into the open with the recent publication of a magazine 
article by Sir Alan Walters in which the academic 
economist described the 12 nation European Community's 
monetary system as "half baked" and said Thatcher 
shared his opposition to full Britain membership 

Lawson, who was known to favor early British 
membership in the system, rebuked Walters in Parliament 
on Tuesday for the remarks and told him to refrain from 



further public statements on the government's economic 
strategy.

The state o< big time intercollegiate athletics may b« rotten 
to the core, and the entire nation may be fully aware of its con 
dition, but so far no one has been able to do anything to keep 
the machinery of corruption from chewing up everything in its 
path 

On campus after campus, btg nme sport is the tail that wags 
the academic dog. which it continues to do with an audacity 
that at times is more than the mind can comprehend 

For evidence one need look no further than the issue of the 
Chronicle of Higher Education, in which the Hesburgh Friday 
commission was described In a dispatch from Tallahassee 
the Chronicle reported last week mat Florida State University 
has proposed a construction project that, if approved, will quite 
literally make the university an appendage of its football team 

FSU wants to construct '400.000 square feet of sorely need 
ed new administrative and classroom space* in a University 
Center that would be a horseshoe shaped. Gothic style addi 
tion to the football stadium* 

■Given our limited land availability and the significant need 
we have for educational space" an official of FSU told the 
Chronicle "I think it's a creative approach to address those 
issues There's no question that it is being built at the stadium 
site If someone wishes to attach the wrong monvanon to that, 
we can tell our story, but they're left to their own conclusions" 

But even if one bends over backward to sympathize with 
poor landloc ked FSU. the university has done precious little 
to discourage the conclusion that it is the handmaiden of big 
time sport at its most repulsive and ludicrous 

This is because the University Center if built, will be rather 
more than its innocent name suggests On its first fixir floors 
will be administrative offices and classrooms, but floors five 
and six will be something else altogether 

Flours five and six will overlook the football field and will 
contain sky boxes for affluent boosters They won't |ust be 
run of the mi sky boxes either they'll be playpens for big boys

guest columnist Brian Crowley, the center was called 
"the $107 million football monument the Seminoles want 
to build at Doak Campbell Stadium in Tallahassee." 

Beatty and "a small core group of professors and 
taxpayers" have placed ads in The Flambeau and the 
Tallahassee Democrat criticizing University Center 
during the last two weeks. 

"I've had some encouraging response from people who 
read them," Beatty said. 

The Washington Post's Oct. 9 edition criticized the 
skybox suites saying that planning to include bedrooms 
and wet bars within the boxes "gives a whole new 
meaning to 'haiaime entertainment.'" 

The Oct 4 edition of the Chronicle of Higher Education 
featured a story on the center. Rather than illustrating 
the plans with diagrams of the office or classroom space, 
the journal chose to feature the floor design of the 
skyboxes, which includes seats for viewing football 
games, a wet bar and a bedroom suite complete with 
sink, toilet and tub. 

Students at other universities have also criticized 
FSU's plans. The University of Georgia's student 
newspaper, The Red and Black, included a commentary 
about the center in its Sept. 26 edition. 

Pitts said the bedrooms were just an idea and were 
never set in stone. 

"It was just a suggestion from the planning committee. 
After review, the university has decided if we have guest 
housing it will be in another area of the University 
Center," he said 

Pitts said opponents of the project, especially members 
of the faculty, are overlooking the project's benefits. 

"This project, in addition to additional administrative 
support space, and student support space, has a 
significant impact on the academic enterprise," he said 

However, theater professor Richard Hornby said he 
agrees with Beatty 's criticisms of the center 

"It was really only going to be built that way as a basis 
for the skyboxes," Hornby said. "It's so muc 



Adminstrative offices are not top priority." 

The faculty hasn't been given much say in the center, 
according to Hornby No polls have been taken of the 
faculty, although the faculty senate may have been 
informed, he said. 

"I just feel that big-time football is a bad thing," he 
said "When there is that much money, put it in some 
perspective. This isn't Football State University. This 
is Florida State University." 

Pat Riordan, spokeperson for Florida's Board of 
Regents, said the board recognizes that the University 
Center plan has some weaknesses, but said criticisms 
of the center have been blown out of proportion by 
opponents 

"We're not unaware that the bedroom issue has 
captured the imagination of editorial writers," Riordan 
said 

However, Riordan said facts have been ignored by 
Beatty to advance his cause. The skybox issue, according 
to Riordan, has been misunderstood by Beatty, the press 
and the public. As of present, no plans have been 
formalized and the project is stll considered to be in the 
conceptual stage, he said. 

"Mr. Beatty, I know, has done quite a bit to destroy 
the project," Riordan said. "I'd say he has brought it to 
public attention The fundamentals get overlooked when 
someone is raising smoke (Beatty) has become obsessed 
with this project He is a one man sort of anti public 
relations man for this project." 

Riordan added that despite Beatty's criticism, it would 
cost more for FSU to buy more land than build the 
University Center. 

"(Beatty i ignored the question of buying the land," 
Riordan said "His figures are not uncontested He's not 
a contractor, but a lawyer." 

But Beatty said the fight may only end when everyone 
gets to voice their opinion. 

"We hope our size will increase as the facts 
surrounding this case become published," Beatty said 
"I think the whole issue can he resolved by a confidential 
poll of the faculty . Does the faculty really want space 
on the side of the football stadium''"

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Child Protection Team kicks off 
pre-football game fundraiser

People don't often look forward to a car

But the Child Protection Team is hoping 
a little vehicular mayhem will go a long 
way toward aiding victims of child abuse. 

The non-profit organization, which was 
created by the Children's Medical 
Services of the state Department of 
Health and Rehabilitative Services to aid 
sexually abused children, will sponsor a 
"car crash" fundraiser Saturday before 
the Florida State-Miami football game. 
For a minimum donation of $1, Seminole 
fans will be able to smash a I T M colored 
car with a sledgehammer. Funds raised 
will go to help the organization provide 
more counseling services to abused 
and their families, Child 
i Team Case Coordinator April 



"We're on a very limited budget We're 
raising money to provide more lengthy 
counseling sessions ... ," Lott said. 
"Ninety nine percent of our clients will 
not get counseling services if we do not 
continue to raise funds." 

According to Lott, the 
children receive only four

The organization, created by the 
Children's Medical Services of the Florida 
Department of Health and Rehabilitative 
Services, provides medical 
videotape interviews 
among other forms of i 
five countu 
Lott said 

"(The videotaping) allows me to get the 
facts (from the child! and be comforting 
in dealing with her or him about the 
traumatic things that are happening," 
she said 

The team initially dealt only with 
youths who had been abuaed by a parent, 
guardian or caretaker. In 1986, the 
Victims of Crime Act grant expanded 
services to include children abused by 
non-caretakers such as strangers or 
neighbors, Lott said. 

The program coordinator also said that 
80 percent of the 125 child abuse cases 
last year were females Data kept by the 
organization has recorded 109 cases 
through September of this year Lott 
added that the lower percentage of males 
does not indicate that they are any less 
abused 

"We believe there are a number of male 
n't reporting their 



victimization and consequently not 
getting services," Lott said. "I think it has 
to do with socialization, a lot of boys feel 
they will be labeled gay." 

Lott said the idea that sexual child 
abuse occurs only within certain groups 
is a myth 

"Child sexual abuse happens to every 
socio economical, racial and ethnic group 
and sex," she said. 

Lott said the majority of abusers are 
male, but added that a significant portion 
of them are adolescent males She said 
research indicates that many of these 
young males were abused themselves. 

Indications that a child is being abused 
include changes in eating habits, toilet 
accidents, crying and reverting to baby 
talk, Lott said A regression in overall 
behavior could be present 

The team has a close working 
relationship with local law enforcement 
agencies. 

Sgt John Livings, supervisor of the 
Leon County Sheriff's Office Crimes 
Against Persons unit, said the protection 
team has been a vital service for child 
abuse victims. 

"They're a wonderful organization. 
They have been fantastic so far as 
assisting the law enforcement agency in 
child abuse investigations," Livings said 
"They have always been more than 
willing to help in any way possible." 

Terry Brown, an investigator with the 
Robbery Task Force, a joint effort between 
the Tallahassee Police Department and 
the sheriffs office, said the organization 
is an invaluable resource Brown, 
formerly with the Sex Crime Unit of the 
TPD, worked in conjunction with the 
organization for over two years 

Lott said most of the team's referrals 
come from law enforcement agencies, but 
anyone can report a possible case of sexual 
child abuse. She said sexual victimization 
of children is becoming more prevalent 

"I want (people) to know that this is a 
problem that affects our entire 
community and without contributions 
and donations, our program will cease to 
exist," Lott said

Beginning thi« summer senators Jesse HelnisiR N C 
and Alphonse DAmatotR N Y i led a successful fight in 
Congress that ended recently with a $45,000 cut in the 
National Enduvvmen,! lor jhe Arts budget While that 
may not sound like ,i lot,! the message *as clear the 
146 <M|0 Represented two ltiows that were censored 

Rutkovsky, who's also an artist, said the cuts have a 



powerful psychological effect 

"There are two issues." Rutkovsky said "NEA funding 
for galleries and NEA funding for individuals I have an 
NEA grant and there's an art collective in Atlanta that 
wants U) show my art But it 's contingent on their getting 
a grant 

That s working on one artist 's head It has a sobering 
effect." 

One thing was clear in the students' discussion

"Who is the majority''" he asked, "And 
what is "polite? The majority don't goto 
art galleries, so why should they decide 
what's best for us?"

"What most immediately comes 
to me when I think of that image is 
Brancusi," Webb said, "simple and 
direct After being African 
influenced he got to the essence of

Webb is fascinated by the 
relationship between then and now 
"The Great Mother." the largest 
piece in the show, depicts Rhea, the

OLDSMAR— For the 
first time in the state's 
history, state officials are 
trying to get an en 
vironmental violator to 
pay for the animals killed 
in an environmental 
accident. 

The Norwegian tanker 
Fern Passat hit a jetty and 
ruptured ofT Jacksonville 
in 1987, spilling 100,000 
gallons of oil and killing 
214 birds State wildlife of 
fkials have valued the 
birds at $176,000. 

The Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Com mis 
sion has been paid for the 
birds by the Florida En- 
vironmental Trust Fund, a 
$27 million fund supported 
by game licensing fees and 
other sources. 

But now the state 
Department of Natural 
Resources ia trying to get 
Fern Passat Shipping Ltd , 
the owners of the ship, to 
reiinuurse inr husi iunu. 

A hearing has been set for 
Nov 28 and 29 in Jackson 
ville before a state 
appointed hearing officer 

The state also wants 
more than $49,000 to cover 
the cost of volunteers who 
helped clean the surviving 
birds and dirty beaches. 

The case has attracted 
attention because the state 
has never before tried to 



a polluter for wildlife 1 
If the state is successful, of- 
ficials say it is likely 
reparation may be sought

proved more than effective 

It may have been a disguised blessing, 
considering Toretta has completed 68 of 
107 passes (64 percent) for 976 yards with 
seven touchdowns and four interceptions, 
while Erickson was only 75 of 146 (51 
percent) for 1,001 yard, eight TDs and six 
interceptions 

Torretta set a UM passing record with 
468 yards in the Hurricanes' 48 16 Win 
over San Jose State

Hall, forced to resign Sunday for making improper payments to assistant coaches and a 
player between 198fc and 1988 may now be added to the infamous list of rule-breakers in the 
Honda athletic program Others on that list include 

■ Former head football coach Charley Pell, fired in 1984 after a recuiting scandal prompted 
an NCAA investigation and led to the tootball team being placed on probation 

■ Head basketball (each Norm Sloan, who is currently being investigated by the NCAA 
for allegedly making improper payments to players 

■ Former basketball >tar Vernon Maxwell who tested positive for cocaine during the 1488 
NCAA tournament and yet was allowed to play anyway 

Florida States list of infamy includes 

■ former football All American Neon Deion Sanders, who reportedly skipped classes his 
entire senior season and flunked out of every course and yet returned the following semester 
to play in the nationally televised Sugar Bowl 

■ Plans for a $107 million University Center - appropriately called the jock palace" - 
that under the guise of bolstering academics, will soak Florida taxpayers for *47 million 

■ State Rep T K Wetherell, chairman of the House Appropriations Committee and former 
FSU football star, who saw to it that his panel approved the University Center even though 
it had not been placed on the Board of Regents priority list that was submitted to the Legislature 
before the spring session 

The above list of shame ought to be enough to embarrass state lawmakers into making 
substantial changes in the way Florida s two maior public universities conduct their athletic 
programs When athletes compete without even going to class when coaches make illegal 
payments to players, and when new athletic arenas take precedent over classrooms, then 
something has gone terribly wrong

The students waved signs to passing 
motorists that read "Free South Africa" 
and "Shell Kills," and gave customers 
leaflets calling for a Shell boycott Making 
people aware of where their money is going 
and how it is being used, they said, was the 
primary motive behind Friday's actions 

"We're here to raise the consciousness of 
a lot of people that don't realize the billions 
of dollars we put into South Africa." said 
Tom Evans, a member of the FSU Student 
Coalition Against Apartheid and Racism 
"What goes on in South Africa is tied to 
what goes on here Our investments prop 
up that government " 

"People in Tallahasse-e have no clue," 
added protester Sarah Kachur "A lot Otf 
people wouldn't support Shell if thev knew 
what was going on in South Africa 

A concurrent protest, held by students 
from Florida A&M University was 
conducted at the Shell station on Tennessee 
and Monroe streets. 

Local Shell stations have been the scene 
of several anti apartheid protests in past 
years Friday's protesters said they have 
persistently targeted the Shell corporation 
because the company continues to be a 
major supplier of fuel to the South African 
government

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Gay issues step into the '90s

If the government began regulating who a person could 
date, congressmen would be stormed by letters 
complaining of the infringement into private lives. Yet, 
because of sodomy laws, homosexuals cannot have 
relationships in many states, and only two states forbid 
discrimination against homosexuality 

Sue Hyde, director of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force's Privacy Project, wants to end this 
inequality. 

"The sodomy laws, as we call them, are still very much 
on the books in 25 states and the District of Colombia, 
including Florida," said Hyde in a phone interview She 
said that in Florida, "It doesn't matter if you're married, 
heterosexual or homosexual, if you are involved in certain 
acts involving oral or anal sex, you're breaking the law " 

Hyde will speak tonight at Moore Auditorium to open 
Gay and Lesbian Awareness week. Hyde has spoken on 
almost a dozen college campuses, including Yale, and has 
been the keynote speaker at gay and lesbian conferences 
in Denver and Cincinnati. 

"We're having a woman come because in the past, a 
lot of our speakers have been male-oriented," said Leigh 
Fowler of the FSU Gay-Lesbian Union, which is 
sponsoring the program. Hyde's speech, entitled 
"Gay/Lesbian Rights: the 1990s" will focus on privacy 
and activism 

"Based on statistics on the sexual behavior of adults 
in this country, I would assume that 80 percent of Florida 
citizens are sex criminals," Hyde said. 

But Hyde said the State's constitution protects a 
citizen's privacy-a point reaffirmed with the recent 
Florida Supreme Court decision on the rights of minors 
to have an abortion without parental consent 

Hyde suggested that one strategy for overturning 
sodomy laws is to approach the issue as a right to privacy 
issue 

According to Hyde, only two states have passed laws 
preventing discrimination based on sexual behavior-

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Hurricanes' development may be predictable

The hurricane season is corning to an end, but research 
on improving hurricane predictions continues at Florida 
State University. 

According to Richard Pheffer, director of the 
Geophysical Fluid Dynamics Research Institute at FSU, 
it will soon be possible for scientists to predict which 
storms that brew in the Atlantic will become hurricanes. 

Pheffer said the key to predicting intensification is the 
presence of upper level atmospheric waves that can drive 
a storm to hurricane force. 

"The wave spins moisture laden air from the ocean 
surface up and out over the top of the storm," Pfeffer said 
"When the water in the air condenses it releases heat 
which intensifies the storm and enables it to draw up even 
more air. At this point the storm is a self-perpetuating 
hurricane. Without the upper level disturbance it just 
wouldn't happen." 

Malakondayya Challa, a researcher at GFDRI assisting

in the Atlanic every year but only a few of those became 
hurricanes. If a reliable system can be developed to predirt 
which ones will become hurricanes, many lives could be 
saved, Challa said. 

A computer model designed by the Naval Research 
Laboratory in Washington. D C. is being used to test the 
upper level disturbance theory, Pfeffer said. The 



information from many hurricanes are plugged in and 
then certain conditions are removed to see if the storms 
continue to develop. 

Pfeffer said storms failed to become hurricanes without 
the effects of upper-level waves. 

"The model is predicting correctly which storms become 
hurricanes using composite data from many storms," 
Pfeffer said. "Now we're going to try it out on single 
hurricanes." Challa said that so far it's been difficult 
to predict intensification in single storms because of the 
lack of data. Information about disturbances thousands 
of miles out in the ocean and the condition of upper level 
winds many miles above it isn't easy to come by, Challa 
said. 

But if enough data is collected, Challa said, it's possible 
to accurately predict whether a storm will become a 
hurricane 

"We're starting to get data bases that are getting close 
to the point where it's feasible to test," Pfeffer said. "Soon 
it won't be any more difficult to

Misunderstandings

With his attack on my faith and my God, I feel that I 
must respond to the letter from Matthew Farrell, printed 
in the Oct 19 edition of the Flambeau. 

Matthew, I do not blame you for your lack of knowledge 
about the Bible, or at least a lack of understanding 
Understanding doesn't come from professors or pastors or 
anyone else Understanding can come only from the Holy 
Spirit Because of this, I will now explain, as concisely as 
possible, the "inconsistencies" that you noted 

John did not portray the Last Supper before the Passover 
as you expressed. John 13 is simply describing a 
progression of events "just before Passover" (v I) then 
moving into the actual Passover meal, including the 
washing of the disciples' feet (vs. 2-20). 

Jesus said that He did not come to bring peace but to 
bring a sword, to force people to make a choice between 
God and the world (Matthew 10 30) The perfect peace of 
Isaiah 11:6-9 is a prophecy yet to be fulfilled The final 
judgement is expounded upon in the book of Revelation

Putting pressure on Shell, they said, 

its racist syntem 

"We see this boycott on Shell as 
fundamental in ending apartheid," said 
FSU SCAAR member Kip Karnes. 
"Without fuel and oil. South Africa can't 
run its tanks and its weapons. " 

According to the protesters, South 
Africa obtains 70 percent of its crude oil 
through the Shell corporation. 

Friday's protest was well received by a 
number of motorist* who honked to 
indicate their approval of the students' 
actions But Shell station employees did 
not look on the protestors as favorably 

"As long as they're not bothering my 
customers, they can stay there all night 
if they want to," said an employee who 
wished to remain anonymous. 

"They just look stupid," added another, 
who also did not wish to give her name 
Ed Rooney, president of Rainey

Cawthon distributors, which owns the 
station, said the protesters didn't bother 
him too much 

"They're free to do what they want, as 
long as they don't bother my employees, 
just like I'm free to do what I want," he 
said "They have their side, whether it be 
right or wrong." 

Some customers who drove up to the 
station at Tennessee and Call streets to 
buy gas were unconvinced by the 
protesters' signs and leaflets. 

"Shell is a corporation and that's how 
they make money, ' said Frank Aloia, an 
FSU student who said he owns a Shell 
credit card "Making money is making 
money whether it's morally right or 
wrong That's how capitalism works." 

But others, who indicated they were 
unaware of Shell's South African ties, 
said the new information will effect where 
they stop to buy gas in the future 
Tallahassee resident Moana Parker said 
now that she knows better, she'll go 
someplace other than Shell. 

"Next time I'll just wait and go down 
the road," she said

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The Tarot: it's not 
all in the cards

"If someone was stuck on a desert island and they chose 
a deck of Tarot cards as the one thing to keep," 
comparative religion scholar Joseph Campbell once 
wrote, "they could study the cards every day for the rest 
of their life and eventually unlock all the knowledge of 
the world because of the archetypes it containa." 

Not all Tarot users make such lofty claims as the late 
Dr. Campbell, author of the non fiction bestseller The 
Power of Myth Most just want to get a handle on the 
future 

"One time I did a general reading about what would 
happen to me in the next week." said one local user "The 
reading said I would experience a death and have a fight 
with an arrogant blonde-haired man That week my cat 
died He got hit by a car driven bv a blonde guy who got 
really belligerent with me." 

The Tarot is an ancient, mystic deck of 78 cards that 
people have used for centuries to yield insights into the 
future, show character analysis or suggest solutions to 
problems. The traditional 52<atA deck used for poker 
and other popular card games is said to be derived from 
this fortune-telling pack 

In the past the Tarot was used by gypsies, occult 
members and psychics But now because of a growing 
New Age movement and the increasing availability of 

item.

Local psychic Sister Faye has read Tarot cards for 33 
years There are also many Florida State University 
students and at least one FSU teacher who say they try 
to uncover the mysteries of the future by laying out the 
cards 



"Anyone can learn to do the Tarot," said Celeste 
Morales, a recent FSU graduate who has used the cards 
on and off for five years. "The more you work with the 
cards, the better you can interpret and apply them," 
There are many different factors involved in 
interpretations of the carda. The way you do the 
"spread," or lay-out, of the cards-favorite patterns are 
crosses and circles-is supposed to have an effect on the 
meaning of each card's symbol because it influences 
interpretation. And interpretations vary from person to 
person, said Gail Harley who teaches World Religion at 
FSU and dabbles in the Tarot 

"It's like taking a Rorschach inkblot teat," Harley said, 
referring to the personality and intelligence test used 
by psychologists to reveal emotional and intelligence 
factors "They are only as good as the person who 
interprets them." 

According A Complete Guide to the Tarot by Erin Gray, 
the origins of the Tarot aren't clear since over the years 
myth and fact have become interwoven 

Many theorize that there is a link going back centuries 
between the gypsies and the Tarot. The gypsies claim 
the hidden knowledge of the Tarot was originally 
brought by their people from Chaldea and Egypt into 
Israel and then to Greece Legend has it that as pagan 
cults, including those which used the Tarot, became the 
victims of Christian persecut ion, the ancestral lore was 
handed down secretly from generation to generation 

One of the most interesting stories claims that the 
Tarot originated in Egypt as a method of communication 
i worldly wise men who travelled to Alexandria, 
then the intellectual capital of the world

Needing to create a common tongue, scholars invented 
a picture book with mystic symbols. A key to the 
meanings of the signs was handed down by word of 
mouth To preserve their secrecy the symbols were later 
produced on cards used as games of chance by more 
frivolous men who couldn't possibly decipher their true 
significance. 

"A study of the cards also discloses a close link with 
the Kabalistic lore of the ancient Hebrews," said one 
FSU graphic arts student, a long time student of the 
Tarot who didn't want her name used for this article. 
"The Tarot does seem to be interwoven with many 
different religions and philosophies, although where it 
began is difficult to determine " 

According to Gray's book, the deck contains 78 
archetypes which are broken down into 22 Trump cards 
or 22 Major Arcana cards representing the higher aspects 
of man's relationship with the universe. When they show 
up in a reading these cards mean that higher forces are 
at work They also suggest a direct connection to 
spiritual matters. 

Some examples of these cards are The Fool, the 
Chariot, Justice, Death, and The Tower. 

The remaining 56 cards are broken into four suits: 
wands, cups, swords and disks, similar to spades, hearts, 
clubs diamonds in playing cards. The cards are numbered 
one to ten and have four court cards per suit: page, 
knight, king, queen 

According to the instructions for famed occultist 
Aleister Crowley's Tarot deck, the meaning of the cards 
has a direct connection with their numbers and suit. 
Crowley designed his own deck to update the classic, 
medieval tarot 

The occultist describes the suits as follows: 

• cups relate to love and emotions, at worst 
intoxication; 

• swords suggest intellectual matters, otherwise 
sickness, depression and trouble; 

• disks relate to business matters and material success; 

• wands indicate great energy, or at worst quarreling 
or opposition. 

When court cards like the Queen of Cups, which 
sometimes represents a woman with brown hair and 
hazel eyes, show up in a lay out for a person with brown 
hair and hazel eyes, most likely the card would be 
interpreted to represent that person 

But a card can mean different things depending upon 
where it falls in the spread and whether it falls 
"reversed." There are many different lay outs, or card 
spreading, techniques, like the Celtic cross method. 
Horoscope method and the Tree of Life method

"I like to use the ancient Celtic method, which is six 
cards spread out in a cross, then four in a row next to 
it," said Michelle Peterson, a junior at FSU who has 
practiced the Tarot for two years. "It's quick, easy and 
will answer most questions on the past, present and 
future." 

Sister Faye gives the credit for her interpretations to 
a higher being She said God is the one who leads her 
hands, and one must not doubt God 

"In order to be a good pyschic you have to know the 
vibes of a person," she said "You have to look not only 
at the cards but at a person's aura, vibration and the 
cugp upon which they were born " 

One bookstore in Tallahassee, the Paperback Rack at 
2037 Pensacola Street, sells about 20 different kinds of 
Tarot cards Occultists, astrologists and artists have 
made up many different versions over the years, 
including the Native American, Mother Peace and 
Medieval Scapina decks. Tarot specialists generally 
agree that the Marseilles Tarot, which dates back a 
thousand years, is the purest source 

There are also two places to go in Tallahassee to learn 
how to use the Tarot The Tallahassee School of Light 
on Apalachee Parkway offers evening classes twice a 
week, and Sister Fave located on Mahan Drive does 
readings for $15. 

"Many people are scared or the Tarot because they 
don't know much about it and they think it deals with 
the Devil or something, 1 ' said Allison Birch, an FSU grad 
student who has studied the Tarot for many years. "But 
the Tarot is really fascinating and there have been many 
accurate readings " 

But according to Sister Faye, a Tarot reading isn't 
written in stone, and people are free to change their 
destiny if they discover they don't like it 

"Let's say the Tarot cards read that you will have three 
kids," said Sister Faye "If you don't want three kids, 
you use birth control or refrain from sex Destiny was 
made to be changed That is one of the uses of the Tarot."

the film Gross Anatomy? 

If Ferris Bueller graduated from high school, went to 
college as a pre-med student, then went to medical school, 
well that would be the basic set up. 

Joe Slovak, played by Matthew Modine, decides that 
he wants to do more in life than become a poor family 
fisherman; he decides that becoming a doctor Willi bring 
him several financial opportunities 

The film opens while Slovak is being interviewed for 
his entrance into medical school. During this interview 
we begin to see the timber of the script. Slovak's 
responses to the questions are so predictable they are 
almost sickening 

When asked what field he plans to enter, he replies 
with a big boyish grin, "gynecology." And when the 
interviewer wants to know his reasons for entering the 
field he answers with some crap about helping humanity 
When pressed he simply replies truthfully, "money." 

Slovak is one of those gifted students who does not have 
to study He can just read the boldfaced type and scrape 
by. He shows up to class late or not at all and passes his 
tests Ferris Bueller style. 

Slovak's roommate, David (Todd Field!, is reminiscent 
of Ferris' best friend Cameron, the nerd who studies all 
of the time (why our society has decided that there iB 
something wrong with this is a mystery) 

David is plagued by the feeling that if he does poorly 
hii parents will be disappointed This is reminiscent of 
how Cameron's father placed his classic Ferrari higher 
on the family food chain than his own son. 

Ferris . . I mean Slovak, decides that he needs to help 
the guy along, loosen him up some and everything will 
be all right But David has his own problems and they 
go far beyond medical school. 

In their first year, medical students meet their worst 
nightmare.

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Tallahassee gets down 
after Seminoles' win

Victory howls were heard throughout 
Tallahassee long after Florida State's 
exalting 24 10 victory Saturday night 
over Miami. 

The celebration began when many of 
the Seminoles' players stopped to partake 
in a relishing, post game get down in the 
middle of Campbell Stadium's field, 
seemingly igniting an even larger dance 
that grew over the city. 

The reasons for such indulgence were 
plentiful FSU hadn't beaten the 
Hurricanes in four years and perhaps 
most importantly, they laid down a team 
that had muffed its chances for a national 
championship the last two years. 

"I can say this has been the the pinnacle 
of my career Because we hadn't beaten 
them since I'd been here," Seminoles 
tailback Dexter Carter said 

FSU Coach Bobby Bowden, who 
perhaps felt the four year drought's 
impact the most, was obviously relieved 
"This feels so good It's the way it should 
have been the last four years I guess," 
Bowden said. "Our goal line defense was 
the key to the game." 
Both FSU's stinginess and the shaky 



play of Miami compounded to stop the 
Hurricanes from scoring three times 
within the Seminoles' five-yard line. Two 
of the conversion failures came from 
Miami turnovers, but the other, late in 
the game, came from a strong FSU goal- 
line stance 

"Three times on the goal line and they 
came up with zero," FSU cornerback 
LeRoy Butler said, "A team that won't be 
beat, can't be beat." 

Miami quarterback Gino Toretta took 
credit for both of the Hurricanes' goal line 
foul ups Toretta, a freshman filling in for 
the injured Craig Erickson. threw an 
interception from the three-yard line on 
one occasion, and then his sloppy handoff 
caused fullback Shannon Crowell to 
fumble on the one yard line 

"I don't know what happened when I 
threw the interception on the one and on 
the fumble I thought Shannon had it, but 
1 didn't get him the ball," Toretta 
said. "It's my fault for both the 
interception and the fumble." 

Toretta never found the rhythm he had 
two weeks ago when he threw for a school 
record 468 yards in the Hurricanes' 48 16

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New Years looks brighter following FSU win

TALLAHASSEE— Now that Florida State has the 
Insmtf streak to Miami out of the way, it's time to look 
ahead to next week, and perhaps to a New Year's Day 
bowl 

"This is the week we're going to look out for a 
letdown," worried Florida State Coach Bobby Bowden 
only minutes after his eighth ranked Seminoles defeated 
the No. 2 Miami Hurricanes Saturday night. 

The Seminoles' next task is Saturday at home against 
South Carolina (5-8-1), a 31 7 loser to North Carolina 
State The Gamecocks also lost quarterback Todd Ellis 
for the rest of the year with a knee injury 

The South Carolina game is followed by an open date 
and a game with Memphis State and then a test at 
Florida 

The Seminoles started the season with losses against 
Southern Mississippi and Clemson but have followed 
with six straight wins. There is no realistic shot for a 
national championship anymore, but a big bowl is still 
a possibility. 

The Miami game Saturday night drew more than a 
dozen representatives of nine bowls, including the 
Orange, Fiesta, Sugar, Cotton, Citrus, Gator, Hall of 
Fame, Peach and Freedom 

The loss by Miami broke a four game streak over the 
Seminoles and 13 wins in a row The last time Miami 



lost was to Notre Dame on Oct. 15, 1988. 

"This is just a great win," Bowden said. "I guess it's 
so great, because we hadn't beaten them in four years." 

Despite the loss, Miami also remains in contention for 
a New Year's Day bowl National championship hopes, 
however, have dimmed considerably, although middle 
linebacker Bernard Clark still thinks there is a chance 

"They were definitely better than us tonight, but we 
still have a chance to win the national championship if 
we just put our minds to it," said Clark 

The Hurricanes are home Saturday to East Carolina 
(4 2-1), an 18 16 loser to Syracuse Saturday They they 
travel to Pitt and return home for games against San 
Diego State and No. 1 Notre Dame. 

Coach Dennis Erickson can expect a long week of 
criticism of his one back offense The Hurricanes had the 
ball on the 1 three times, but failed to get in They lost 
the ball on fumbles two of the three times They totaled 
six turnovers as Gino Torretta threw four interceptions 

"Basically, Florida State just outplayed us You can't 
turn the football over that many times-twice on 1 yard 
line— and expect to win." 

Bowden said part of the reason Miami had trouble on 
the goal line was Miami's one back scheme which doesn't 
allow for a back to perform as a lead blocker. 

"That spread out passing game can be great but it 11 
hurt you down close to the goal line," Bowden said

You can't turn the ball over as much 
as we did against a quality football team like that and 
expect to win." 
FSC quarterback Peter Tom Willis showed nearly 
but his was largely due to Miami s 
I No. 1 in the country prior to the game 
Willis had seven completions m 20 attempts for just 129 
yards, far short of his 250 yard plus average But most 
importantly, Willis stayed away from errors, throwing 



just one interception. 

"They just did a great job of putting pressure on me," 
Willis said "When you play somebody that good that's 
what you expect." 

With its passing attack toned down, the Seminoles 
resorted to the run, which proved effective. Carter 
finished with 142 yards on 21 carries as FSU nearly 
doubled the amount of yards given up by Miami's defense 
all season The Hurricanes allowed just 273 yards in its 
six previous games, but found little way to stop the 
Seminoles, who mustered 220 yards on the ground 

"I'm telling you we had wide receivers open all night 
but we just couldn't get the ball off The pressure was 
too great," Bowden said. "Thank goodness our running 
game worked You've got to thank the offensive line and 
the running backs for that "

while Miami. 6-1. fell to No. 9.

Florida A&M headed south this weekend to try to 
regain their consistency, which was headed in the same 

airection. 

And it took a step in the right direction Saturday with 
a convincing 31-13 win over Morgan State in the 57th 
annual Orange Blossom Classic in Miami. 

The Rattlers used a balanced attack of running and 
passing to stop the Golden Bears. In fact, FAMU couldn't 
have been much more balanced, with 233 yards rushing 
and 265 yards passing 

"We've had a balanced attack for the past two weeks,'' 
FAMU Coach Ken Riley said "I'm very pleased with the 
way we ran and passed the 
ball." 

A big chunk of the 
rushing yards came from 
Amir Rasul, who gained 
147 yards and scored two 
touchdowns on the night. 
Rasul is undoubtedly the 
hottest Rattler right now 
with three 100 yard 
rushing efforts in the last 
four games, including 195 
yards rushing last week 
against South Carolina 




"Amir had a good game Rasul 
running the ball," Riley said. "He didn't do as good 
catching the ball but he was real consistent on the 

ground." 

Another player who had a good night was Quarterback 



Tony Ezell, who wasn't even supposed to start. 

Ezell was nursing a sore shoulder, which made it 
difficult for him to lift his arm. But by game time Ezell 
was ready to go and he made the most of it by throwing 
two touchdowns, including a clinching 17 yarder to Troy 
Allen in the fourth quarter. 

"He's our starter and he was able to go so we went with 
him," Riley said. "He threw the ball well. He had a good 
night." 

The game was close for the first three quarters with 
the Rattlers clinging to a 17 13 lead But the fourth 
quarter was all FAMU. 

They scored two touchdowns in the fourth to widen the 
gap to 31 13 and then the defense took over. 

Morgan State Quarterback Darryl Jackson, who passed 
for 284 yards, was stopped in the fourth quarter when 
FAMU keyed on the pass. Overall, FAMU got 
interceptions from William Evers, Jason Turnipseed and 
J.C. Rainey. 

Riley said that his teams' performance in the fourth 
quarter was the turning point in the game "We came 
out and scored a field goal to start the second half and 
then they scored," Riley said "The defense toughened 
up after that and took over the fourth quarter. I'm 
pleased with the way the defense played in the end." 

With the win, FAMU improves its record to 4 4 and 

2 2 in the Mid Eastern Athletic Conference MSU 
collected its fifth loss in a row and their record falls to 

3 5 1 and 2 3 in the MEAC 

Riley feels that this win could get the Rattlers back 
on track 

"This win is good for the entire team," he said "It 
helps us with confidence because with losing you can 
begin to doubt yourself This win should give us a lift " 



Volleyball's win over LSU could put FSU in Top 20

The Florida State volleyball team beat No 17 
Louisiana State in a five-game match Friday, giving 
more legitimacy to the Lady Seminoles quest for a Top 
20 ranking 

The match, which was played before 1 ,056 fans at Tully 
Gym, was a five game battle between two capable teams 
relatively equal in power and size Control of the game 
seemed to constantly shift hands. But the Seminoles 
finally overpowered the Lady Tigers in the gruelling 
match 12 15, 15 9, 7 15, 15-5, 15 9 FSU is undefeated 
in five game matches this year. 

The Seminoles had been eagerly waiting to get an 
opportunity to play a nationally ranked team, and to 
prove that thev are national contenders themselves.

LSU Coach Scott Luster said his team's |

"You don't miss 28 serves and win a match," he said 
"Twenty eight service errors, that's got to be a NCAA 
record." 

Luster added that it was LSU's poorest playing of

same low level," he said "Fortunately we played five 
games The way we were playing we should have lost 
in three " 

Perhaps if LSU had known about FSU's winning 
streak in five game matches, they would have preferred 
to lose in three 

FSU player Twanna Walker said the team was 
confident going into the fifth game. 

"After we won the fourth game we decided this was 
our match," she said "We were relaxed and knew we 
were going to win the whole thing " 

FSU player Maria Magoulas said that the crowd 
worked to their advantage 

"The crowd was great, and kept us going," she said 

The secret to Seminole success may have been a simple

Florida State moved up two places in the poll to No. 6,

Kite wins big bucks 
in Nabisco playoff

HILTON HEAD ISLAND, S.C.-Even for an 18-year 
PGA veteran like Tom Kite, standing over a $625,000 putt 
was a numbing experience. 

In a stirring finish to the year's final event. Kite picked 
up the biggest winner's check in PGA Tour history 
Sunday by defeating a faltering Payne Stewart in the $2.5 
million Nabisco Championships. 

Beaten a year ago by Curtis Strange on the second 
extra Nabisco hole at Pebble Beach, Calif, Kite sank a 
routine par putt on the second playoff hole and watched 
a tentative Stewart miss badly on a 4 footer at No. 17 for 
a bogey 

It was Stewart's missed 3 footer to save par at No. 18 
in regulation that undermined a brilliant 66 in blustery 
conditions and allowed Kite to forge a tie at 8 under par 
276 with a birdie at No. 17. 

"My heart is still pumping like crazy," said Kite, who 
finished with a 68 after rounds of 69^5 74 "I don't believe 
the way this thing finished. I never expected Payne to 
bogey 18 and then bogey again in the playoff I felt like 
we would sit out there until somebody birdied." 

Both players registered pars when the playoff began on 
No 16 and Kite dropped in a 2 foot par putt at the 
L60 vard 17th Stewart, who won the Heritage Classic 
here at Harbour Town in April, then rolled his short putt 
far to the right amid 30 mph winds, 

"I told myself not to look at scoreboards today," said 
St.-wart. whose disappointment was tempered by a 
$270,000 check for second place. "After the 18th hole, I 
told my caddy that I let them all back in the golf 
tournament and I did After nine holes, I had it at 
7 under for the dav I didn't I 
have."

300 students affected by aid snafu

State officials have confirmed that financial aid 
money for nearly 1 ,000 students was jeopardized 
because of mistakes within the FSU financial aid 
office 

However, FSU officials now say that because many 
of the students would not have qualified for aid 
anyway, the total number affected by the glitch is 
about 300 

"We awarded a number of them FSU grants 
which is the same thing," said FSU Interim 
Financial Aid Director Bob McCloud "It's not near 
as bad as it sounded or near as bad as it looked." 

The Flnmhmu reported in September that 977 
students had been declared ineligible for Florida State 
Assistant OranU because FSU had failed to submit 
the students' grade point averages and credit hours 
from their transcripts 

Elizabeth Sweeney, administrator of the 
Department of Education's state student assistance 
program, confirmed last week that approximately 977 
students felt the sting of the paperwork snafu 

However, she said, not all those students would 
actually have met the criteria for the state grants, 
which range from $250 to $1,300 The money is 
awarded based on enrollment, the number of credit 



hours being taken, grade point average and need. The 
university said it would make up for any loss of 
student money. 

"What FSU's agreed to is that if the students would 
have been eligible that FSU would provide them with 
a reward to replace the FSAC funds they would have 
lost," Sweeney said. 

Dean of Undergraduate Studies Elisabeth 
Muhlenfeld is ultimately in charge of financial aid 
administration at FSU, but she referred all questions 
to McCloud, who said 315 students actually qualified 
for the grants and were funded by FSU. 

He said that to the best of his knowledge, no student 
was left without money for school 

"We have researched and we have found that about 
200 were not enrolled, some were no need students 
and about 50 had less than 12 hours," McCloud said 

McCloud said he didn't know exactly how much 
money FSU was forced to award out of its own funds, 
or which university accounts the money came from 
But he said FSU will be reimbursed ' 

"We'll be refunded those monies by the Department 
of Education," he said. 

While the FSU financial aid department has made 
no specific changes in personnel or policy as a result 
of the complications, McCloud said his department is

If you are thinking about unending 
graduate or law school the Florida State 
Career Center wants to help you decide 
where to go.

Sexuality a private matter, activist says

Although a recent poll 
indicates that public 
resistance to homosexual i 
ty has diminished during 
the past 20 years, elected 
officials still seem intent 
on defying logic in their at 
tempts to protect anti gay 
legislation on the books in 
most of the United States, 
according to Sue Hyde 

Hyde said that if 
legislators were to study 
the sexual practices of 
Flondians, they would find that a majority engage in 
behavior proscribed by the "Unnatural and Lascivious 
Act" statute— Florida's version of the ant i sodomy laws 
enacted in at least 26 states 

The figure is so startling, she argued, that lawmakers 
would have to conclude that Florida is "overrun with sex 
criminals." 

Hyde, director of the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force Privacy Project, lectured to an audience of 
approximately 50 people in Florida State University's 
student union Monday night as part of a series of events

program was sponsored by the Gay and Lesbian Student 
Union 

The gay and lesbian rights advocate cited a Gallup poll 
conducted this month indicating that only 36 percent of 
the American public believes that gay and lesbian sex 
should be illegal as evidence that laws regulating 
sexuality are outmoded By contrast, a Kinsey study in 
1970 revealed that at least 60 percent of those polled 
believed that homosexual acts should be criminalized 

"The world is changing The obstacles and barriers we 
face are changing," she maintained 

Hyde charged that a minority of "Christo fascists"— 
cultural and political bullies operating under a veneer 
of Christianity— are responsible for anti-gay legislation 
and anti homosexual sentiment 

"I think their real goal is to obliterate us," she said 
"It's not as messy as overt genocide. . ." 

The activist mentioned that the explicit right to 
privacy provision in Florida's constitution may be used 
to challenge the anti sodomy statute currently in the 
books 

She advised students to become active in the movement 
to obtain full rights for gays and lesbians 

"The life of an agitator can be rewarding, exciting, can 
take you places you've never been before," she said 
"Consider devoting something other than your evenings 
or weekends to the movement "

When Stephen Rosenfeld wrote in the Washington Post about 
"An Afrikaner Example for Israel," he was referring to South 
Africa's release of eight black leaders and comparing it to the plight 
of an Israeli sentenced to six months in prison for meeting with 
Palestinian leader Yasair Arafat 

But recent reports suggest another example set by the apartheid 
state— with far less humanitarian intentions. 

According to an NBC News report last week, the Israeli 
government has been cooperating with South Africa to develop 
ballistic missiles and nuclear technology. U.S. experts believe 
Israel has nearly 200 nuclear warheads, and NBC reported 
intelligence officials claim there is a "full blown partnership" 
whereby Israel has been granted access to a South African missle 
base and a 
technology 

The deals have apparently been going on for some time 
In 1979, a U.S. intelligence satellite spotted a flash off the 
coast of South Africa that intelligence sources later identified as 
a nuclear explosion U.S. analysts said the lest was an early Israeli- 
South African test.

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FSU professor questions poll's emphasis on 'basics'

A student's ability to regurgitate facta and figures is not 
as important as the ability to put that information into 
its social, economic and political context, according to 
Florida State University professor William Jones. 

"I have some difficulty gauging the quality of curricula 
and academic programs based on whether (a student) can 
identify a certain author," Jones said. "I am more 
concerned with their capacity to analyze the literature." 

Jones is director of the black studies program at FSU. 
His comments came in response to a poll and 
accompanying report released earlier this month by the 
National Endowment for the Humanities. 

The poll surveyed 696 college seniors from 67 colleges 
and universities. Answering questions focusing on 
literature and history, more than half of the respondents 
would have failed had the survey been graded 

In the accompanying report written by the national 
organization's chair Lynne E Cheney titled "50 hours," 
she suggests a major reorganization of the general 
education curriculum in order to correct deficiencies in 
U.S. colleges and universities. 

According to John McGrath, spokesperson for the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, the 



recommends 50 semester units broken down into five 
components: 18 units of cultures and civilization, 12 units 
of a foreign language, six units of mathematics, eight units 
of natural sciences and six units of social sciences. 

According to McGrath, the decision to investigate the 
knowledge and study requirements of college students 
came as the result of an earlier report done for Congress 
by the national organization last year. That report showed 
American college students lack humanities knowledge. 

"That report showed that the humanities are healthy 
in the public area, but there were problems on campus," 
McGrath said in a phone interview from Washington, D C. 

Sandra Rackley, associate dean of undergraduate studies 
at FSU, said that although the faculty senate is currently 
considering changes in the undergraduate policy, the 
school's existing liberal studies policy has no deficiencies, 

"We have a very thorough (general studies 
requirement)," she said. 

Jones, who has been pushing to implement a multi- 
cultural component into FSU's general studies 
requirement, warned that the results of polls like the one 
released by the NEH can be harmful because they are 
generated by political entities. 

"You have to look at the political agenda (of the 



organization that releases the poll) and make sure it gets 
put on the table," Jones said. "That should be explicit." 

Jones said that as a result of drawing incorrect 
conclusions from poll results, universities often implement 
narrower general studies requirements which leave 
students well-versed in Western cultural tradition, but 
deficient in their understanding of other cultures. 

He pointed to the lack of a multi-cultural component in 
FSU's general studies requirement as an example 

"(Universities) use these polls and say 'let's get back to 
basics.' The result is, they make sure students know about 
western culture," Jones said. 

But Eva C. Wanton, dean of general studies at Florida 
A&M University, said she sees the polls as positive 

"The polls are good," she said. "They keep reminding 
us about what we're facing. (They shouldn't be) absolute 
in what they recommend, but they serve a useful purpose." 

Paul Strait, assistant chair of undergraduate studies in 
history at FSU, said that while he feels FSU's program 
adequately prepares students, he would like to see a 
broader perspective of history taught at FSU. 

"Asian, African, Latin American history, women and 
minority we never loosened up to the extent that other 
universities did in the late '60s, early '70s," he said.

the coming year The Senate has already 
approved a $19 8 million expenditure for 
the project this year 

The project is funded by the Defense 
Advanced Research Project Agency, the 
Pentagon's internal research arm which 
sponsors research at U.S. universities. 

Last year FSU got $1.6 million and 
Florida A&M University received $684,000 
for their parts in the project, which is 
known as the Advanced Microelectronic 
and Materials Program State universities 
in Florida received more than $15 million 



of the $19 million allocated for the project. 

State University System Chancellor 
Charlie Reed Monday lauded Graham's 
role in securing the project for Florida. 

"We appreciate the work of Senator 
Graham and the entire Florida 
congressional delegation for their efforts to 
assist Florida's universities. The national 
academic recognition this important 
research project brings to Florida is critical

Any new abortion cjinic regulations approved by the 
Legislature would be unenforceable under a 1982 federal 
court injunction, a Florida State University professor told 
lawmakers Monday 

The laws could also be challenged in state court under 
the constitution, based on recent rulings, said FSU law 
professor Patricia Dore 

Speaking before the Senate Select Committee on 
Abortion Clinic Regulations, Dore said the 1982 case in 
which Judge John Gonzalez struck down several portions 
of the state's clinic regulatory law prevents the 
Department of Health and Rehabilitative Services from 
enforcing anything beyond current reguations as laid out 
in the 1988 supplement to the Florida statutes. 

"Until somebody moves Judge Gonzalez to modify his 
injunction, at least to the extent to allow the state to 
adopt basic sanitary or cleanliness requirements, I don't 
see how anybody can do anything," she said 

The ruling in the 1982 case had a dramatic effect on 
the state's regulatory powers over abortion clinics The 
current law requires only that abortion clinics be licensed 
by the state and that they maintain patient records, have 
licensed doctors perform abortions and dispose fetal 
remains according to state guidelines 

After an article appeared in the Miami Herald this 
summer describing unsanitary conditions at a south 
Florida abortion clinic, HRS Secretary Greg Coler closed 
the clinic on the order of Gov Bob Martinez

"We've been fortunate in Tallahassee to not have any 
major incidents happen to a child during Halloween, 
Leon County Sheriffs Office spokesperson Dick Simper, 
said "That's why every year we try to reinforce to 
parents some rules to keep Halloween safe," 
Tips for Children: 

—Always trick or treat with parents oc friends. 

-It's better to trick or treat before dark If you are out 
at night make sure you have a flashlight 

-Always have your parents check all treats before 
eftttng them. If you find something strange in your treat, 
notify your local law enforcement authorities 
immediately. 

—Don't enter any houses. Also only go to houses where 
tin re is an outside light on. 

—Don't approach any cars for treats except marked 
police cars Police officers will be giving out candy to kids 



-Have an exact route, be certain that your parents 
know it. 

Tips For Parents: 

—Never invite trick or treaters into your home. 

—Keep an outside light on to greet trick or treaters 

—Give wrapped, homemade treat* only to children you 
know and wrapped, commercial treats to others 

-Be certain your children are accompanied by an adult 
or responsible teenager 

-To minimize Halloween risks, throw a party at your 
home 

Costume Tips For Parents: 

-Be sure that the costume is flameproofed 

-The costume should include light and/or bright colors 

to ensure visibility by motorists 
—The costume should fit properly to prevent tripping 
Make up is safer than a mask. If a mask is worn with 

the costume, enlarge the eyeholds for better visibility 

and instruct your child to only wear the mask at houses, 

not while walking. 

Costume Fireproofing Recipe: 

To fireproof a costume saturate it in the following 

mixture and allow to dry Do not wash costume before 

wearing. 

—9 oz boric acid— 4 oz borax— I qt. hot water

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Witches just want a better world

"Double, double, toil and trouble. 
Fire burn and caldron bubble." 

-The three witches from Shakespeare's Macbeth 
For some, Halloween is a time of lighthearted, spooky 
fun. But for others, it is anathema, a time of darkness 
and evil. 

The holiday has come under fire recently from 
Christian fundamentalists who call its celebration devil 
worship Several letters received by the Tallahassee 
Democrat have asked for an end to Halloween 
celebrations in public schools, claiming that children 
have been unwittingly participating in the occult, 
witchcraft and satanism. 

But according to some Tallahassee witches, there are 
more erroneous stories flying around than you can shake 
a broom at. 

Citing a "Christian right-wing which views any 
deviation from the norm as satanism" and expressing 
concerns over jobs and family, the witches agreed to voice 
their views on the condition that their real names not 
be used 

One of the first and worst misconceptions about 
witchcraft, or Wicca, as it is called, is that it is involved 
some way with satanism. 

"Wicca is a Celtic word that means knowledge, " said 
Rachel "It doesn't have anything to do with satanism 
at all. Satanism is a reaction to Christianity, it's not 
Wiccan." 

Wicca is not a monolithic religion, she said. There are 
different sects just as one finds in many major religions. 
"It's a very individualistic religion," said Thea 
There are a few main ideas that Wiccans generally 
believe, according to M argot Adler's book Drawing Down 
the Moon They believe the world is holy; nature and the 
body are holy; imagination is holy and a spiritual path 
is one that leads to the understanding of one's own divine 
nature. 

"Perhaps the one rule of Wicca is Harm none and do 
as you please,'" said Thea "We think that everyone has 
their beliefs and we don't stand in judgement of 

anybody " 

"Christianity definitely has validity," said Mary "We 
think there are many paths that lead to spirituality " 

Wiccans are especially concerned that many people do 
not see the world as a place where all religions can 
flourish 

"It's hubris to think that one people can tell another 
what's spiritually right for them," said one witch, who 
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Halloween is a good time to connect with spirits 



jokingly asked to be called Samantha. "For years witches 
have been blamed for plagues, still births, nocturnal 
emissions Many women were killed in the Middle Ages 
simply because they knew how to heal with herbs." 

For Wiccans, Halloween is the changing of the new- 
year. It is a time when the spiritual and physical worlds 
are closest to each other Their serious celebration of the 
holiday upsets many fundamentalists 

"It's funny, because so many of the Christian holidays 
and saints had their origins in pagan rituals and deities," 
Mary said. 

According to Drawing, the word pagan comes from the 
Latin paganus, which simply means a country dweller 
The word heathen meant someone who lived on the 
heaths, or rural tracts of land The rural folk were 
commonly the last to convert to Christianity in a certain 
area The term pagan was a negative one that meant 
"hick" 

Bruce Grindal of Florida State University's 
anthropology department said that the popular idea of 
witchcraft has been used for persecution 

"It's kind of the same thing as McCarthy ism and 
communism," said Grindal "There is a belief that when 
things get shaky, there are bad people among us who 
are responsible and we must purge ourselves of them " 
"Witches just want to make positive social change," 
said Susan "We'd like to see a world where all resources 
are allocated fairly regardless of sex, race or religion, 
where people are sacred and the earth is sacred "

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Halloween doubles 
as Irish New Year

As people prepare for the traditional festivities of 
Halloween, few are really aware of what they are 



celebrating They are, in fact, preparing to celebrate the 
old Irish festival In ancient Ireland Halloween was an 
annual celebration of a threatening, fantastic, 
mvstenous rite of passage to the New Year 

Halloween originated in the ancient religion of the 
Celtic race Although at one time there were many Celtic 
nations in Europe, only the Irish are today an 
independent nation and it is the Irish who have 
prt-served much of what remains of Celtic culture and 
religion 

Halloween, or All Hallow's Eve, is the name given to 
a Christian celebration deliberately superimposed on the 
same date as one of the two most sacred feasts of the 
Celtic religion. Halloween was later introduced to this 
country by Irish immigrants. 

My ancient Irish ancestors knew the feast that we now 
call Halloween as Samhain (pronounced Sahwem, which 
is still the name for the month of November in the Irish 
language Samhain was a celebration marking the first 
day of the New Year as well as the beginning of winter 
In Celtic culture the day began at sunset-as does the 
Jewish Sabbath -and this is why Halloween festivities 
are in the evening. Samhain was an annual celebration 
of major significance to all levels of Celtic society 

The religious beliefs of my Irish ancestors emphasized 
pastoral deities and their festivals stressed seasonal 
transitions Beltane, the other major feast of the ancient 
< » Its. marked the beginning of summer and was 
celebrated at the end of April and the begimng of May 
This is the origin of the May Day holiday and it was 
during the Beltane period that St. Patrick first 
introduced Christianity to Ireland 

Samhain signaled the commencement of winter and, 
together with Beltane, divided the year into cold and hot 
seasons Samhain also marked the end of preparations 
for winter, and the end of the harvest, so it was also a 
thanksgiving festival. 

Thin festival brought with it another kind of harvest 
My ancient ancestors believed that a gathering of 
supernatural forces occurred Samhain was characterized 
as a time when the human and supernatural worlds were 
very close and the gates between the two were opened 
Otherworldly entities, such as the souls of the dead, were 
able to visit earthly mhabitanU and humans^ou^take 

other supernatural creatures. Fiery tributes and 
sacrifices of animals, crops, and probably some human 
victims were made to appease the supernatural powers 
who controlled the fertility of the land Not a festival 




Look out for ghosts tonight 

particular Celtic deity, Samhain 
, J the entire spectrum of nonmortal forces 
that roamed the earth during this period 

It was the Druids- -the priestly caste of the Celts-who 
in their role as guardians of the spiritual, intellectual, 
and ritual life of the people, mediated between mortals 
and the supernatural realm But in the ancient days 
when women were more involved in agriculture than 
men, women officiated at the various religious rituals 
connected with Samhain which was closely tied to the 
agricultural cycle. This may be why Halloween witches 
are usually considered to be female 

of one's life Various complex methods of divination were 
used by individuals attempting to discover their fortunes. 
One of these methods of divination involved biting apples 
that were bobbing in water-a custom still practiced on 

seems to have been lost. 

Another practice on the feast of Samhain was to dress 
in fantastic disguises and masks to represent 
supernatual beings and then visit homes where the 
occupants would offer them tributes of food and drinks 
This was done to appease the spiritual beings that the 
masked and disguised visitors represented in order to 
avoid their supernatual trickery A slightly different 
version of this practice is still acted out by children in 
this country on Halloween—trick or treat 

Basically, the feast of Samhain, as my ancestors 
experienced it. was an annual evening of escape from 
normal realities and expectations People in this country 
have been faithful in maintaining this tradition of my 
"pagan" ancestors in their Halloween 
unwittingly Happy Irish New Year'

Southeast teams just can't get ahead

It should be called "Bungle in The Jungle." 

Tampa Bay celebrated Halloween two days early in 
Cincinnati's Riverfront Stadium, a.k.a. The Jungle. The 
Bucs went to the party disguiBed as a high school team 
and the Bengals treated them to a 56-23 beating Then, 
Coach Ray Perkins did his best Mike Ditka impersonation 
at the post-game press conference. 

"I don't think I need to say much," Perkins snapped 
angrily at reporters, "I'm giving the players two days 
off I don't even want to see them." 

The Bucs' scary schedule continues next Sunday with 
a home game against Cleveland, followed by revitalized 
Minnesota and then a road game in Chicago. Perkins 
apparently forgot Ditka's other infamous quote, "I'm not 
sure if this team can win another game or not."

Because Tallahassee doesn't have a pro football team, 
most fans follow either their favorites or one of the 
regional squads the Bucs, Atlanta or Miami. I worry 
about those who have settled for a regional choice. 

In addition to the Bucs' blowout, the Dolphins (31 17 
to Buffalo) and the Falcons (20-13 to New Orleans) lost 
Sunday.
